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PREFACE 


The  Missouri  Manual  is  published  by  authority  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  the  contents  are  without  political  bias.  Several  new 
features  will  be  found  and  some  that  been  appearing  in  its  pages  for 
many  years  are  omitted.  The  vote  of  the  1918  primary  and  general 
elections  is  given  on  state  and  county  officers  by  precincts,  as  is 
also  that  of  the  cities  of  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City  by  wards;  also 
will  be  found  a  list  of  the  Democratic,  Republican  and  Women's 
County  Central  Committees,  by  counties,  alphabetically  arranged. 
It  required  considerable  labor  to  get  the  information,  as  some  of 
the  counties  have  not  organized  and  some  failed  to  respond  to  the 
many  appeals  from  this  office;  however  the  list  will  be  found  to  be 
as  nearly  correct  as  possible. 

History  has  been  fast  in  the  making  during  the  war  and  since 
the  Armistice  was  signed.  Gen.  John  J.  Pershing,  who  was  head  of 
the  A.  E.  F.  in  France  and  Rear  Admiral  Robert  E.  Coontz,  now 
head  of  the  Navy,  are  both  Missourians.  Two  other  Missourians, 
Hon.  Joshua  W.  Alexander,  Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  Hon. 
David  F.  Houston,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  are  members  of 
President  Wilson's  cabinet.  Excellent  halftone  engravings  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  these  famous  Missourians  are  shown  in  the 
Manual. 

Newspapers  have  changed  ownership  or  ceased  to  exist,  county 
officers  have  resigned  or  died.  Where  such  changes  have  come  to 
the  attention  of  this  department  they  have  been  noted  and  the 
data  is  correct  up  to  February  9,  1920,  and  will  be  found  in  the 
addenda  at  page  733. 

The  distribution  of  the  Manual  is  under  the  direction  of  this 
department,  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  in  the 
following  manner:  100  copies  to  each  state  senator;  50  copies  to 
each  representative;  1  copy  to  each  school  building  in  the  state 
(quantity  not  sufficient  to  supply  copies  to  pupils ) ;  1  copy  to  each 
county  officer;  1  copy  to  each  state  officer;  1  copy  to  each  public 
library  and  1  copy  to  each  newspaper  in  the  state. 

This  distribution  usually  consumes  the  entire  edition. 
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THE  PRESIDENT. 

WOODROW  WILSON,  President,  was  born  at  Staunton,  Va.,  Decem- 
ber 28,  1856,  and  is  a  son  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Wilson  and  Jessie 
Woodrow  Wilson,  the  former  a  distinguished  scholar  and  clergyman  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  South.  His  father  was  a  native  of  Ohio 
and  his  mother  of  Scotland,  and  his  ancestry  on  both  sides  is  Scotch-Irish. 
His  boyhood  days  were  spent  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  at  Columbia,  S.  C,  and 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  where  he  prepared  for  college  with  private  tutors  and 
at  the  schools  of  these  places.  His  real  educator,  however,  was  his  father, 
a  scholar  of  high  order,  for  some  years  professor  of  the  Columbia  (S.  C.) 
Theological  Seminary,  and  who  closed  his  career  as  professor  in  the  South- 
western Theological  Seminary  at  Clarksville,  Tenn.  In  1874  he  entered 
Davidson  College,  North  Carolina,  remained  one  year,  and  in  the  fall  of 
1875  went  to  Princeton  College,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  the  class 
of  1879.  Following  his  graduation  he  entered  the  University  of  Virginia, 
Charlottesville,  Va.,  as  a  law  student,  and  was  graduated  in  1881.  For 
two  years  he  practiced  law  at  Atlanta,  Ga.  In  1883  to  1885  did  graduate 
work  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  political  econ- 
omy and  history;  1885  to  1888,  professor  of  history  and  political  economy 
at  Bryn  Mawr  College,  Pennsylvania;  1888  to  1890,  professor  in  the  same 
•branches  of  science  at  Wesleyan  University.  In  June,  1890,  he  was  elected 
professor  of  jurisprudence  and  political  economy  at  Princeton  University. 
In  1895  the  department  was  divided  and  he  was  assigned  to  the  chair  of 
jurisprudence.  In  1897  he  was  promoted  to  the  McCormick  professorship 
of  jurisprudence  and  politics.  In  1902  he  was  elected  president  of  the 
University,  resigning  both  that  office  and  his  professorship  in  October, 
1910,  immediately  after  his  nomination  for  Governor  of  New  Jersey,  to  which 
ofl&ce  he  was  elected  November  8,  1910,  by  a  plurality  of  49,056  votes. 
He  was  married  June  24,  1885,  to  Miss  Ellen  Louise  Axson,  of  a  distin- 
guished family  of  Savannah,  Ga.  Mrs.  Wilson  died  at  the  White  House 
on  August  6,  1914.  The  President  has  three  daughters,  Miss  Margaret 
Woodrow  Wilson,  Mrs.  Francis  Bowes  Sayre  and  Mrs.  William  Gibbs  Mc- 
Adoo.  He  is  the  author  of  the  following  works:  Congressional  Govern- 
ment, in  1885;  The  State  Elements  of  Historical  and  Practical  Politics,  in 
1889;  Division  and  Reunion,  in  1893;  An  Old  Master,  and  Other  Political 
Essays,  in  1893;  Mere  Literature  and  Other  Essays,  in  1896;  Life  of  George 
Washington,  in  1896;  History  of  the  American  People,  in  1902,  and  Consti- 
tutional Government  in  the  United  States,  in  1908.  He  was  married  at 
Washington,  December  18,  1915,  to  Mrs.  Edith  Boiling  Gait  of  that  city. 

THE  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

THOMAS  R.  MARSHALL  (Democrat)  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States,  was  born  in  North  Manchester,  Wabash 
county,  Indiana,  March  14,  1854,  the  son  of  Dr.  Daniel  M.  and  Martha 
A.  Patterson  Marshall;  was  graduated  from  Wabash  College  in  1873;  holds 
honorary  degree  of  LL.  D.  from  Wabash  College,  Notre  Dame  University, 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
University  of  Maine,  and  honorary  degree  of  J.  D.  from  Villanova  College; 
began  the  practice  of  law  in  Columbia  City,  Ind.,  on  his  twenty-first  birth- 
day and  continued  without  interruption  the  practice  of  law  there  until  1908, 
when  he  was  elected  Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  was  married  October 
2,  1895,  to  Miss  Lois  I.  Kimsey  of  Angola,  Ind.  He  was  elected  Vice- 
President  in  1912,  and  re-elected  in  1916. 
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GENERAL  JOHN  J.  PERSHING. 

When  Major  General  John  J.  Pershing  was  selected  to  command  the 
American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France  in  1917,  the  United  States 
Government  not  only  chose  wisely  but  unconsciously  added  another 
precedent  to  Missouri's  long  list  of  superior  war  honors.  Missouri's  posi- 
tion in  supplying  leaders  on  the  field  of  battle  is  significant.  Through 
her  native  or  adopted  sons  the  commonwealth  can  lay  claim  to  as  many 
commanders  of  rank  during  her  century  of  statehood  as  any.  In  the  Black 
Hawk  war  she  furnished  a  leader  in  her  adopted  son,  Henry  Dodge.  In 
the  Florida  Seminole  Indian  War  she  furnished  another,  Richard  Gentry. 
In  the  Mexican  War  two  commanders  represented  her:  Alexander  W. 
Doniphan  and  Stephen  W.  Kearny.  In  the  Civil  War,  Missouri  can  claim 
by  adoption  and  residence  at  least  three  commanders  of  rank  and  merit: 
U.  S.  Grant,  citizen  of  the  state  by  residence  and  marriage;  Frank  P. 
Blair  and  Joseph  O.  Shelby.  In  the  Mexican  Border  War  she  furnished 
the  leader,  John  J.  Pershing,  and  in  the  World  War  her  list  embraced  the 
commanding  general,  Jobn  J.  Pershing,  and  such  illustrious  army  and 
navy  commanders  and  high  officials  as  John  Henry  Parker,  William  Payne 
Jackson,  Edgar  Russell,  Leigh  C.  Palmer,  Robert  E.  Coontz,  and  Enoch 
H.  Crowder.  No  other  state  can  equal  this  latter  record;  moreover,  all 
of  these  men  are  native  born  sons  of  Missouri,  and  the  majority  still 
make  their  home  in  Missouri. 

General  Pershing  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Linn  county,  Missouri,  on 
September  13,  1860,  and  was  reared  in  Laclede.  He  taught  a  country 
school  and  from  his  salary  saved  enough  to  attend  the  Kirksville  State 
Normal  School,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1880.  On  competitive  exami- 
nation he  received  appointment  to  West  Point.  He  graduated  in  1886  with 
the  rank  of  senior  cadet  captain. 

The  next  ten  years  he  spent  in  service  on  the  plains  and  mountains, 
fighting  Indians  in  Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  the  Dakotas.  For  this 
service  he  was  highly  complimented  by  his  superiors.  When  the  Spanish- 
American  war  opened  in  1898,  he  was  sent  to  Cuba,  later  to  the  Philip- 
pines. In  both  the  war  proper  and  later  the  insurrection  fighting,  Pershing 
distinguished  himself  as  a  soldier,  officer,  and  executive. 

When  the  United  States  began  having  trouble  with  Mexico  in  1915, 
General  Pershing  was  sent  to  the  Border.  In  1916,  he  was  given  com- 
mand of  a  force  of  10,000  American  soldiers  to  invade  Northern  Mexico 
and  capture  the  Mexican  bandit  leader,  Villa.  Villa  escaped  but  the 
expedition  was  well  led  in  every  detail. 

The  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  World  War  on  April  6, 
1917,  found  this  Missourian  equipped  and  ready.  His  appointment  to 
the  command  of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France  was  not 
unexpected  by  the  citizens  of  this  country.  His  remarkably  successful 
leadership  of  the  American  army  during  1917-1918  was  also  not  surpris- 
ing to  those  who  knew  his  previous  record.  Chateau  Thierry,  St.  Mihiel, 
the  Argonne  Forest,  and  finally  victory  and  peace,  were  the  fruits  of  that 
leadership.  It  detracts  nothing  from  this  great  record  of  American  arms 
and  generalsnip,  to  give  due  credit  to  the  Allies  of  Europe,  to  their  brave 
men  and  trained  officers,  and  to  the  genius  of  General  Foch.  Jealousy  and 
stubborness  were  never  parcels  of  General  Pershing's  reception  of  unified 
command.  His  credit  is  therefore  greater,  America's  record  is  brighter,  and 
victory  and  peace  came  sooner. 

As  fitting  honor  and  reward  for  his  late  achievements  and  his  life  of 
public  service,  the  permanent  rank  of  general  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States  was  conferred  on  General  Persuing  by  act  of  Congress.  To  this 
eminent  Missourian  the  highest  and  most  sacred  recognition  came  on  his 
visit  to  his  old  home  in  Laclede  on  December  23.  1919,  when  Governor 
Frederick  D.  Gardner  officially  presented  him  with  a  medal  struck  in  his 
honor  on  behalf  of  the  proud  and  grateful  citizens  of  the  State  of  Missouri.

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BEAR  ADMIRAL  ROBERT  E.  COONTZ. 

The  Coontz  family  is  almost  a  Missouri  institution.  Five  generations 
of  this  patriotic  clan  lie  buried  in  the  state.  For  nearly  two  hundred  and 
fifty  years  this  native  American  family  has  served  to  upbuild  the  Nation, 
three  members  serving  under  Washington  in  the  Revolutionary  army. 
The  earliest  member  of  the  family  settled  in  Maryland  in  1673  and  later 
emigrated  to  Virginia.  For  nearly  one  hundred  years,  by  honest  industry 
and  patriotic  service,  this  family  has  reflected  credit  and  glory  on  the  good 
name  of  Missouri.    Well  may  her  citizens  take  pride  in  such  a  record. 

The  most  famous  member  of  this  family  is  Rear  Admiral  Robert  E. 
Coontz,  who  was  born  in  Hannibal,  Missouri,  on  June  11,  1864.  He 
received  bis  early  education  in  Hannibal  and  Palmyra,  and  later,  on  com- 
petitive examination,  was  appointed  to  the  United  States  Naval  Academy 
at  Annapolis.  He  entered  Annapolis  the  same  year  that  Crowder  graduated 
at  West  Point.  Four  years  later,  1885,  Coontz  graduated,  just  one  year 
before  Pershing  finished  at  West  Point.  The  young  Hannibal  lad  was 
now  an  officer  in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  was  commissioned  ensign 
U.  S.  N.,  on  July  1,  1887.  He  rose  from  rank  to  rank  until  on  December 
24,  1917,  he  received  the  commission  of  rear  admiral. 

The  ser\ice  of  Rear  Admiral  Coontz  has  been  performed  chiefly  in 
the  Pacific.  For  six  years  he  served  in  Alaskan  waters.  He  was  executive 
officer  on  the  Nebraska  on  the  voyage  of  the  fleet  around  the  world  in 
1908.  In  1910-11,  he  was  commandant  of  midshipmen  at  the  United 
States  Naval  Academy.  In  1912-13,  he  served  as  Governor  of  the  Island 
of  Guam,  and  his  administration  was  highly  regarded  by  both  the  officials 
and  the  people.  He  was  commanding  officer  of  the  Georgia  in  1913-15 
and  won  the  fleet  gunnery  trophy.  On  July  20,  1915,  he  was  appointed 
commandant  of  the  Navy  Yard  at  Puget  Sound. 

Besides  his  successive  rises  in  rank  in  the  navy,  Rear  Admiral  Coontz 
has  been  signally  honored  by  his  government.  He  secured  a  medal  for 
his  services  during  the  Spanish-American  War  and  one  for  his  services 
during  the  Philippine  Insurrection.  This  is  a  record  of  which  the  people 
of  Missouri  and  of  the  nation  at  large  are  proud.  In  his  home  city  of 
Hannibal,  which  he  visits  frequently,  Rear  Admiral  Coontz  is  held  in 
highest  esteem.  He  is  known  by  all  as  plain  ,,Bob"  Coontz,  and  he  loves 
to  be  called  by  that  name.  He  is  now  and  has  always  been  a  genial,  kind- 
hearted  and  faithful  citizen.

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HON.  JOSHUA  W.  ALEXANDER. 

If  President  Wilson's  administration  put  the  South  in  the  saddle,  as 
some  affirm,  it  put  Missouri  on  the  saddle-horn.  Never  since  the  days  of 
Lincoln  has  the  state  exerted  such  an  influence  in  national  affairs,  when 
Edward  Bates  was  Secretary  of  War,  Prank  P.  Blair,  Jr.,  was  Lincoln's 
"Colonel  House"  of  the  West;  U.  S.  Grant  of  St.  Louis,  was  leading  the 
boys  in  blue  to  victory  over  the  boys  in  gray,  and  John  Henderson  was 
drafting  the  Thirteenth  Amendment.  The  last  eight  years  of  Democratic  j 
rule  in  Washington  have  witnessed  a  Missourian,  Champ  Clark,  speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives;  another  Missourian,  the  late  William  J. 
Stone,  chairman  of  the  most  important  committee  in  Congress  in  time 
of  war — the  Foreign  Relations  Committee;  another  son,  Breckenridge 
Long,  in  the  State  Department;  another,  Alexander  M.  Dockery,  in  the 
Post  Office  Department;  another,  David  F.  Houston,  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  recently  head  of  the  Treasury  Department; 
another,  George  Creel,  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Information;  two 
more,  David  R.  Francis  and  Hugh  O.  Wallace,  ambassadors  respectively 
to  Russia  and  France,  a  full  dozen  in  charge  of  the  army  and  navy,  and, 
since  December,  1919,  another  son,  Joshua  W.  Alexander,  Secretary  of 
Commerce. 

"The  President  wants  you  to  become  Secretary  of  Commerce"  was 
the  manner  of  tendering  the  Cabinet  portfolio  to  Alexander  on  December 
3,1919.  No  previous  intimation  of  the  honor  was  known  either  to  the 
recipient  or  his  friends.  The  appointment  came  as  a  surprise  to  all.  for 
the  "Judge,"  as  his  Missouri  friends  call  him,  had  never  been  mentioned 
for  the  office  and  was  not  a  candidate.  It  was  purely  a  personal  selection 
embodying  the  President's  confidence  in  his  friend's  ability  and  integrity 
and  recognition  of  meritorious  congressional  work. 

Secretary  Alexander  has  represented  the  Third  Missouri  Congressional 
District  since  1907.  He  became  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mer- 
chant Marine  and  Fisheries  when  the  Democrats  gained  control  of  Con- 
gress in  1910.  He  drafted  many  laws  of  importance.  Among  them  are 
the  war  risk  insurance  act,  the  soldiers'  and  sailors'  insurance  law,  the  origi- 
nal act  controlling  wireless  telegraphy,  the  ship  purchase  act  which  was 
defeated  in  the  Senate,  and  the  law  (drafted  by  him  in  part)  now  operating 
to  restore  the  American  merchant  marine. 

Born  in  Ohio  on  January  22,  1852,  Secretary  Alexander  was  reared 
and  educated  in  Missouri.  By  profession  he  is  a  lawyer.  For  forty-four 
years  he  has  been  in  public  life.  In  his  home  town  of  Gallatin,  Missouri, 
he  has  served  as  both  city  and  county  official.  He  has  also  served  in  the 
State  Legislature  and,  as  circuit  judge,  on  the  State  Bench.  In  1913-14 
he  was  chairman  of  the  United  States  Commission  to  the  International 
Conference  on  Safety  of  Life  at  Sea,  which  met  in  London.

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HON.  DAVID  F.  HOUSTON. 

There  was  a  unique  fitness  in  President  Wilson's  appointment  of  David 
F.  Houston  to  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  March  6,  1913.  The 
first  man  to  hold  that  position  was  another  adopted  Missourian,  Norman 
J.  Colman,  whose  life  of  patriotic  service  to  the  nation,  and  especially  to 
the  rural  world,  will  never  be  forgotten.  Equally  noteworthy  has  been  the 
record  of  David  F.  Houston.  No  member  of  the  Cabinet  contributed  more 
to  the  success  of  American  arms  during  the  World  War  than  this  St.  Louis 
citizen  and  educator.  Truth  and  not  mere  eulogy  impels  the  statement 
that  no  single  class  of  persons  performed  their  work  so  well,  accomplished 
the  results  requested  so  soon,  and  united  in  labor  so  patriotically  as  the 
American  farmer.  The  leader  and  director  of  the  40,000,000  American 
agricultural  population,  representing  an  invested  capital  of  $40,000,000,000, 
was  David  F.  Houston. 

Born  in  North  Carolina  on  February  17,  1866,  he  received  his  col- 
legiate education  in  South  Carolina  College  and  Harvard  University.  His 
work  until  1913  was  along  purely  scholastic  lines.  He  taught  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  South,  was  a  tutor  in  ancient  languages  in  a  college, 
professor  of  political  science  in  Harvard,  president  of  the  Agricultural 
College  of  Texas,  president  of  the  University  of  Texas,  and  chancellor 
of  Washington  University  in  St.  Louis.  In  recognition  of  his  educational 
work  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  him  by  Tnlane 
University,  the  Universities  of  Missouri,  Wisconsin,  Yale  and  Harvard. 

His  entrance  into  official  public  life  began  with  his  appointment  to 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Leave  of  absence  was  granted  him 
by  Washington  University  until  he  requested  that  his  resignation  be 
accepted  in  1917.  Secretary  Houston  held  his  new  position  until  January, 
1920,  when  he  was  transferred  by  President  Wilson  from  the  Agriculture 
Department  to  the  Treasury  Department,  being  appointed  to  the  head- 
ship of  the  latter.  This  last  appointment  was  made  in  recognition  of 
Secretary  Houston's  ability  as  an  organizer  and  financial  authority.  Not 
only  did  this  educator  win  commendation  for  his  work  as  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  but  he  also  gained  approbation  for  his  quick  grasp  of  banking 
and  financial  economics  in  his  tour  of  the  country  several  years  ago  to 
help  determine  the  boundary  lines  and  centers  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
districts,  of  which  two  were  located  in  Missouri — at  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Louis.

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GOVERNOR. 

FREDERICK  DOZIER  GARDNER  (Democrat)  was  born  in  Hickman,  Ky.,  No- 
vember 6,  1869.  His  father,  William  H.  Gardner  of  Weakley  county,  Tennessee,  was  a 
Confederate  soldier,  and  during  the  war  married  Mary  Ellen  Dozier  of  Mississippi,  settling 
at  Hickman,  Ky.,  after  the  war,  where  a  family  of  five  children  was  born.  The  mother  died 
in  1878  during  the  yellow  fever  epidemic.  The  father  removed  his  family  of  five  children 
to  his  old  home  in  Weakley  county,  Tennessee.  Frederick  Dozier  Gardner  received  his 
education  in  the  public  schools.  He  left  Tennessee  and  came  to  St.  Louis  at  the  age  of 
seventeen,  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  business  and  was  in  the  same  business  at  the  time 
of  his  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  previous  to  which  time  he  had  never  held  public 
office.  In  the  spring  of  1913  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Freeholders  of  St. 
Louis  and  aided  in  drafting  the  present  charter  of  that  city.  At  the  state  primary  held 
August  1,  1916,  he  was  nominated  by  the  Democrats  of  Missouri  as  their  candidate  for 
Governor,  and  was  elected  Governor  at  the  general  election  November,  1916.  He  was 
married  October  10,  1894,  to  Miss  Jeanette  Vosburgh  of  St.  Louis.  They  have  two  sons 
and  one  daughter,  William  King  Gardner,  Dozier  Lee  and  Janet. 

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 

WALLACE  CROSSLEY  (Democrat)  was  born  at  Bell  Air,  Cooper  county,  Missouri, 
October  4,  1874.  His  father,  S.  W.  Crossley.  was  a  one-armed  veteran  of  Stonewall  Jack- 
son's Brigade.  His  mother,  a  native  of  Kehtucky,  was  Elberta  Givens  of  Boone  county. 
After  the  death  of  his  father, in  1884,  the  mother  and  son  moved  to  Mexico,  Mo.,  where  the 
latter  received  his  schooling  at  the  Mexico  High  School,  later  attending  William  Jewell 
College  and  Missouri  University.  After  teaching  eight  years,  the  last  three  as  a  member  of 
the  Warrensburg  State  Normal  faculty,  he  bought  the  Johnson  County  Star,  and  several 
years  later  consolidated  the  two  Warrensburg  Democratic  papers  under  the  name  of  the 
Star-Journal,  in  which  he  is  still  half-owner,  but  not  active  in  the  business.  In  1904  he  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature,  serving  three  consecutive  terms,  and  in  1912  was  sent  to  the 
State  Senate  without  opposition.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Lieutenant-Governor  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  he  served  as  Federal  Fuel  Administrator  for  Missouri,  under  ap- 
pointment by  President  Wilson,  and  during  the  war  gave  his  entire  time  to  the  work  without 
compensation.  Mr.  Crossley  was  married  in  1902  to  Miss  Erma  Cheatham  of  Warrensburg, 
Mo.

SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

JOHN  L.  SULLIVAN  (Democrat)  was  born  at  Sedalia,  Pettis  county,  Missouri,  Oc- 
tober 14,  1877.  As  a  boy  he  attended  parochial  school,  sold  papers  on  the  streets,  drove  a 
grocer's  delivery  wagon  and  worked  as  a  clerk  during  vacation  periods.  After  graduation 
from  the  Sedalia  High  School  he  was  appointed  deputy  collector  for  Pettis  county,  serving 
four  years.  In  1906  he  was  elected  collector  and  was  re-elected  in  1910.  He  was  married 
in  Sedalia  on  June  24,  1908,  to  Miss  Mary  Catherine  Lennartz.  They  have  five  children, 
John  Leo,  Mary  Catherine,  Helen  Elizabeth,  James  Joseph  and  Dorothy  Anne.  In  1916  he 
was  the  Democratic  nominee  for  Secretary  of  State  and  was  elected  at  the  general  election 
in  November  of  that  year. 

STATE  AUDITOR. 

GEORGE  E.  HACKMANN  (Republican)  of  Warrenton,  Mo.  He  was  born  on  a  farm 
near  Hopewell  Academy  in  Warren  county,  Missouri,  August  10,  1877,  receiving  his  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  that  county  and  at  Central  Wesleyan  College,  Warrenton, 
Mo.  He  served  five  consecutive  years  as  secretary  of  the  County  Clerks'  Association 
of  Missouri.  He  served  as  city  clerk  of  Warrenton  from  August,  1903,  until  May,  1916. 
In  January,  1903,  he  was  appointed  deputy  county  clerk  of  Warren  county,  in  which  capacity 
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he  served  until  January,  1911,  when  he  became  county  clerk  of  Warren  county,  having 
been  elected  the  previous  November.  He  was  renominated  and  re-elected  county  clerk  for 
a  second  term  in  1914  without  opposition  in  either  primary  or  general  election,  and  served 
as  such  until  January  8,  1917,  resigning  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  State  Auditor,  to  which 
office  he  was  elected  November  7,  1916.  He  is  a  son  of  Henry  Hackmann,  who  represented 
Warren  county  in  the  Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly.  On  June  4,  1902,  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Margaret  Schroeder  of  Warrenton,  Mo.    He  has  one  son,  Leroy,  eleven  years  old. 

STATE  TREASURER. 

GEORGE  H.  MIDDELKAMP  (Democrat)  of  Hawk  Point  was  born  on  April  20, 
1880,  at  Warrenton,  Warren  county,  Missouri,  which  county  was  also  the  birthplace  of  his 
parents.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  Central  Wesleyan  College  at  War- 
renton. After  leaving  school  he  went  into  his  father's  hardware  store  and  learned  the  tinner's 
trade.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Clara  Ordelheide  on  November  30,  1904.  He  has  one  child. 
At  the  organization  of  the  Bank  of  Hawk  Point,  in  1906,  he  was  elected  cashier  of  that  in- 
stitution and  held  that  position  at  the  time  he  was  nominated  by  the  Democratic  party  as 
its  candidate  for  State  Treasurer  in  1916,  resigning  after  his  election  in  November  of  that  year. 
He  has  never  held  a  public  office  before. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

FRANK  W.  MCALLISTER  (Democrat)  of  Paris,  Mo.,  is  a  native  Missourian,  born 
near  Paris  in  Monroe  county  January  26,  1873.  He  attended  the  common  and  high  schools, 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  his  native  county.  He  was  city  attorney  of  Paris 
and  prosecuting  attorney  of  Monroe  county;  was  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1904  and  re-elected 
in  1908.  During  the  session  of  1911  he  was  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate.  He  was 
nominated  by  the  Democrats  for  Attorney-General  August  1,  1916,  and  elected  to  that 
office  at  the  November  election.  He  was  married  June  1,  1911,  to  Miss  Amber  Kathrin 
Smith  of  Paris,  Mo. 

STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

SAM  A.  BAKER  (Republican)  was  born  November  7,  1874,  in  Patterson,  Wayne 
county,  Missouri.  He  attended  the  village  school  at  Mill  Spring,  Mo.,  was  graduated  from 
the  Southeast  Missouri  Teachers  College  at  Cape  "Girardeau  in  1897,  and  afterwards  took 
some  special  work  at  the  State  University.

JAMES  A.  REED  (Democrat)  of  Kansas  City  was  born  November  9,  1861,  near 
Mansfield,  Richland  county,  Ohio;  moved  to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  in  1887;  is  a  lawyer  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1885;  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  to  succeed  Maj.  William 
"Warner,  Republican,  for  a  term  beginning  March  4,  1911.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  United 
States  Senate  by  a  majority  of  25,000  for  a  term  beginning  March  4,  1917.  His  term  of 
service  will  expire  March  3,  1923. 

XENOPHON  PIERCE  WILFLEY  (Democrat)  of  St.  Louis;  born  March  18,  1871, 
on  a  farm  in  Audrain  county,  Missouri,  son  of  James  Prank  Wilfley;  graduated  from  Clarks- 
burg College,  Moniteau  county,  Missouri,  1891;  graduated  from  Central  College,  Fayette, 
Mo.,  A.  M.  degree,  1894;  taught  school  three  years;  admitted  to  practice  of  law  in  1898; 
graduated  with  LL.  B.  degree,  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  1899;  practiced  law  in  St. 
Louis  continuously  since;  appointed  chairman  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  city  of  St. 
Louis,  January  1,  1917;  member  St.  John's  Methodist  Church;  married  Rosamond  Guthrie, 
1908,  and  has  two  children — John  Franklin,  8  years,  and  Mary  Ellen,  6;  always  active  Demo- 
crat. Was  appointed  by  Governor  Gardner,  April  30,  1918,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  death  of  Senator  William  Joel  Stone,  and  served  as  United  States  Senator  until  the 
election  and  qualification  of  his  successor,  Selden  P.  Spencer,  in  November,  1918. 

SELDEN  PALMER  SPENCER  (Republican)  of  St.  Louis,  Mo:;  born  Erie,  Pa.,  Sep- 
tember 16,  1862;  A.  B.  Yale  1884,  LL.  B.  Washington  University  1886,  honorary  M.  D. 
Missouri  Medical  College,  where  he  lectured  as  professor  of  medical  jurisprudence;  Ph.  D. 
and  LL.  D.  Westminster  College;  member  Missouri  Legislature  1895-96;  judge  circuit 
court  of  St.  Louis  1897-1903;  captain  and  adjutant  First  Infantry,  Missouri  Home  Guard; 
chairman  district  exemption  board  at  St.  Louis  under  selective-service  law  1917-18;  married 
Susan  M.  Brookes,  daughter  of  Rev.  James  H.  Brookes,  D.  D.;  elected  Senator  from  Mis- 
souri November  5,  1918,  over  Hon.  Joseph  W.  Folk,  Democrat,  by  a  majority  of  35,283, 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Hon.  William  J.  Stone.

MILTON  ANDREW  ROMJUE  (Democrat)  was  born  December  5,  1874,  at  Love 
Lake,  Macon  county,  Mo.,  and  grew  to  manhood  on  a  farm  near  the  above-named  place; 
received  his  education  in  the  public  school,  in  the  Kirksville  State  Normal,  and  at  the  Mis- 
souri State  University  at  Columbia,  Mo.;  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  at  the  State  University 
of  Missouri  in  1904,  where  he  graduated  with  the  highest  honors  of  his  class;  was  elected 
judge  of  the  probate  court  of  Macon  county.  Mo.,  in  1906;  served  for  eight  years,  having  been 
elected  by  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  Democratic  ticket  at  each  election,  being 
elected  the  second  term  without  opposition  of  any  party.  His  father,  Andrew  Jackson 
Romjue,  was  born  in  Scotland  county,  Mo.,  in  1840,  and  came  of  Kentucky  parentage.  His 
mother,  Susan  E.  (Roan)  Romjue,  was  born  in  Randolph  county,  Mo.,  her  father  having 
been  a  native  of  Caswell  county,  N.  C,  and  her  mother,  Matilda  Sears,  of  Virginia  stock. 
He  has  served  four  years  as  chairman  of  the  Democratic  central  committee  and  has  been 
frequently  a  delegate  to  state  Democratic  conventions;  was  married  to  Maude  Nickell 
Thompson  July  11,  1900,  and  has  one  son,  Lawson  Rodney  Romjue,  now  12  years  of  age. 
Was  elected  to  the  Sixty-fifth  Congress,  and  re-elected  to  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress  over  his 
Republican  opponent  by  a  majority  of  3,129.  During  the  time  he  was  not  serving  as  judge 
of  the  court  to  which  he  was  elected  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession—the law.  Was  one  of  a  delegation  of  twelve  Congressmen  to  meet  and  welcome 
President  Wilson  at  New  York  on  bis  return  to  the  United  States  from  the  Peace  Conference 
in  Europe  July  8,  1919.

WILLIAM  WALLER  RUCKER,  (Democrat),  of  Keytesville  was  born  February  1, 
1855,  near  Covington,  Va.;  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  moved  with  his  parents  to  West 
Virginia,  in  which  state  he  attended  the  common  schools;  at  the  age  of  18  he  moved  to  Char- 
iton county,  Mo.,  and  for  two  years  engaged  in  teaching  district  schools,  during  which  time 
he  continued  the  study  of  law;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1876;  in  1886  was  elected  prose- 
cuting attorney  of  Chariton  county,  which  office  he  held  for  three  consecutive  terms  and  until 
he  was  nominated  for  circuit  judge  of  the  twelfth  judicial  circuit;  in  1892  was  elected  circuit 
judge  for  a  term  of  six  years,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time  he  was  nominated  for  Con- 
gress; was  elected  to  the  Fifty-sixth,  Fifty-seventh,  Fifty-eighth,  Fifty-ninth,  Sixtieth, 
Sixty-first,  Sixty-second,  Sixty-third,  Sixty-fourth  and  Sixty-fifth  Congresses,  and  re-elected 
to  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress. 

Third  District — Counties:  Caldwell,  Clay,  Clinton,  Daviess,  DeKalb,  Gentry,  Harrison, 
Mercer,  Ray  and  Worth  (10  counties).    Population  (1910),  159,419. 

JOSHUA  WILLIS  ALEXANDER  (Democrat),  of  Gallatin,  Daviess  county,  was 
born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  January  22,  1852.  His  father,  who  was  of  old  American  stock, 
died  when  Mr.  Alexander  was  only  7  years  old.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Cin- 
cinnati for  three  years,  when  he  and  his  mother,  who  was  a  native  of  England,  moved  to 
Canton,  Lewis  county,  Mo.  There  he  finished  the  public  schools  and  entered  Christian 
University,  at  the  same  town  in  1868,  graduating  thereform  in  1872  with  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
In  June,  1907,  the  same  institution  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.  In 
June,  1873,  he  moved  to  Gallatin,  Mo.,  and  has  resided  there  ever  since.  Studied  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1875.  The  next  year  he  was  elected  public  administrator  and 
was  re-elected  in  1880.  Served  21  years  on  the  board  of  education  for  Gallatin  school  district, 
and  two  terms  as  mayor  of  Gallatin.  In  1882  was  elected  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Missouri, 
and  in  1884  was  re-elected  and  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations;  in  1886 
was  again  elected  and  served  as  Speaker  of  the  House.  Was  judge  of  the  Seventh  Judicial 
Circuit  of  Missouri  from  January,  1901,  until  February,  1907;  in  1904  he  had  been  re-elected 
for  a  six-year  term  and  resigned  to  take  his  seat  in  the  Sixtieth  Congress.  He  was  named 
by  President  Wilson  as  House  of  Representatives  member  of  the  United  States  Commission 
to  International  Conference  on  Safety  of  Life  at  Sea,  and  was  chairman  thereof ;  the  inter- 
national conference  was  in  session  in  London,  England,  from  November  12,  1913,  to  January 
20,  1914.

Was  elected  to  the  Sixtieth,  Sixty- 
first,  Sixty-second,  Sixty-third,  Sixty-fourth,  Sixty-fifth  and  Sixty-sixth  Congresses.

CHARLES  F.  BOOHER  (Democrat),  Savannah.  Born  in  East  Groveland,  Livingston 
county,  New  York.  Raised  on  a  farm,  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county  of 
Livingston.  Came  to  Missouri  in  1870,  and  shortly  afterward  settled  at  Savannah,  where 
he  has  ever  since  resided.  Has  been  prosecuting  attorney  of  Andrew  county,  mayor  of 
Savannah,  and  was  presidential  elector  on  the  Democratic  ticket  in  1880.  Elected  to  the 
Fiftieth  Congress  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Hon.  James  N.  Burnes,  deceased,  and  to  the 
Sixtieth,  Sixty-first,  Sixty-second,  Sixty-third,  Sixty-fourth,  Sixty-fifth  and  Sixty-sixth 
Congresses.

WILLIAM  THOMAS  BLAND  (Democrat)  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  was  born  in  Weston, 
Va.  (now  W.  Va.),  January  21,  1861;  graduated  at  the  University  of  West  Virginia  in  1883, 
with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  science,  and  graduated  in  law  at  the  University  of  West  Vir- 
ginia in  1884,  with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  laws;  also  took  special  course  in  law  at  the 
University  of  Virginia;  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  at  Weston,  W.  Va.,  in  1885,  and  re- 
moved to  Atchison,  Kans.,  in  1887;  was  elected  county  attorney  of  Atchison  county,  Kans., 
in  1890;  declined  the  nomination  for  a  second  term,  and  was  elected  mayor  of  that  city  in 
1894;  was  elected  judge  of  the  second  judicial  district  of  the  State  of  Kansas  in  1896;  re-elected 
in  1900,  overcoming  large  Republican  majorities,  and  resigned  from  the  bench  in  1901  to 
engage  in  the  wholesale  drug  business  as  vice-president  and  later  (in  February,  1911)  as 
president  of  the  McPike  Drug  Co.;  the  business  was  removed  to  Kansas  City  in  1904;  was 
elected  president  of  the  Manufacturers'  and  Merchants'  Association  of  Kansas  City  in  1907; 
was  elected  president  of  the  commercial  club  (now  the  chamber  of  commerce)  in  1909,  and 
unanimously  re-elected  for  a  second  term  but  declined  to  serve ;  has  been  chairman  of  the 
river  and  harbor  improvement  committee  of  Kansas  City  from  1910  until  1918;  is  a  director 
of  the  National  Rivers  and  Harbors  Congress,  and  a  vice-president  of  the  Mississippi  Valley 
Waterways  Association;  was  elected  one  of  the  six  members  of  the  board  of  education  of 
Kansas  City  in  1912,  and  served  as  vice-president  and  president  of  said  board,  declining  a 
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renomination ;  retired  from  business  in  1917,  and  since  the  commencement  of  the  war  was 
actively  engaged  in  war  activities,  being  chairman  of  the  first  liberty  bond  campaign,  chair- 
man of  the  first  Red  Cross  Christmas  membership  campaign  for  the  State  of  Kansas  and 
that  part  of  the  State  of  Missouri  comprising  the  Tenth  Federal  reserve  district,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  executive  committee  and  actively  engaged  in  subsequent  liberty  bond  cam- 
paigns, as  well  as  other  war  activities;  is  a  director  of  the  following:  Commerce  Trust  Co. 
of  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Business  Men's  Accident  Association  of  America,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 
and  Morris  Plan  Bank,  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  married  Miss  Bertha  H.  McPike  in  1891;  has  one 
child,  William  T.  Bland,  Jr.,  who  was  an  aviator  in  the  army  and  is  now  a  lieutenant  in  the 
reserve;  was  elected  to  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress  from  the  Fifth  Missouri  district,  receiving  a 
majority  of  13,011;  carrying  all  the  16  wards  in  Kansas  City  with  one  exceotion  and  losing 
it  by  only  74  votes  as  against  a  normal  Republican  majority  in  that  ward  of  approximately 
500,  and  carried  every  township  in  the  district  outside  of  Kansas  City.

College,  Virginia,  in  June,  1869;  taught  school  thereafter  in  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  Missouri; 
located  at  Clinton,  Mo.,  in  September,  1872;  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1875;  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Henry  county,  Mo.,  in  1876,  and  served  three  terms 
of  two  years  each;  was  Democratic  presidential  elector  in  1896;  was  elected  to  the  Missouri 
House  of  Representatives  in  1900  and  served  one  term  of  two  years;  was  elected  to  the  State 
Senate  of  Missouri  in  1902,  and  served  one  term  of  four  years.  In  1907  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  board  of  regents  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Warrensburg,  Mo.,  for  a 
term  of  six  years;  was  elected  to  Congress  from  the  Sixth  congressional  district  of  Missouri 
at  the  special  election  on  February  1,  1910,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  David  A.  DeArmond, 
deceased,  and  took  his  seat  February  7,  1910.  Was  elected  to  the  Sixty-second,  Sixty-third, 
Sixty-fourth  and  Sixty-fifth  Congresses,  and  re-elected  to  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress.

SAMUEL  C.  MAJOR  (Democrat),  Representative  from  the  Seventh  congressional 
district  of  Missouri,  was  born  in  Fayette,  Howard  county,  Mo.,  July  2,  1869;  he  received 
his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  Central  College  at  Fayette,  and  at  the  St.  James 
Military  Academy  of  Macon,  Mo.;  married  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Simpson  of  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
on  December  17,  1895;  admitted  to  the  bar  in  July,  1890,  and  was  appointed  prosecuting 
attorney  of  Howard  county  by  Gov.  David  R.  Francis  in  1892,  and  afterwards  twice  elected 
to  this  office;  elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  1906,  and  in  the  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly 
was  a  member  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  chairman  of  the  committee  on  insurance; 
in  the  Forty-fifth  General  Assembly  was  a  member  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Criminal  Jurisprudence;  is  a  resident  of  Fayette,  Howard  county, 
Mo.,  as  was  his  father,  Samuel  C.  Major,  and  his  grandfather,  Samuel  C.  Major;  at  the  last 
general  election  Samuel  C.  Major,  Democrat,  received  20,300  votes;  James  D.  Salts,  Re- 
publican, received  20,222  votes;  and  Jonathan  Allison,  Socialist,  received  281  votes.

WILLIAM  L.  NELSON  (Democrat)  of  Columbia,  was  born  August  4,  1875,  on  a 
farm  near  Bunceton,  Cooper  county,  of  which  county  his  parents,  T.  Alpheus  and  Sarah  A. 
(Tucker)  Nelson,  are  natives,  having  descended  from  Virginia  and  Kentucky  families;  after 
completing  a  course  in  the  country  school,  he  continued  his  education  in  Hooper  Institute, 
William  Jewell  College,  and  the  Missouri  College  of  Agriculture;  he  also  taught  for  five  years; 
before  becoming  of  age  he  became  associated  with  L.  O.  Nelson,  oldest  of  the  six  brothers, 
in  the  ownership  of  a  weekly  newspaper,  the  Bunceton  Weekly  Eagle,  which  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century  has  continued  as  an  exponent  of  the  live  stock  and  farming  interests  of  central 
Missouri;  represented  Cooper  county  in  the  Forty-first  and  Forty-fourth  Missouri  General 
Assemblies,  being  the  author  of  various  agricultural  measures;  in  1908  removed  to  Columbia 
to  become  assistant  secretary  of  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  which  position  he 
held  for  10  years;  was  married  June  9,  1909,  to  Stella  Boschert,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  J.  Boschert  of  Bunceton,  and  has  one  son,  Will  L.  Nelson,  Jr. ;  owns  and  operates  a  farm; 
was  elected  to  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress  November  5,  1918,  by  the  following  vote:  William 
L.  Nelson,  Democrat,  13,326;  North  Todd  Gentry,  Republican,  13,133;  Nelson's  majority 
being  193. 

Ninth  District — Counties:  Audrain,  Callaway,  Franklin,  Gasconade,  Lincoln,  Mont- 
gomery, Pike,  Ralls,  St.  Charles  and  Warren  (10  counties).    Population  (1910),  190,688. 

CHAMP  CLARK  (Democrat)  of  Bowling  Green  was  born  March  7,  1850,  in  Anderson 
county,  Ky.;  educated  in  common  schools,  Kentucky  University,  Bethany  College  and 
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Cincinnati  Law  School;  1873-74  president  of  Marshall  College,  West  Virginia,  the  youngest 
college  president  in  America;  a  hired  farm  hand,  clerk  in  a  country  store,  edited  a  country 
newspaper,  practiced  law;  moved  to  Missouri  in  1875;  city  attorney  of  Louisiana  and  Bow- 
ling Green;  deputy  prosecuting  attorney,  presidential  elector,  prosecuting  attorney;  vice- 
president  of  Denver  Trans-Mississippi  Congress;  member  Missouri  Legislature  1889-90; 
author  of  Missouri's  antitrust  statute  and  the  Missouri  Australian  ballot  law;  permanent 
chairman  of  the  Democratic  national  convention,  St.  Louis,  1904;  chairman  committee 
notifying  Judge  Parker  of  his  nomination;  married  Miss  Genevieve  Bennett;  four  children 
— Little  Champ,  Ann  Hamilton,  Bennett  (now  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  one  hundred  and 
fortieth  infantry),  and  Genevieve  (now  Mrs.  James  M.  Thomson  of  New  Orleans),  the  two 
latter  still  living;  elected  to  the  Fifty-third  Congress,  also  the  Fifty-fifth  to  the  Sixty-sixth, 
inclusive;  the  unanimous  nominee  of  the  Democrats  for  the  Speakership  of  the  Sixty-first, 
Sixty-second,  Sixty- third,  Sixty-fourth  and  Sixty-fifth  Congresses;  elected  Speaker  in  the 
Sixty-second,  Sixty-third,  Sixty-fourth,  and  Sixty-fifth  Congresses;  led  in  the  Baltimore 
Democratic  national  convention  of  1912  for  the  presidential  nomination  on  29  ballots,  re- 
ceiving a  clear  majority  on  9  ballots.  In  November,  1918,  Mr.  Clark  was  elected  to  the  Sixty- 
sixth  Congress.  In  May,  1919,  in  the  caucus  of  the  Democrats  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, he  was  by  acclamation  nominated  as  his  party's  candidate  for  Speaker  and  ex- 
officio  floor  leader  of  the  party.

CLEVELAND  NEWTON  (Republican)  of  St.  Louis  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Wright 
county,  Mo.,  September  3,  1873;  received  academic  education  in  Drury  College,  Springfield, 
Mo.;  took  law  course  in  Missouri  State  University;  became  a  member  of  the  Sigma  Chi 
fraternity;  graduated  in  law  on  June  7,  1902;  elected  representative  from  Wright  county 
to  Missouri  Legislature  in  1902;  re-elected  in  1904;  served  as  chairman  of  Committee  on  Ju- 
diciary in  Missouri  Legislature  in  1905;  resigned  from  Missouri  Legislature  July  1,  1905, 
and  became  assistant  United  States  attorney  for  the  western  district  of  Missouri;  resigned 
as  assistant  United  States  attorney  January  1,  1907,  and  became  assistant  circuit  attorney 
in  St.  Louis;  resigned  as  assistant  circuit  attorney  on  January  1,  1911,  and  became  special 
assistant  to  the  Attorney- General  of  the  United  States  at  Washington;  resigned  as  special 
assistant  to  the  Attorney- General  July  1,  1912,  and  entered  practice  of  law  in  St.  Louis; 
married;  elected  to  Congress  from  the  Tenth  Missouri  district  November  5,  1918,  the  vote

Victor  Hugh,  Bess  C.  and  Sidney  D.;  father  died  when  an  infant,  making  it  only  possible 
for  him  to  attend  public  schools  in  St.  Louis  county;  was  elected  recorder  of  deeds  of  St. 
Louis  county  in  1894  and  re-elected  in  1898,  holding  said  office  for  eight  years;  elected  chair- 
man of  the  Republican  County  Committee  in  1902  and  re-elected  in  1904;  elected  member 
of  the  Republican  State  Committee  in  1918.  An  active  worker  in  the  improvement  of 
schools  and  other  improvements  that  the  public  might  benefit  by.  At  present  he  is  engaged 
in  the  newspaper  business,  being  the  publisher  of  the  Watchman-Advocate,  a  Republican 
weekly  paper  in  St.  Louis  county.  Elected  in  November,  1918,  to  fill  out  the  unexpired 
term  of  Jacob  Meeker  in  the  Sixty-fifth  Congress.

WILLIAM  L.  IGOE  (Democrat)  St.  Louis,  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  October  19,  1879. 
He  is  the  son  of  Michael  J.  and  Margaret  Heffernan,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Ireland. 
He  was  educated  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools  of  St.  Louis,  and  in  1902  graduated  from 
the  law  department  of  Washington  University,  receiving  degree  of  LL.  B.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  law  firm  of  Igoe  &  Carroll.  Was  a  member  of  the  St.  Louis  House  of  Delegates, 
1909-1913,  resigning  in  March,  1913,  when  he  took  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the  Sixty-third 
Congress.  Was  re-elected  to  the  Sixty-fourth,  Sixty-fifth  and  Sixty-sixth  Congresses,  the 
last  time  without  opposition  from  the  Republican  party,  his  only  opponent  being  a  Socialist.

MARION  EDWARD  RHODES  (Republican)  of  Potosi  was  born  January  4,  1868, 
at  Glen  Allen,  Bollinger  county,  Mo.;  educated  in  the  public  schools,  Mayfleld  Smith 
Academy,  Cape  Girardeau  State  Normal,  Missouri  State  University  and  Stanberry  College; 
taught  school,  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1896;  located  at  Potosi  and  has 
since  resided  there,  where  he  has  practiced  his  chosen  profession;  was  elected  prosecuting 
attorney  of  Washington  county  in  1900,  and  re-elected  in  1902;  served  one  term  as  city 
attorney  of  the  city  of  Potosi,  one  term  as  mayor,  one  term  as  a  member  of  the  lower  house 
of  the  Missouri  State  Legislature,  and  one  term  as  a  member  of  the  Missouri  State  Board  of 
Law  Examiners;  married  Miss  Annie  P.  Davidson  of  Potosi;  has  one  son,  Marion  Benjamin, 
20  years  of  age;  was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  national  convention  at  Chicago  in  1908; 
elected  to  the  Fifty-ninth  Congress  and  to  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress  November  5,  1918, 
receiving  14,776  votes  to  13,773  for  Arthur  T.  Brewster,  Democrat.

D.  HAYS  (Republican)  of  Cape  Girardeau  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Oak  Ridge 
in  Cape  Girardeau  county,  Mo.,  on  April  28,  1872;  his  parents  were  John  W.  Hays  and  Mary 
J.  Hays,  who  came  to  Missouri  from  Pennsylvania  in  1866;  he  graduated  from  the  Oak 
Ridge  high  school  in  1889  and  from  the  State  Normal  School  at  Cape  Girardeau  in  1893; 
he  taught  school  for  four  years,  his  last  service  in  the  school  room  being  as  principal  of  the 
New  Madrid  High  School  in  1895;  in  January,  1896,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Jackson, 
Mo.,  and  has  practiced  law  in  Cape  Girardeau  county  since  that  date,  the  first  17  years  at 
Jackson  and  the  last  4  years  at  Cape  Girardeau;  elected  mayor  of  Jackson  two  terms,  from 
1903  to  1907;  elected  probate  judge  of  Cape  Girardeau  county  three  terms,  serving  from

ISAAC  V.  McPHERSON  (Republican)  of  Aurora,  Mo.,  was  born  near  Rome,  Douglas 
county,  Mo.,  March  8,  1868;  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  at  Marion ville  College  at 
Marionville,  Mo.;  admitted  to  the  bar  1891,  and  has  since  practiced  law  at  Aurora,  Mo.; 
1891  married  Miss  Bessie  Barnette  of  Mount  Vernon,  Mo.;  member  Forty-second  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri  from  Lawrence  county,  1903-4;  prosecuting  attorney 
Lawrence  County,  Mo.,  1901-2;  was  elected  to  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress,  receiving  19,333 
votes  to  17,815  cast  for  Perl  D.  Decker,  Democrat,  and  557  for  Mr.  Landis,  Socialist. 

Sixteenth  District — Counties:  Crawford,  Dallas,  Dent,  Laclede,  Maries,  Phelps,  Pulaski, 
Shannon,  Texas,  Webster  and  Wright  (11  counties).   Population  (1910),  163,280. 

THOMAS  LEWIS  RUBEY  (Democrat)  of  Lebanon,  Laclede  cotmty,  Mo.,  was  born 
at  Lebanon,  Mo.;  spent  his  early  life  on  the  farm,  going  to  the  district  school  and  later  to  a 
near-by  town  school;  graduated  from  the  University  of  Missouri;  was  for  five  years  superin- 
tendent of  schools  at  Lebanon,  Mo.,  and  for  a  number  of  years  taught  in  the  Missouri  School 
of  Mines,  a  department  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  located  at  Rolla,  Mo.;  served  in  both 
branches  of  the  General  Assembly  of  his  state,  and  while  in  the  State  Senate  was  President 
pro  tempore  of  that  body;  was  lieutenant  governor  of  Missouri  from  1903  to  1905;  married 
Miss  Fannie  J.  Horner  of  Columbia,  Mo.;  was  elected  to  the  Sixty-second,  Sixty-third,  Sixty- 
fourth  and  Sixty-fifth  Congresses  and  re-elected  to  the  Sixty- sixth  Congress.

PETER  ANDERSON  (Republican),  Senator  from  the  Thirty-fourth  district,  was  born

Here- 
sides  at  Monroe  City,  where  he  practices  law.  He  was  first  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1912, 
then  re-elected  in  1916,  representing  the  same  district  that  his  father,  W.  Shields  McClintic, 
represented  from  1893  to  1901.  In  1918  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Joint  Revision 
Committee  of  six  by  Governor  Gardner  to  revise,  compile,  annotate  and  index  Statutes 
for  1919.  He  was  elected  by  and  served  as  chairman  of  this  committee.  In  the  Fiftieth

B.  degree  at  the  Missouri  University  law  department 
in  1901.  He  is  a  lawyer  and  law  author.  Was  married  October  9,  1906,  at  Sedalia,  to  Miss 
Lenore  Cutter.  He  served  as  city  attorney  and  city  counselor  for  Sedalia  from  1906-1907. 
In  1916  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  Demo- 
cratic floor  leader.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Wills  and  Probate  Law,  and  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Judiciary;  Criminal  Jurisprudence;  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation, Life  and  Accident  Insurance;  Labor,  Commerce  and  Manufactories;  Fish  and  Game 
Laws;  Engrossed  Bills,  and  Accounts.

He  is  a 
lawyer,  having  been  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Dunklin  county  in  1899,  and  practices  at  Hayti, 
where  he  resides.  He  represented  Pemiscot  county  in  the  General  Assembly  in  1914,  and 
was  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1916.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Statute  Revision  Committee, 
having  been  appointed  by  Governor  Gardner  in  1918.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly 
he  served  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  and  Internal  Improvements,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Statute  Revision;  Printing  and  Joint  Printing;  Wills 
and  Probate  Law;  Township  Organization,  County  Boundaries,  Swamp  Lands,  Ditches 
and  Drains;  Judiciary  and  Eleemosynary  Institutions  and  Public  Health.

elected  to  the  State  Senate.  He  introduced  and  worked  for  a  measure  providing  for  record- 
ing of  notes  and  mortgages  for  purposes  of  taxation,  recording  the  transfers  of  such  papers, 
and  making  possible  the  tracing  of  ownership  of  any  evidence  of  indebtedness  at  any  time 
for  purposes  of  taxation.

He  was  elected  to  the 
Senate  in  1918,  and  in  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees 
on  Judiciary;  Ways  and  Means;  Statute  Revision;  Wills  and  Probate  Law;  University, 
Normal  Schools,  Agricultural  College  and  School  of  Mines,  and  Rules  and  Joint  Rules.

R.  A.  BARRY  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Mississippi  county,  was  born  in  Mis- 
sissippi county,  August  7,  1860.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools.  He  married  Miss 
Laura  A.  Allen,  January  20,  1903.  He  is  a  farmer,  and  resides  at  Charleston,  Mo.  He  was 
elected  to  the  House  in  1916,  re-elected  in  1918,  and  in  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Eleemosynary  Institutions;  Swamp  Lands,  Drainage 
and  Levees,  and  Federal  Relations. 

CHARLES  U.  BECKER  (Republican),  Representative  from  Polk  county,  was  born

He  is  a 
retired  farmer,  unmarried  and  resides  at  Mineola.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Normal  Schools;  Justices  of  the  Peace;  Railroads  and 
Internal  Improvements,  and  Banks  and  Banking. 

WILLIAM  HENRY  BOOTH  (Republican),  Representative  from  Dallas  county,  was 
born  in  Bond  county,  111.,  September  15,  1849,  and  six  years  later  came  to  Dallas  county, 
where  he  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Buffalo.  He  was  married  October  31,  1871, 
to  Mary  E.  Moran  of  Salem,  Mo.    He  was  a  member  of  Company  C,  46th  Missouri  Volun- 
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teer  Infantry  (Federal).  In  1892  he  was  elected  sheriff  of  Dallas  county,  and  was  re-elected 
in  1894.  Was  a  member  of  the  House  in  the  Fortieth  and  Forty-second  General  Assemblies, 
was  a  member  of  the  Senate  during  the  Forty-fifth  and  Forty-sixth  General  Assemblies, 
representing  the  Nineteenth  district,  and  was  elected  to  the  House  again  for  the  Fiftieth 
General  Assembly,  He  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  member  who  has  served  in  three 
revision  sessions  of  the  Legislature.

18,  1858,  in  Audrain  county,  Mo.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Missouri.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Crete  Rose,  May  19,  1903,  at  Vandalia,  Mo. 
He  is  a  lawyer  and  resides  at  Mexico.  He  served  sixteen  years  as  judge  of  the  probate  court 
of  Audrain  county,  from  1903  to  1919.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Committees  on  Wills  and  Probate  Laws,  and  Enrolled  Bills. 

A.  M.  BRTNKMAN  (Republican),  Representative  from  the  Second  district  of  St. 
Louis  city,  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  October  21,  1890.  He  received  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  and  at  Washington  University  of  his  native  city.  He  was  married  January

He  resides 
at  Centerville.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-seventh  General  Assembly  and  was  elected 
to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  in  1918.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Mines 
and  Mining,  and  Printing. 

J.  D.  BROOKSHIRE  (Democrat),  "Representative  from  Newton  county,  was  born 
March  11,  1870,  in  the  county  he  now  represents.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  county,  and  at  the  Carthage  Business  College,  Carthage,  Mo.  He  was  mar- 
ried in  Jasper  county  to  Lois  Whitwell,  July  7,  1901.  He  is  a  banker  and  merchant,  and  re- 
sides at  Diamond.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Private  Corporations,  and  Public  Schools  and  Textbooks. 

THOMAS  A.  BROWN  (Republican),  Representative  from  Harrison  county,  was  born 
in  Grundy  county,  Mo.,  March  18,  1876.  He  was  educated  in  the  rural  schools  and  at 
Kirksville  Normal.  He  was  married  June  20,  1906,  to  Dora  M.  Brown  in  Grundy  county. 
He  is  a  teacher,  and  resides  at  Melbourne,  where  he  is  a  deacon  in  the  Baptist  church,  and 
a  leader  in  church  work  in  the  community.

He  has  always  been  a  strong  Jeffersonian  Democrat,  and  has  never 
held  public  office  before  being  elected  to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly,  where  he  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Railroads  and  Internal  Improvements;  Labor,  and  Federal 
Relations. 
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JOHN  WILLIAM  CAMPBELL  (Republican),  Representative  from  Cedar  county, 
was  born  March  17,  1873,  at  Cross  Timbers,  Hickory  county,  Mo.  He  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools,  at  Gem  City  Business  College  and  at  Cumberland  University  in  Ten- 
nessee. He  was  married  at  Stockton,  Mo.,  in  1900,  to  Miss  May  Stinson,  and  has  one  son, 
Courtland  D.  He  is  a  farmer,  stockman  and  lawyer,  and  resides  at  Stockton.  He  was 
prosecuting  attorney  of  Cedar  county  for  one  term,  represented  Hickory  county  in  the  Forty- 
second  General  Assembly  and  represented  Cedar  county  in  the  Forty-ninth  and  Fiftieth 
General.

He  resides  at  Broadway,  where 
he  is  a  farmer  and  auctioneer.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  House  for  the  last  four  terms. 
In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Penitentiary  and 
Reform  Schools;  Enrolled  Bills,  and  Life,  Accident  and  Fraternal  Insurance. 

WILLIAM  E.  CAULFIELD  (Republican),  Representative  from  the  Sixth  district  of 
St.  Louis  city,  was  born  June  28,  1871.

He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  and  in  the  Fiftieth  served  as  majority  floor  leader.  He  was  also  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary  and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Criminal  Jurisprudence;  Uni- 
versity and  School  of  Mines,  and  Commerce  and  Manufactories.

He  held  all 
town  offices  of  Anita,  Iowa,  and  moved  from  there  to  Missouri  in  1904.  He  has  been  mayor 
of  Milo,  where  he  resides,  for  the  past  ten  years  and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity.  He 
is  a  retired  merchant.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Eleemosynary  Institutions;  Printing,  and  Township  Organization. 

CASPER  M.  EDWARDS  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Dunklin  county,  was  born 
May  19,  1870,  at  Farmington,  Mo.  He  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Southeast  Missouri. 
He  was  married  in  1892  to  Miss  Mary  B.  Roberts  of  Nashville,  Tenn.    He  was  formerly  a

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E.  H.  FOSTER  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Dent  county,  was  born  in 
Logan  county,  Ky.,  December  11,.

He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  Tampico,  111.,  and  at  Cornell  College,  Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa;  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Chicago  Law  School,  class  of  1899,  receiving  special  honorable  mention  from  the  faculty, 
and  ranking  third  in  class  standing  out  of  a  class  of  eighty-eight;  also  receiving  the  degree 
of  LL.  B.  Was  married  June  19,  1895,  to  Miss  Ethel  Warren  at  DeWitt,  Iowa,  to  which 
union  eight  children  were  born,  six  of  whom  are  living.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Iowa 
in  1899,  and  also  admitted  to  practice  law  in  Missouri.  Mr.  Hackett  served  as  city  clerk 
of  Sedalia  for  two  years.  He  is  an  energetic,  active  worker  for  his  party  and  was  elected  to  the 
Legislature  after  a  three  days'  campaign.

In 
the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  University  and 
School  of  Mines,  and  Penitentiary  and  Reform  Schools.

In  the  Fiftieth  General 
Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Municipal  Corporations;  University  and 
School  of  Mines,  and  Civil  and  Criminal  Procedure. 

WILLIAM  JOB  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Nodaway  county,  was  born  at  Fill- 
more, Ind.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  the  business  college  at  Maryville, 
Mo.  He  moved  to  Missouri  with  his  parents  in  1866  and  was  elected  assessor  when  21  years 
of  age,  being  re-elected  the  following  term.  He  was  one  of  six  farmers  who  organized  the 
Farmers  Mutual  Telephone  Company,  which  is  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  state.  He  was 
married  December  24,  1884,  to  Miss  Clara  Bishop  at  Maryville.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Committees  on  Roads  and  Highways;  Agriculture;  Normal  Schools,  and  Clerical 
Force.  He  was  one  of  the  authors  of  the  Morgan-Job  road  law,  which  passed  both  branches 
of  the  Legislature  almost  unanimously,  and  this  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important  ac- 
complishments he  has  achieved  while  a  member  of  the  Legislature. 

FRANK  JONES  (Republican),  Representative  from  Gentry  county,  was  born  in  the 
county  he  now  represents  December  8,  1856.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Al- 
bany, Mo.  He  was  married  April  3,  1884,  at  Stanberry,  Mo.,  where  he  now  resides,  to  Miss 
Clara  Chamberlin.  He  has  two  sons,  both  of  whom  served  with  the  A.  E.  F.  He  is  a  re- 
tired banker.  He  represented  Gentry  county  in  1916,  and  was  re-elected  in  1918.  In  the 
Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  and  a 
member  of  the  Committees  on  Roads  and  Highways,  and  Joint  Rules. 


McLAIN  JONES  (Republican),  Representative  from  the  First  district  of 
Greene  county,  was  born  near  Decatur,  Macon  county,  111.,  in  1859.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Drury  College,  Springfield,  Mo.  He  was 
married  in  Springfield  in  1885.  He  was  a  lawyer  and  real  estate  man  in  Spring- 
field, where  he  resided.  He  was  United  States  clerk  of  the  Southern  division, 
Western  district  of  Missouri,  and  United  States  district  attorney  during  the  Har- 
rison administration.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly  and 
the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  and  Internal 
Improvements,  and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Civil  and  Criminal  Procedure; 
Elections  and  Redistricting;  Federal  Relations;  Retrenchment;  Rules,  and  Wills 
and  Probate  Laws.    He  died  January  23,  1919. 


ELMER  O.  JONES  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Macon  county,  was  born  at 
New  Boston,  Mo.,  October  19,  1881.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools,  at  Kirksville 
State  Normal,  at  the  University  of  Missouri  and  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  He  is  a 
lawyer  and  resides  at  LaPlata.  He  was  married  September  28,  1900,  to  Miss  Anna  Nagel 
at  New  Boston.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees 
on  State  Libraries,  and  Judiciary. 

C.  H.  JONES  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Wayne  county,  was  born  in  Texas 
county,  Missouri,  July  9,  1874.  When  quite  young  his  parents  returned  to  Iron  county, 
Missouri,  and  settled  on  a  farm,  where  he  remained  until  he  began  attending  public  school. 
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He  was  then  educated  at  Concordia  College,  after  which  time  he  taught  school  for  a  time, 
soon  after  entering  the  American  Medical  College,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1898.  He 
resides  at  Brunot,  where  he  practices  his  profession,  also  operating  and  maintaining  consid- 
erable farming  interests  as  well  as  being  engaged  in  live  stock  raising.  He  was  married 
September  1,  1901,  to  Miss  Sarah  Brewington.  He  never  held  public  office  before  being 
elected  to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Roads 
and  Highways;  Public  Health  and  Scientific  Institutions,  and  Swamp  Lands,  Drainage  and 
Levees. 

G.  L.  JOYCE  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Linn  county,  was  born  in  the  county 
he  now  represents  in  1872.  He  was  educated  at  the  Kirksville  Normal  School  and  at  Gem 
City  Business  College.  He  was  married  in  1907  at  Marceline,  Mo.,  to  Miss  Blanche  Pancost. 
He  is  a  lawyer,  and  resides  at  Bucklin,  where  he  is  mayor  and  president  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation. In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Local 
Bills;  Permanent  Seat  of  Government,  and  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

LEO  D.  KARL  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Ste.  Genevieve  county,  was  born  at 
New  Offenburg,  Mo.,  April  18,  1872.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
city.  Was  married  November  10,  1902,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Brischle,  and  has  three  children, 
Teresa  M.,  Elsa  M.  and  Clarence  L.  He  is  a  wagon  maker,  and  resides  at  Ste.  Genevieve. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Game  and  Fish;  Labor,  and  Wills  and  Probate 
Laws. 

FRED  H.  KASMANN  (Republican),  Representative  from  Franklin  county,  was  born 
March  13,  1881,  at  Etlah,  Mo.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
city,  at  Central  Wesleyan  College,  Warrenton,  Mo.,  and  Missouri  State  University,  where 
he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  He  is  unmarried,  and  practices  his  profession,  law,  at  New 
Haven.  He  represented  Franklin  county  in  the  Forty-eighth  and  Forty-ninth  General 
Assemblies,  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Wills  and  Probate  Laws,  and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Criminal  Jurisprudence,  and 
Civil  and  Criminal  Procedure. 

D.  M.  KEENAN  (Democrat),  Representative  from  the  Sixth  district  of  Jackson  county, 
was  born  at  Mt.  Leonard,  Mo.,  April  16,  1878.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and 
at  the  University  of  Missouri.  He  was  married  January  2,  1915,  to  Rozelle  M.  Nash  of  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  and  has  one  child.  He  is  a  dealer  in  automobile  tires  and  accessories,  and  resides 
at  3234  East  Eighth  street,  Kansas  City.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Legislature  for  the 
last  three  sessions,  and  in  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Education  and  Public  Schools,  and  Eleemosynary  Institutions. 

JOHN  H.  KEITH  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Iron  county,  was  born  November 
19,  1875,  in  White  county,  111.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  county 
and  those  in  Ripley  county,  Mo.  Was  married  May  24,  1896,  in  Ripley  county  to  Miss  Lela 
Lee  Leslie  of  Oregon  county,  Mo.,  and  has  three  children,  two  sons  and  a  daughter,  the  elder 
son  volunteering  for  service  in  the  United  States  Navy  just  after  having  become  eighteen, 
and  now  stationed  in  the  Canal  Zone.  He  served  as  judge  of  the  probate  court  of  Reynolds 
county  for  four  years,  from  1906-1910,  during  which  time  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He 
has  been  practicing  law  ever  since,  although  prior  to  that  time  he  was  engaged  in  teaching. 
He  resides  at  Ironton.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Joint  Rules;  Private  Cor- 
porations; Criminal  Costs,  and  Wills  and  Probate  Laws,  as  well  as  a  member  of  a  special 
committee  to  draft  a  bill  regulating  the  clerical  force  of  the  House,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Democratic  steering  committee. 

DAVID  EDWIN  KILLAM  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Lincoln  county,  was 
born  November  16,  1882;  at  Winfleld,  Mo.  Was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
city;  at  Buchanan  College,  Troy,  Mo.;  William  Jewell  College,  Liberty,  Mo.,  and  at  the 
University  of  Missouri.  Was  married  June  9,  1909,  at  Troy,  Mo.,  to  Clara  M.  Avery,  daugh- 
ter of  ex-Senator  O.  H.  Avery  of  Troy.  He  has  served  as  mayor  and  attorney  of  Troy,  as 
prosecuting  attorney  of  Lincoln  county,  as  chairman  of  the  Lincoln  County  Democratic 
Central  Committee,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Democratic  Congressional  Committee,  Ninth 
congressional  district.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Criminal  Jurisprudence;  Constitutional  Amendments,  and  State  Libraries. 

ISOM  P.  LANGLEY  (Republican),  Representative  from  Laclede  county,  was  born 
in  Clark  county,  Ark.,  September  2,  1851.  He  was  educated  in  private  schools  in  his  native 
county.  Was  married  August  20,  1870,  in  Clark  county,  Ark.,  to  Miss  M.  A.  Freeman, 
who  died  in  1900.  In  1901  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Arther  at  Indianapolis,  Ind. 
He  is  a  farmer,  preacher,  editor  and  lawyer,  being  especially  interested  in  garden  farming 
and  poultry  raising.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  since  a  boy,  and  a  preacher 
for  fifty  years.  He  has  always  voted  and  worked  against  the  liquor  business,  state  and  na- 
tional. He  also  practiced  law  in  his  native  state  for  fifteen  years.  His  first  vote  was  for  U. 
S.  Grant  for  President  in  1872.    He  was  a  candidate  for  Congressman  from  the  Second 
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district  of  Arkansas  in  1890  on  the  Republican  and  Union  Labor  ticket,  against  C.  R.  Breck- 
inridge.  He  resides  at  Lebanon.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Health  and  Scientific  Institutions,  and  a  member  of  the  Committees 
on  Elections  and  Redistricting ;  Agriculture;  Immigration,  and  Military  Affairs. 

WILLIAM  R.  LAY  (Republican),  Representative  from  Crawford  county,  was  born 
at  Steelville,  Mo.,  February  22,  1882.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Steelville 
and  the  Steelville  Normal  and  Business  College,  and  at  the  Springfield  Normal  School. 
He  was  married  September  17,  1906,  to  Miss  Elfreda  Scott  of  Steelville,  Mo.  He  was  elected 
prosecuting  attorney  of  Crawford  county  in  1910  and  served  two  years,  was  re-elected  in  1912 
for  another  term;  was  defeated  in  1914  for  a  third  term,  but  was  again  elected  in  1916.  He 
is  a  lawyer  and  abstracter  of  land  titles  and  examiner  of  land  titles,  and  resides  at  Steelville. 
In  1918  he  was  elected  to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly,  where  he  was  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitutional  Amendments,  and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Wills  and  Pro- 
bate Laws;  Official  Salaries  and  Fees;  Elections  and  Redistricting;  Joint  Rules;  Ways  and 
Means,  and  Civil  and  Criminal  Procedure. 

JOHN  HENRY  LEHR  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Carter  county,  was  born 
in  Randolph  county,  Ark.,  September  4,  1862.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
Ripley  and  Carter  county.  Was  married  April  2,  1889,  at  Tullahoma,  Tenn.,  to  Miss  So- 
phronia  A.  Leach  of  Carter  county,  Mo.  He  resides  at  Ellsinore,  R  F.  D.  No.  1,  where  he 
is  engaged  in  farming  and  stock  raising.  Although  he  has  never  held  public  office  before 
being  elected  to  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  he  has  always  been  active  in  the  political 
affairs  of  his  county  and  state.  His  brother,  A.  S.  Lehr,  was  a  member  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  and  Forty-first  General  Assemblies,  and  his  uncle,  Colonel  Henry  Harden,  was  the 
first  member  of  the  Legislature  from  Carter  county  in  1861,  just  after  Carter  county  had 
been  separated  from  Ripley.  Col.  Harden  served  in  the  lower  House  again  in  1881.  In 
the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  Mr.  Lehr  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Agriculture; 
Game  and  Fish,  and  Retrenchment. 

MILLARD  F.  McCRAY  (Republican),  Representative  from  Caldwell  county,  was 
born  in  the  county  he  now  represents  January  8,  1851.  He  was  educated  in  his  native 
county.  He  was  married  September  18,  1873,  to  Miss  Sarah  Bliss  in  Caldwell  county, 
Mo.  He  is  a  farmer  and  stockman,  and  resides  at  Cowgill.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Township  Organization,  and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Private  Cor- 
porations, and  Public  Schools  and  Textbooks. 

J.  V.  McKAY  (Republican),  Representative  from  Knox  county,  was  born  in  the  county 
he  now  represents  April  13,  1870.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that  county 
and  at  the  Kirksville  Normal.  He  was  married  at  Bethel,  Mo.,  to  Miss  Evelena  Hewitt 
August  31,  1910.  He  is  a  farmer,  and  is  also  secretary  of  the  Farmers  Mutual  Insurance 
Association.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Education  and  Public  Schools;  Roads  and  Highways;  Agriculture;  Elections  and  Redistrict- 
ing; Fish  and  Game,  and  Fire,  Marine  and  Tornado  Insurance. 

J.  S.  McMILLAN  (Republican),  Representative  from  the  Second  district  of  Greene 
county,  was  born  in  Greene  county,  Tenn.,  January  19,  1867.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools.  He  has  lived  in  Greene  county,  Mo.,  since  1883.  He  is  a  member  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  and  has  always  been  a  temperance  worker.  He  is  a  contractor  and  builder,  presi- 
dent of  the  Republic  Concrete  Construction  Company,  and  resides  at  Republic.  He  is 
unmarried.  Before  being  elected  to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  had  never  held  public 
office.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Ways  and  Means;  Public  Health 
and  Scientific  Institutions;  Normal  Schools,  and  Engrossed  Bills. 

WESLEY  M.  McMURRAY  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Scotland  county,  was 
born  at  Colony,  Knox  county,  Mo.,  September  25,  1870.  Was  educated  in  the  public  schools, 
at  Western  College  and  at  Missouri  University.  He  was  married  at  Wyaconda,  Mo.,  to  Miss 
Gertie  Smith  February  6,  1896.  He  is  a  farmer  and  stockman,  and  resides  at  Rutledge. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-fourth,  Forty-sixth  and  Fiftieth  General  Assemblies,  and 
in  the  last  named  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Elections  and  Redistricting;  Banks 
and  Banking,  and  Retrenchment. 

WILLIAM  J.  McPHERSON  (Republican),  Representative  from  the  Fifth  district 
of  St.  Louis  city,  was  born  at  Marian,  Grant  county,  Ind.,  December  6,  1861.  Was  educated 
at  Lawrence,  Kan.,  and  at  Howard  Lake,  Minn.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Pearl  Grimes  at 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  in  1886.  He  is  a  salesman,  and  resides  at  1340  Bayard  Ave.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Legislature  in  the  Thirty-ninth  and  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assemblies, 
being  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game 
and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Appropriations;  Labor,  and  Workmen's  Compensation. 

fl.  O.  MAXEY  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Bates  county,  was  born  in  Morgan 
county,  Ky.,  October  5,  1871.  Was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county  he  now 
represents,  at  Warrensburg  Normal,  Gem  City  Business  College,  and  at  the  Hamilton

College  of  Law.  He  was  married  In  1896  to  Miss  Emma  Langley,  who  died  in  1905.  In 
1907  he  was  married  to  Joanna  Langley  at  Nevada,  Mo.  He  is  a  lawyer,  being  a  member 
of  the  law  firm  of  DeArmond  &  Maxey  at  Butler,  where  he  resides  He  has  served  as 
school  commissioner  of  his  township,  as  superintendent  of  schools  of  Bates  county,  was  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  for  two  terms,  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  National  Convention 
at  St.  Louis  in  1916.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees 
on  Children's  Code;  Education  and  Public  Schools;  Official  Salaries  and  Pees,  and  State 
Libraries.

He  has  served  as  constable 
of  his  township  for  one  term,  and  also  as  deputy  sheriff  for  one  term.  In  the  Fiftieth  General 
Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Official  Salaries  and  Fees;  Swamp  Lands, 
Drainage  and  Levees;  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  Fish  and  Game.

CHARLES  H.  MILES  (Republican),  Representative  from  Benton  county,  was  born 
in  Bremer  county,  Iowa,  July  31,  1854.  He  received  his  education  in  the  state  normal 
schools  of  Iowa  and  Kansas.  Was  married  February  24,  1895,  at  Moundville,  Mo.,  to  Miss 
Minnie  Terpenning.  He  has  two  sons,  both  of  whom  have  served  with  the  United  States 
Army,  one  of  whom  now  being  in  the  navy.  He  came  to  Missouri  in  1882  and  located  in 
Vernon  county,  where  he  taught  school  for  twenty-eight  years,  eighteen  years  of  which  he 
served  as  president  of  Cooper  College  at  Moundville.  In  1910  he  moved  to  Benton  county, 
and  in  1914  bought  the  Warsaw  Times,  a  weekly  Republican  newspaper,  of  which  he  is  now 
editor  and  publisher,  He  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  supporting  the  Republican 
party,  and  was  a  member  of  the  County  Central  Committee  of  Vernon  county  for  twenty- 
two  years.

He  purchased  the  adjoining  farm  to  his  in  1903,  and 
has  resided  on  and  farmed  said  farm  from  that  time  on.  He  has  never  held  any  political 
office  before  having  been  elected  to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly,  where  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Committees  on  Agriculture;  Fire,  Marine  and  Tornado  Insurance;  Municipal  Cor- 
porations; University  and  School  of  Mines,  and  Mines  and  Mining.

June  21,  1865,  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Union  Star, 
Mo.  Was  married  in  1896  to  Miss  Alice  Hudson  at  Union  Star.  He  is  the  father  of  three 
boys  and  one  girl,  one  of  the  boys  having  served  two  years  in  the  navy  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Ok- 
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lahoma  as  a  radio  operator.  He  is  a  lumberman,  and  resides  at  Union  Star.  In  the  Fiftieth 
General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Retrenchment;  Township  Organi- 
zation, and  Military  Affairs. 

CHARLES  S.  NELSON  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Cass  county,  was  born 
February  12,  1869,  on  the  farm  he  now  owns.  His  ancestors  emigrated  from  England  to 
Virginia  in  colonial  days.  He  is  a  descendant  of  Admiral  Lord  Nelson  of  England.  His 
forefathers  emigrated  from  Virginia  to  Kentucky,  Nelson  county  being  named  for  the  family. 
From  Kentucky  the  Nelson  family  came  to  Missouri  in  1833,  settling  in  Howard,  Cass  and 
Van  Buren  counties.  The  fifth  generation  now  owns  land  entered  from  the  government 
in  the  early  thirties.

JOHN  B.  NEVILS  (Republican),  Representative  from  Douglas  county,  was  born  in 
Claiborne  county,  Tenn.,  July  7,  1874.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools, 
at  the  Baptist  Institute  at  Shawanee,  Tenn.,  and  the  Lincoln  Memorial  at  Harrogate,  Tenn. 
He  has  been  an  ordained  minister  for  twenty-five  years.  He  has  baptized  more  than  eight 
thousand  people  into  the  Baptist  church,  preaching  most  of  the  time  in  Tennessee,  Virginia, 
Oklahoma,  Kentucky  and  Missouri,  where  he  has  a  very  large  acquaintance,  especially  with 
the  church  people,  of  all  denominations.  He  has  always  stood  for  honest  elections  and  a 
high  standard  of  morality.  He  married  Miss  Lizzie  Melton  September  13,  1894.  He  was 
assessor  of  Claiborne  county,  Tenn.,  for  two  years.  He  was  appointed  by  President  Wilson 
chairman  of  an  educational  committee,  and  served  in  the  liberty  loan  and  thrift  stamp 
campaign.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Immi- 
gration, and  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Enrolled  Bills;  Life,  Accident  and  Fraternal 
Insurance;  Permanent  Seat  of  Government,  and  State  Libraries. 

JOE  NICKELL  (Republican),  Representative  from  Sullivan  county,  was  born  Oc- 
tober 25,  1875,  near  Browning,  in  Linn  county,  Mo.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools,  Browning  High  School,  Humphreys  College  and  at  the  Missouri  University.  Was 
married  to  Miss  Gertrude  Smith  in  1895,  who  died  in  1907.  In  1911  he  was  married  to 
Mrs.  Edna  B.  Miles.  He  is  the  father  of  five  children.  He  was  at  one  time  a  member  of 
Company  C,  M.  S.  G.  He  taught  school  for  fifteen  years.  In  1908  he  bought  the  Browning 
Leader-Record,  and  owns  and  operates  a  farm  at  Browning.  He  has  been  mayor  of  Brown- 
ing, president  of  the  school  board,  president  of  the  commercial  club,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assembly.  In  the  Fiftieth  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Life,  Accident  and  Fraternal  Insurance;  Printing;  Penitentiary  and  Reform  Schools; 
Private  Corporations,  and  Normal  Schools. 

FRANCIS  MARION  NORMAN  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Stoddard  county, 
was  born  on  a  farm  near  Dexter  July  8,  1870.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at 
the  Southeast  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  at  Cape  Girardeau.  He  was  married  in 
Dexter  to  Miss  Belle  Moore  January  31,  1897.  He  has  been  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser  and 
has  conducted  a  monument  business  for  fifteen  years  at  Dexter,  where  he  still  resides.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Forty-eighth  and  Forty-ninth  General  Assemblies,  and  was  re-elected 
to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Banks  and  Banking;  Chil- 
dren's Code;  Clerical  Force,  and  Retrenchment. 

J.  T.  O'BRIEN  (Democrat),  Representative  from  the  Fourth  district  of  St.  Louis 
city,  was  born  July  22,  1876,  in  the  city  which  he  now  represents.  He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools.  Married  Miss  Emma  T.  Hughes  October  13,  1895.  He  is  an  electrician, 
and  resides  at  2621  Sarah.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Municipal  Corpora- 
tions; Private  Corporations,  and  Labor. 

SAMUEL  F.  O'FALLON  (Republican),  Representative  from  Holt  county,  was  born 
March  23,  1857,  in  Scott  county,  Minn.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  the 
Northwest  State  Teachers  College  at  Maryville,  Mo.  He  was  married  March  21,  1906, 
at  Oregon,  Mo.,  to  Miss  Carrie  E.  Schulte.  He  has  served  as  prosecuting  attorney  and 
probate  judge  of  Holt  county,  and  was  United  States  Indian  School  Inspector  from  1903- 
1911.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1884,  and  now  resides  at  Oregon,  where  he  practices 
his  profession.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Legislature  four  times,  and  in  the  Fiftieth  had 
the  honor  of  being  Speaker.  He  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Statute  Revision  Com- 
mittee both  in  1899  and  1919. 

JONES  H.  PARKER  (Republican),  Representative  from  the  Sixth  district,  St.  Louis 
city,  was  born  March  2,  1869,  at  Waterloo,  Lauderdale  county,  Ala.  When  11  years  old 
he  moved  from  Alabama  to  Webster  county,  Mo.,  where  he  resided  until  1894,  at  which 
time  he  removed  to  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  where  he  has  resided  since.  He  is  a  lawyer  and 
publisher,  having  published  the  "Annals  of  Ophthalmology  "and  the  'Annals  of  Otology,  Rhi- 
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nology  and  Laryngology,"  two  high  class  medical  magazines,  and  other  medical  books.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assembly  and  was  caucus  chairman  for  the  minority 
party  at  that  time.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  again  caucus  chairman,  but 
for  the  majority  party.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  and  a  mem-

Before  being  elected 
to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  had  never  held  office.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations;  Banks  and  Banking;  Railroad  and  Internal  Improvements, 
and  Retrenchment. 

WILLIAM  S.  PELTS  (Republican),  Representative  from  Dade  county,  was  born  in 
the  county  he  represents  April  10,  1871.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
county  and  in  Lawrence  county;  then  read  law  two  years  in  the  office  of  Mann  &  Talbutt 
in  Greenfield,  Mo.  Was  married  January  11,  1901,  to  Miss  Eliza  Sanders,  who  died  in  1915. 
To  this  union  one  child  was  born.  In  1917  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Florence  C.  Thompson, 
a  Dade  county  school  teacher,  at  Greenfield.  He  was  president  of  the  Dade  County  Sunday 
School  Association  1916,  1917  and  1918.  He  is  a  farmer  and  stock  raiser,  and  resides  at 
South  Greenfield,  R.  F.  D.  No.  2.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-seventh  and  Forty-ninth 
General  Assemblies  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Agriculture;  Roads  and  Highways;  Ways  and  Means;  Township  Organization, 
and  State  Libraries. 

GERHARD  PLASSMEYER  (Republican),  Representative  from  Osage  county,  was 
born  April  21,  1852,  at  Westphalia,  Germany.  He  came  to  Osage  county,  Mo.,  in  1857,  and 
has  lived  on  the  farm  where  he  now  resides  since  1867.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  and 
parochial  schools.  Was  married  in  1885  to  Elizabeth  Holtermann  at  Westphalia,  Mo. 
He  is  the  father  of  one  son.  He  has  served  as  assessor  for  two  terms,  as  deputy  collector 
for  one  term,  as  judge  of  the  county  court,  as  highway  engineer  and  as  justice  of  the  peace. 
He  is  president  of  the  Bank  of  Westphalia  and  a  farmer.  He  resides  at  Westphalia.  In  the 
Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Ways  and  Means;  Roads 
and  Highways;  Official  Salaries  and  Fees,  and  Eleemosynary  Institutions. 

W.  A.  PORTER,  M.  D.,  D.  V.  S.  (Republican),  Representative  of  Lafayette  county, 
was  born  March  23,  1862,  in  Johnson  county,  Mo.

He  now 
lives  twenty-six  miles  from  the  place  where  he  was  born.  He  graduated  in  veterinary  medi- 
cine in  1893  at  the  American  Veterinary  College  of  New  York  City.  Later  he  was  a  teacher 
in  the  Western  Veterinary  College  and  the  University  Veterinary  College  of  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  for  years.  He  later  graduated  at  the  Medico  Chirurgical  Medical  College  in  1903  at 
Kansas  City,  Mo.  He  resides  in  Higginsville,  Mo.,  and  is  a  practicing  physician  and  a  breeder 
of  high-bred  dogs.  He  was  elected  constable  of  Grover  township,  Johnson  county,  in  1884; 
alderman  of  the  First  ward  in  Sedalia,  Mo.,  in  1898;  a  member  of  the  school  board  of  Tipton, 
Mo.,  in  1905;  coroner  of  Moniteau  county  in  1906;  mayor  of  Tipton  in  1908,  and  Repre- 
sentative of  Lafayette  county  in  1918.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Eleemosynary 
Institutions,  and  a  member  of  Committees  on  Children's  Code;  Workmen's  Compensation; 
Public  Health  and  Scientific  Institutions,  and  Mines  and  Mining. 


TRUMAN  S.  POWELL  (Republican),  Representative  from  Stone  county,  was 
born  in  Mount  Palatine,  111.,  October  25,  1842.  Was  married  at  Ottawa,  111.,  to 
Miss  Helen  Hopkins  March  9,  1864,  a  day  before  he  enlisted  under  Dave  McPherson, 
fighting  with  distinction  throughout  the  Civil  war.  He  is  the  father  of  seven  chil- 
dren, six  of  whom  are  now  living.  He  moved  to  Missouri  in  1869,  where  he  has  since 
resided.  He  was  editor  of  the  Barton  County  Advocate  for  eleven  years,  after 
which  time  he  moved  to  the  Ozarks  and  founded  the  Stone  County  Oracle,  which 
he  published  for  fourteen  years.  He  published  the  first  Republican  paper  in  Barton 
county  and  assisted  in  re-forming  the  party  in  Stone  county.  Harold  Bell  Wright 
has  said  that  Captain  Powell  was  the  real  "Shepherd"  characterized  in  his  book, 
"The  Shepherd  of  the  Hills."  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  for  many 
years  and  has  served  as  Sunday  school  superintendent  for  a  long  time.  In  the 
Fiftieth  General  Assembly  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Rail- 
roads and  Internal  Improvements;  Public  Schools  and  Textbooks;  Eleemosynary 
Institutions;  Commerce  and  Manufactories,  and  Claims  and  Local  Bills.  He 
died  March  14.

He  was  educated  at  Carleton  Institute  in  his  native 
county.  Was  married  to  Miss  Annie  E.  Thurman  at  Hazel  Run,  St.  Francois  county,  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1885.  He  was  born,  raised  and  has  always  lived  in  the  county  he  now  represents. 
He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  all  public  affairs,  and  has  stood  for  those  things  which 
tended  for  the  best  interests  of  the  county  and  the  state  at  large.  He  is  a  farmer  and  car- 
penter, and  resides  at  Bonne  Terre.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-sixth  and  Forty-seventh 
General  Assemblies,  and"  in  the  Fiftieth  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Criminal 
Costs;  Mines  and  Mining,  and  Railroads  and  Internal  Improvements. 

J.  ALLEN  PRE  WITT  (Democrat),  Representative  from  the  First  district  of  Jackson 
county,  was  born  January  20,  1862,  in  Henry  county,  Ky.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  at  Georgetown  College  in  Kentucky.  He  came  to  Missouri  in  1884,  and  taught 
school  for  two  years.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Independence  in  1887.  He  is  now 
an  attorney  at  law  and  a  banker,  and  resides  at  Independence,  where  he  served  one  term 
as  mayor.  He  was  married  July  15,  1896,  at  Independence,  Mo.,  to  Miss  Mary  Higgason. 
He  was  a  member  of  Company  F,  Third  Regiment,  M.  N.  G.,  for  six  years.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Committees  on  Roads  and  Highways;  Banks  and  Banking;  Civil  and  Criminal 
Procedure;  Workmen's  Compensation,  and  Clerical  Force. 

EDW.  H.  RABENBERG  (Republican),  Representative  from  the  First  district  of 
St.  Louis  city,  was  born  in  the  city  he  now  represents  July  21,  1875.  After  leaving  the  public 
schools  he  attended  night  school  and  business  college.

Children's  Code;  Municipal  Corporations,  and  Justices  of  the  Peace.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  of  five  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  welcome  the  Thirty-fifth  division  home. 

WILLIAM  H.  SAPP  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Boone  county,  was  born  in  the 
county  he  now  represents  October  15,  1888.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at 
the  University  of  Missouri.  He  is  an  attorney  at  law,  and  resides  at  Columbia.  He  is 
single.  He  was  assistant  prosecuting  attorney  of  Boone  county  for  two  years.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Legislature  for  the  past  three  terms.  In  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Ways  and  Means;  Wills  and  Probate  Laws,  and  Ed- 
ucation and  Public  Schools. 

FRANK  SETTLE  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Platte  county,  was  born  March 
29,  1889,  in  the  county  he  now  represents.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools,  at  Drake 
University,  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  where  he  received  an  A.  B.  degree  in  1910,  and 
at  Yale  University,  where  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1913.  He  is  an  attorney  at 
law,  and  resides  at  Platte  City.

WILLIAM  T.  SHEPARD  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Texas  county,  was  born

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Houston  High  School  and  at  the  Ellijoy  Seminary  in  Georgia.  He  was  married  September 
17,  1898,  to  Miss  Irene  Milton.  He  is  a  farmer,  teacher  and  stock  raiser,  and  resides  at 
Houston.  He  has  served  as  township  committeeman,  and  also  as  secretary  of  the  County

Assembly,  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Fiftieth,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Township  Organization  and  Permanent  Seat  of  Government. 

E.  L.  SHOEMAKER  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Clinton  county,  was  born  near 
Plattsburg  January  10,  1866.

W.  A.  STEPHENS  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Johnson  county,  was  born  in 
Monroe  county,  Tenn.,  September  14,  1856.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and 
at  the  Central  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  at  Warrensburg.  He  was  married  in  1879 
to  Miss  Alice  Scott,  who  died  in  1909.  In  1912  he  was  married  to  Miss  Laura  Smith  of 
Warrensburg.  He  is  a  farmer,  and  resides  at  Warrensburg.  He  has  always  been  a  good 
roads  booster  and  an  advocate  for  better  schools,  as  well  as  all  measures  that  tend  to  make 
Missouri  a  better  state.  He  has  served  as  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  for  eight 
years,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Forty-seventh,  Forty-eighth  and  Fiftieth  General  Assemblies. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Rules;  Normal  Schools;  Fire,  Marine  and  Tornado 
Insurance,  and  Public  Health  and  Scientific  Institutions.

He  was  a  member 
of  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assembly,  and  was  elected  to  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly 
at  a  special  election  called  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  McLain  Jones,  who  died  January 
23,  1919.  He  served  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  and  Internal  Improvements, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Civil  and  Criminal  Procedure;  Federal  Relations; 
Official  Salaries  and  Fees,  and  Accounts.

G.  D.  VILES  (Republican),  Representative  from  Carroll  county,  was  born  near  Daven- 
port, Iowa,  May  29,  1853.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  State  Center, 
Iowa.  Was  married  at  Elk  Horn,  Wis.,  to  Miss  Helen  L.  Golder  February  22,  1882.  He 
served  three  terms  as  county  recorder  of  Marshall  county,  Iowa.  Was  chairman  of  the  Re- 
publican County  Central  Committee  of  the  same  county  and  resigned  when  he  moved  to 
Missouri  in  1891.  He  was  elected  delegate  to  the  National  Republican  Convention  from 
the  Second  district  of  Missouri  in  1908.

N.  B.  WATTS  (Democrat),  Representative  from  Madison  county,  was  born  in  the  county 
he  represents  February  13,  1848.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  county. 
Was  married  to  Miss  Luraney  I.  Whitener  February  3,  1870.  He  helped  organize  the  Madi- 
son County  Bank  at  Fredericktown,  where  he  resides,  and  served  ten  years  as  its  cashier. 
He  then  served  ten  years  as  cashier  of  the  Security  Bank  at  the  same  place,  and  was  then 
made  president  of  the  bank,  which  position  he  still  holds.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  for  twenty-four  years.

THE  STATE  LEGISLATURE. 

The  Legislature  of  Missouri  convenes  in  regular  session  in  the  state  capitol  at  Jefferson 
City  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  odd-numbered  year.  It 
is  divided  into  two  houses,  called  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  collectively 
designated  as  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri.  The  Senators  are  elected  for 
four  years — those  from  the  odd-numbered  districts  being  chosen  in  the  same  year  of  the 
Presidential  election,  and  those  from  the  even-numbered  districts  in  the  intervening  even- 
numbered  years. 

There  are  under  the  present  apportionment  thirty-four  Senators  and  one  hundred  and 
forty-two  Representatives.  The  members  of  the  House  are  elected  every  two  years.  The 
Senate  is  presided  over  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  who  receives  a  salary  of  $1,000  a  year 
and  a  per  diem  of  $7.00  when  presiding  over  the  Senate.  The  Senators  receive  a  per  diem 
of  $5.00  per  day  during  the  first  seventy  days  of  each  regular  session,  and  for  120  days  for 
each  revising  session,  and  after  that  time  but  one  dollar  per  day. 

The  House  is  presided  over  by  a  Speaker  of  its  own  selection,  whose  per  diem  is  the 
same  as  that  of  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  the  members  receive  the  same  per  diem  and  are 
under  the  same  restrictions  as  to  length  of  session  as  are  the  members  of  the  Senate.  The 
members  of  both  House  and  Senate  receive  traveling  expenses  in  coming  to  and  returning 
from  the  session,  and  thirty  dollars  per  session  for  stationery  and  postage.

JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENTS. 


HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  SUPREME  COURT. 

When  the  Constitution  of  1820  went  into  force  the  Legislature  divided  the  state  into 
four  judicial  districts  and  required  two  sessions  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  held  annually 
in  each,  and  the  places  fixed  upon  for  holding  court  were  Franklin,  and  a  little  later  Fayette 
in  Howard  county,  Bowling  Green  in  Pike,  Jackson  in  Cape  Girardeau  county,  and  the  city 
of  St.  Louis.  That  was  the  arrangement  until  1843.  No  sessions  were  held  at  the  state 
capital  in  those  years.  In  1843  the  Legislature  required  all  the  sessions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  to  be  thereafter  held  at  the  seat  of  government,  which,  of  course,  meant  Jefferson 
City.  But  that  rule  did  not  long  prevail.  In  1849  it  was  provided  that  two  sessions  of  the 
court  should  also  be  held  annually  in  St.  Louis.  In  1864  it  was  further  provided  that  two 
sessions  should  also  be  held  in  St.  Joseph,  and  two  sessions  of  the  court  were  held  annually 
in  Jefferson  City,  St.  Louis  and  St.  Joseph  until  1875,  and  a  part  of  that  time  two  sessions 
were  also  held  each  year  in  Hannibal.  But  the  Constitution  of  1875  put  a  stop  to  all  this 
It  required  all  the  sessions  thereafter  to  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government. 

From  1820  to  about  1870  the  Supreme  Court  was  composed  of  three  judges,  and  until 
1851  they  were  appointed  by  the  Governor.  The  first  judges  were  Mathias  McGirk  of 
Montgomery  county,  John  D.  Cook  of  Cape  Girardeau,  and  John  Rice  Jones,  then  of  Pike 
county,  but  earlier  a  resident  of  Potosi  and  St.  Louis.  Mr.  Jones  was  the  first  English- 
speaking  lawyer  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  in  fact  the  first  west  of  Vincennes,  Ind., 
where  he  opened  up  an  office  in  1783.  He  died  in  1824  and  was  succeeded  by  George  Tomp- 
kins, who  served  until  1845  and  then  retired,  having  reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years, 
beyond  which  age  no  one,  under  the  Constitution  of  1820,  was  capable  of  being  judge  of  either 
the  supreme  or  circuit  court.  He  was  succeeded  by  William  Scott,  who  wrote  the  original 
opinion  in  the  famous  Dred  Scott  case,  which  went  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  whose  decision  so  profoundly  stirred  the  whole  country. 

The  Constitution  of  1875  provided  for  a  Supreme  Court  of  five  judges,  but  in  addition 
also  created  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals,  and  in  1884  it  was  amended  so  as  to  create  the 
Kansas  City  Court  of  Appeals,  and  also  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  Legislature  to  create 
one  other  court  of  appeals  at  its  discretion,  and  in  1909  it  created  the  Springfield  Court  of 
Appeals.  In  1890  it  was  again  amended  so  as  to  require  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  composed 
of  seven  judges  and  to  be  divided  into  two  divisions  for  most  cases,  but  to  consist  of  all  the 
judges  sitting  in  banc  in  certain  named  conditions.  To  help  out  the  Supreme  Court  in  its 
work  the  Legislature  in  1883  provided  for  a  commission  of  three  lawyers  to  be  appointed 
by  the  court,  and  this  commission  was  continued  until  the  amendment  of  1884  creating  the 
Kansas  City  Court  of  Appeals  relieved  the  court  of  much  work  and  made  its  help  no  longer 
necessary.  But  the  number  of  cases  appealed  to  the  court  continued  to  increase,  and  in 
1911  the  Legislature  provided  for  a  commission  of  four  lawyers,  to  be  chosen  by  the  court, 
and  that  commission  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time. 

Between  1821  and  1851  the  salary  of  a  Supreme  Judge  was  $1,100;  in  1851  it  was  increased 
to  $1,500;  in  1855  to  $2,500;  in  1865  to  $3,000;  in  1868  to  $4,500,  and  it  stood  at  $4,500  until 
1915,  when  it  was  increased  to  $7,500. 

When  sessions  of  the  court  were  held  at  Franklin,  Fayette,  Bowling  Green,  Jackson, 
Cape  Girardeau,  St.  Louis,  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph,  they  were  held  either  in  rented  build- 
ings or  in  the  county  courthouse.  Not  until  1877  was  a  separate  building  provided  for  the 
court,  and  it  cost  $17,000.  In  1901  the  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  and  distinct  building  for  the  court's  uses,  and  that  resulted  in  the  present  building, 
which  stands  just  south  of  the  capitol  grounds  and  which  cost  all  told  over  $400,000.

Court  sits  in  Jefferson  City.  Terms  begin  on  the  second  Tuesdays  in  April  and  October. 
Judges  elected  for  a  term  of  ten  years;  salary  $4,500  and  $3,000  additional  as  member  of 
commission  to  designate  opinions  to  be  published  and  for  preparation  of  syllabi  of  decisions. 
The  Court  elects  its  Chief  Justice  and  each  division  a  Presiding  Judge  thereof.  Each  Judge 
is  authorized  to  appoint  one  stenographer  at  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
per  month,  and  each  Commissioner  is  allowed  a  stenographer  at  the  same  compensation.

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JUDGES  SUPREME  COURT. 
CHIEF  JUSTICE. 

ROBERT  FRANKLIN  WALKER,  St.  Louis  city  (Democrat). — Born  in  Morgan  county, 
Missouri.  Graduated  in  the  Missouri  University  in  letters  and  law.  Admitted  to  the  bar 
at  Versailles,  Mo.  Practiced  in  Morgan  county,  where  he  was  for  three  terms  prosecuting 
attorney  until  1885.  In  that  year  admitted  to  practice  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  Assistant  Attorney-General  of  Missouri  from  1885  to  1889.  Thereafter  for  four 
years  practiced  law  in  St.  Louis.  Member  of  Statutory  Revision  Committee  in  1889. 
Attorney-General  of  Missouri  from  1892  to  1897.  President  Missouri  Bar  Association  1907. 
Chairman  commission  to  revise  statutes,  1909.  Practiced  law  in  St.  Louis  for  sixteen  years, 
seven  years  of  which  time  he  was  counsel  for  the  Merchants'  Exchange.  Elected  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  November,  1912,  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  Religious 
affiliation,  Baptist.  Politics,  Democratic.  Married,  first,  September  20,  1877,  to  Miss 
Nannie  A.  Wright,  Fayette,  Mo.,  who  died  November  24,  1892;  second,  September  28,  1895, 
to  Mrs.  Geneva  C.  Percy,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Two  children  by  first  marriage,  Mrs.  Katherine 
Smith  of  Chicago  and  Leland  R.  Walker,  a  civil  engineer  of  Calexico,  Cal.  Succeeded  Judge 
Bond,  deceased,  as  Chief  Justice,  October,  1919. 

DIVISION  NO.  1. 

JAMES  T.  BLAIR,  Maysville,  Presiding  Judge  (Democrat). — 'Born  at  Loudon,  Tenn., 
November  11,  1871.  He  came  to  Missouri  May  14,  1881,  receiving  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  at  Osborn,  DeKalb  county,  and  at  Cumberland  University,  where  he  received  the 
degree  of  A.  B.  in  1892  and  of  LL.  B.  in  1895.  He  was  president  of  Obion  College  in  1895 
and  1896.  He  was  married  at  Maysville  June  19,  1901,  to  Miss  Grace  E.  Ray.  From 
1903  to  1908  he  resided  at  Springfield,  Mo.  He  represented  DeKalb  county  in  the  Legis- 
lature, 1899-1901.  He  was  appointed  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  revision  committee  to 
revise  the  statutes  of  1899,  and  served  as  Assistant  Attorney-General  from  January  11,  1909, 
to  April  11,  1911.  He  was  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court  a  member  of  the  bipartisan 
commission  created  by  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly  to  aid  the  Supreme  Court,  which 
appointment  he  resigned  when  elected  Judge  of  Supreme  Court  in  1914  for  a  term  of  ten 
years. 

ARCHELAUS  M.  WOODSON,  St.  Joseph  (Democrat).— Born  in  Knox  county, 
Kentucky,  on  January  30,  1854.  His  father  was  Benjamin  J.  Woodson,  Sr.,  a  brother  of 
Silas  Woodson,  deceased,  who  was  Governor  of  Missouri  from  1872-1874.  Judge  Woodson's 
father  emigrated  from  Kentucky  and  located  in  Buchanan  county,  Missouri,  on  October 
30,  1854,  when  Judge  Woodson  was  nine  months  old.  He  has,  therefore,  lived  in  Missouri 
practically  all  his  life  and  was  reared  on  the  farm,  attending  the  public  schools  of  Buchanan 
county  until  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age.  For  a  period  of  three  years  he  attended  Platts- 
burg  College  in  Clinton  county,  Missouri.  He  then  attended  the  St.  Louis  Law  School, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1877.  He  was  appointed  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Buchanan 
county  by  Governor  Francis  on  December  18,  1890,  and  in  1892  was  elected  to  the  same 
office  for  a  term  of  six  years,  being  re-elected  in  1898.  Judge  Woodson  was  elected  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  long  term  in  November,  1906,  and  in  1916  was  re-elected  for 
a  term  of  ten  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Christian  Church  and  is  married.  His  wife 
was  Miss  Bettie  Oliver  of  Platte  City,  Mo.,  their  marriage  occurring  on  April  13,  1886,  at 
Platte  City. 

WALLER  W.  GRAVES,  Butler  (Democrat). — Born  on  a  farm  in  Lafayette  county, 
Missouri,  December  17,  1860.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
county  and  at  the  Columbia  (Mo.)  State  University.  He  moved  to  Bates  county  in  1880, 
where  he  taught  school  and  studied  law.  He  was  twice  elected  county  school  commissioner 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1885  by  Judge  James  B.  Gantt,  after  which  he  associated 
himself  with  Judge  J.  D.  Parkinson  at  Butler  in  the  practice  of  law.  After  Judge  Par- 
kinson's removal  to  Kansas  City  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Harvey  C.  Clark,  with  whom 
he  was  associated  in  the  practice  of  law  until  his  election  as  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  judicial  circuit  in  1899.  He  was  appointed  by  Governor  Folk  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  succeed  Judge  Marshall,  resigned,  and  was  nominated  and  elected  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  short  term  in  November,  1906.  In  November,  1908,  was 
elected  for  ten  years  to  succeed  himself,  being  re-elected  in  1918.  He  was  married  to  Miss 
Alice  Ludwick  of  Bates  county  at  Butler  June  30,  1892. 

RICHARD  LIVINGSTON  GOODE—  Born  in  Campbellsburg,  Henry  county,  Ken- 
tucky, February  4,  1855;  came  to  Missouri  with  his  parents  in  1868;  graduated  at  Drury 
College,  Springfield,  Mo.,  in  June,  1876,  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.;  later  received  degrees  of 
M.  A.  and  LL.  D.;  was  principal  of  Springfield  High  School  two  years  and  superintendent 
of  the  schools  of  the  city  one  year;  admitted  to  the  bar  in  June,  1879,  having  read  law  with 
Jerry  C.  Cravens,  whose  partner  he  became  and  remained  twenty  years,  or  until  Mr.  Cravens' 
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death ;  was  city  attorney  of  Springfield  and  for  six  years  president  of  the  board  of  education ; 
was  married  to  Estelle  B.  Maurer;  they  have  two  children,  Mrs.  Chauncey  H.  Clarke  and  Mrs.' 
Thomas  J.  Moss,  both  of  St.  Louis;  was  elected  to  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals  in  1900; 
served  until  September,  1910;  then  was  counsel  for  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company  of  St.' 
Louis  for  four  and  one-half  years ;  was  professor  of  equity  in  Washington  University  School 
of  Law  in  1906-1910;  became  dean  of  the  School  of  Law  of  said  University  in- 1915;  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  succeed  Judge  Henry  W.  Bond,  deceased,  October  23, 
1919.

FRED  L.  WILLIAMS,  Presiding  Judge,  Joplin  (Democrat). — Born  on  a  farm  in  Put- 
nam county,  Indiana,  May  31,  1879.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Indiana,  graduated  from  De  Pauw  University  with  degree  of  Ph.  B.,  and  studied  law  at 
Indiana  Law  School  of  Indianapolis.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1900.  On  finishing 
law  school  he  located  at  Joplin,  Mo.,  where  he  engaged  in  practice  of  law  until  January  3, 
1913,  when  he  gave  up  his  practice  to  accept  appointment  as  Supreme  Court  Commissioner 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Judge  Henry  Bond,  resigned;  reappointed  for  term  of  four  years 
ending  April,  1919,  which  appointment  he  resigned  when  elected  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  1916  for  the  four  years'  unexpired  term  of  Judge  John  C.  Brown,  deceased.  Married 
Miss  Ethel  Jones  of  Shelbyville,  Ind.,  June  20,  1906. 

JOHN  I.  WILLIAMSON,  Kansas  City,  Mo.  (Democrat). — Born  in  Carroll  county, 
Missouri;  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Kentucky  University  at  Lexington,  Ky. 
Admitted  to  the  bar  September  30,  1891,  at  Chillicothe,  Mo.;  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Missouri,  March  25,  1893;  president  Kansas  City  Bar  Association  in  1912;  member  of  com- 
mission appointed  by  Gov.  Major  in  1914  to  revise  civil  and  criminal  codes  of  procedure  of 
Missouri;  member  Missouri  Bar  Association  and  American  Bar  Association;  practiced  law 
in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  for  fifteen  years  prior  to  his  appointment  to  Missouri  Supreme  Court 
to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  resignation  of  Judge  Charles  B.  Faris.  Never  was  a  candidate  for 
any  office,  elective  or  appointive.  Married  December  8,  1891,  to  Miss  Lucy  E.  Willett  of 
Carlisle,  Ky. 


%  HENRY  W.  BOND,  St.  Louis  (Democrat).— Born  at  Brownsville,  Tenn.,  Jan- 
uary 27,  1848,  where  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  received  his  education  at  Har- 
vard College,  Cambridge,  Mass.  He  was  elected  to  the  Missouri  State  Legislature  in 
1885;  elected  Judge  of  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals  in  1892;  appointed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  a  member  of  the  bipartisan  commission  created  by  the  Forty-sixth 
General  Assembly  to  aid  the  Supreme  Court,  which  appointment  he  resigned  when 
elected  Judge  of  Supreme  Court  in  1912  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  He  was  married 
November  18,  1880,  to  Miss  Mary  D.  Miller  at  Bolivar,  Tenn.  Died  September 
28,  1919. 


CHARLES  B.  FARIS,  Caruthersville  (Democrat). — A  native  Missourian,  born  in  Missis- 
sippi county  October  3,  1864.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Missouri,  class  of  1889, 
and  was  for  a  time  a  student  in  the  law  department  of  Washington  University.

WILLIAM  T.  RAGLAND,  Paris  (Democrat). — Was  born  in  Marion  county,  Missouri, 
October  5,  1866.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Kirksville  and  the  law  department  of  the  Washington  University.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  June  21,  1889.  He  served  as  prosecuting  attorney  of  Monroe  county  from  1893 
to  1897  and  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners  from  July  1,  1905,  to  January 
1,  1911.

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools, 
and  also  graduated  from  McKendree  College,  Lebanon,  111.  Studied  law  for  one  year  at 
the  same  institution,  and  in  1876  moved  to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  entered  law  office  of  Gage 
&  Ladd,  where  he  continued  his  studies.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1878.  Practiced  law 
one  year  alone  and  then  formed  partnership  with  R.  H.  Field,  under  name  of  Field  &  Small. 
Retired  from  this  partnership  in  1881  and  entered  into  partnership  with  his  former  pre- 
ceptors, Gage  &  Ladd,  and  formed  firm  of  Gage,  Ladd  &  Small,  which  remained  unbroken 
until  Mr.  Gage's  death  in  1915.  He  continued  in  business  with  Mr.  Ladd  until  April,  1919, 
when  he  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Was  married  in  1879  to  Miss 
Lorna  A.  Hughey,  daughter  of  Rev.  George  W.  Hughey  of  the  Southern  Illinois  M.  E. 
Conference.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Small  have  five  sons  and  two  daughters,  all  of  whom  reside  in 
Kansas  City,  except  the  eldest,  Charles  H.,  who  resides  in  Denver.

ROBERT  T.  RAILEY,  St.  Louis  (Democrat). — Born  at  Milligan's  Bend,  La.,  January 
19,  1850.  He  received  his  education  at  the  Missouri  State  University  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1873.  He  was  married  at  Harrisonville,  Cass  county,  September  3,  1874,  to  Miss 
Martha  Stuart  Beattie.  He  was  president  Missouri  State  Bar  Association  in  1908.  He  was 
appointed  January  1,  1915,  by  the  Supreme  Court  a  member  of  the  bipartisan  commission  to 
aid  the  Supreme  Court  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Judge  James  T.  Blair,  resigned;  re- 
appointed for  term  of  four  years  ending  April,  1919. 

JOHN  TURNER  WHITE,  Springfield  (Democrat). — Is  a  native  of  Greene  county;

judge  on  Democratic  ticket;  defeated  by  Neville,  Republican.  Was  appointed  reporter  of 
St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals  in  1904;  served  five  years.  Appointed  Commissioner  of  Su- 
preme Court  to  fill  unexpired  term  of  Williams  (elected  judge),  1917  to  1919.  Reappointed 
April,  1919,  for  term  of  four  years. 

NORMAN  A.  MOZLEY  (Republican)  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Johnson  county,  Illinois, 
on  the  11th  day  of  December,  1865;  was  educated  in  the  common  schools;  removed  to  Stod- 
dard county,  Missouri,  in  March  1887;  taught  school,  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1891.  In  1894  he  received  the  Republican  nomination  for  Congress  in  the  Four- 
teenth district  of  the  state  and  was  elected,  the  first  Republican  the  district  had  ever  sent 
to  Congress.  He  served  one  term,  and  resumed  the  practice  of  law  until  he  was  appointed 
a  Commissioner  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  occurred  the  12th  day  of  April,  1919.  He 
married  Miss  Effie  Smith  March  25,  1895.

Represented  the  Sixth  congres- 
sional district  in  two  national  Democratic  conventions,  at  Chicago  in  1892  and  at  Denver 
in  1908.  Was  chairman  of  the  state  commission  that  located  and  built  State  Hospital 
for  Insane  No.  4  at  Farmington,  Mo.  Was  elected  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri 
in  April,  1910,  to  fill  out  unexpired  term  of  John  R.  Green;  re-elected  in  1915.  Married  to 
Ida  R.  Wood  October  6,  1886.    Three  boys,  Robert  D.,  William  H.  and  Jacob  W. 

PERRY  S.  RADER,  Jefferson  City  (Democrat).— Was  born  in  Jasper  county,  Missouri, 
November  24,  1859.  Was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  Central  College.  Was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1888.  He  was  elected  Reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  term  of  six  years 
beginning  July  15,  1897,  and  re-elected  in  1903  and  again  in  1909  and  1915.  During  the 
time  he  has  held  the  office  he  has  written  the  syllabus  for  more  than  ten  thousand  opinions 
of  the  court  and  superintended  the  publication  of  134  volumes  of  the  Missouri  Reports, 
which  is  nearly  one-half  of  the  whole  number  published  since  Missouri  became  a  state  in 
1821,  the  whole  number  at  this  time  being  270.

Admitted  to  the  bar  of  Laclede  county,  Missouri  (his  home  county), 
August  4,  1903 ;  moved  to  Kansas  City  in  November,  1903,  where  he  engaged  in  his  profession. 
Held  the  position  of  associate  city  counselor  of  Kansas  City  (1909-1910).  Was  elected 
judge  of  the  municipal  court  of  that  city  in  1912  and  again  in  1914.  Served  as  United 
States  marshal  for  the  Western  district  of  Missouri  from  December,  1914,  to  March,  1915, 
at  the  special  request  of  President  Wilson,  the  appointment  being  entirely  unsolicited.  In 
the  August  primary,  1916,  he  was  nominated  for  the  position  of  Judge  of  the  Kansas  City 
Court  of  Appeals  and  in  the  following  November  election  was  elected  to  that  office  for  a 
term  ending  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1929,  defeating  his  Republican  opponent,  Mr. 
Thad  B.  Landon,  by  30,199  votes. 


Court  sits  part  of  each  term  in  Springfield  and  part  in  Poplar  Bluff.  Terms  begin  on 
the  first  Mondays  in  March  and  October.  One  judge  elected  each  four  years  for  a  twelve- 
year  term;  terms  begin  first  Monday  in  January  after  election.  Salary,  $3,500  per  annum, 
and  $2,500  additional  as  member  of  commission  to  designate  opinions  to  be  published  and 
for  preparation  of  syllabi  of  decisions.

— Born  in  Smithfield,  Ohio, 
October  27,  1861;  educated  in  Clarksburg  Academy,  Clarksburg,  Mo.,  and  Drury  College, 
Springfield,  Mo.;  admitted  to  the  bar  September,  1887,  at  California,  Mo.  He  was  prose- 
cuting attorney  of  Newton  county  in  1891  and  1892.  He  was  elected  Judge  of  Springfield 
Court  of  Appeals  in  November,  1912,  for  a  term  of  eight  years.  Married  Miss  Ella  Thorn, 
Neosho,  Mo.,  January  22,  1896. 

JOHN  S.  FARRINGTON,  Springfield  (Democrat). — Born  in  Fayette,  Mo.,  February 
16,  1875;  educated  at  Central  College  and  Washington  University;  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1897.  Married  Miss  Blanche  McCann  in  Springfield,  Mo.,  October  10,  1900.  Was  elected 
Judge  of  Springfield  Court  of  Appeals  in  November,  1912,  for  a  term  of  twelve  years. 

JOHN  H.  BRADLEY,  Kennett  (Democrat). — Was  born  at  Senath,  Dunklin  county, 
Missouri,  January  23,  1875,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  the  Cape  Girardeau 
State  Normal  and  the  University  of  Missouri.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  June,  1902.

JAMES  A.  COOLEY,  First  circuit  (Republican). — Was  born  on  a  farm  in  Madison 
county,  Iowa,  January  26,  1872.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  at  the 
State  Normal  School  at  Kirksville,  Mo.,  and  the  State  Normal  School  at  Emporia,  Kan., 
graduating  from  the  Kirksville  State  Normal  School  in  1894,  then  teaching  one  year  and 
graduating  from  the  Kansas  State  Normal  School  at  Emporia  in  1896.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1897,  and  practiced  law  continuously  from  that  time  until  elected  circuit  judge. 
He  was  married  April  13,  1901,  to  Miss  Ruby  Bowen  of  Kirksville,  Mo.  He  served  one  term, 
1899-1900,  as  city  attorney  of  Kirksville,  and  two  terms  as  prosecuting  attorney  of  Adair 
county,  1901-1904.

ALONZO  D.  BURNES,  Fifth  circuit  (Democrat).— Was  born  October  27,  1864,  at 
Hampton,  Platte  county,  Missouri.  He  received  a  liberal  education.  After  a  course  in 
the  district  schools,  he  attended  the  Gaylord  Institute,  Vanderbilt  University,  and  finally 
completed  his  course  at  the  Missouri  State  University  at  Columbia.  He  returned  to  his 
native  county,  entered  the  practice  of  law  and  was  elected  city  attorney  of  Platte  City, 
and  afterwards  served  four  years  as  county  attorney.  In  1898  he  was  elected  circuit  judge, 
and  in  1904  was  re-elected  without  opposition;  was  re-elected  in  1910,  and  again  in  1916. 
He  is  married  and  resides  at  Platte  City. 

WILLIAM  H.  UTZ,  Sixth  circuit,  Division  No.  3  (Democrat).— Born  July  28,  1864,  in 
Buchanan  county,  Missouri;  educated  in  common  schools  of  the  county  and  at  Central 
College,  Fayette,  Mo.  Graduated  from  law  department  of  University  of  Missouri,  class 
of  '89;  admitted  to  bar  July  of  same  year;  assistant  prosecuting  attorney,  1895-6;  police 
commissioner  of  St.  Joseph  under  Governor  Dockery  and  Governor  Folk  for  a  period  of  six 
years;  elected  Judge  November,  1916,  for  six  years. 

THOMAS  BUFORD  ALLEN,  Sixth  circuit,  Division  No.  1,  St.  Joseph  (Democrat),— 
Was  born  at  Fredericktown,  Madison  county,  Missouri,  March  26,  1868.  He  received  his 
education  at  the  Missouri  State  University  and  at  Georgetown  University,  Washington, 
D.  C.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1892.  His  first  wife  was  Miss  Emma  Hunter  of  New 
Madrid,  Mo.,  who  died  March  20,  1903.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Grace  Tillery  of  Gower, 
Mo.,  September  4,  1905.  Was  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court  as  a  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Law  Examiners  in  1906.

- — Born  and  reared  in  Buchanan  county,  Missouri;  common  school  education;  prosecuting 
attorney  of  Buchanan  county  in  1891-1892;  mayor  of  St.  Joseph,  1897-1898;  State  Senator, 
sessions  1903-1905.  Appointed  to  present  office  by  Governor  Gardner  in  August,  1917,  and 
elected  in  November,  1918,  to  fill  unexpired  term  of  Judge  Charles  H.  Mayer,  resigned. 

RALPH  HUGHES,  Seventh  circuit  (Democrat).— Was  born  January  18,  1871,  at 
Liberty,  Mo.,  where  he  now  resides.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  at  Liberty, 
Mo.,  at  William  Jewell  College  and  at  the  law  school  of  Columbia  University,  New  York 
City,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  June,  1896.  Was  married  January  22,  1902,  to  Miss 
Josephine  Ogg.  He  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Clay  county  in  1902  and  served 
two  terms,  and  was  appointed  judge  of  the  Seventh  circuit  on  April  16,  1919. 

JOHN  W.  CALHOUN,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  1,  St.  Louis  (Republican).- Was 
born  March  17,  1885,  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  that  city,  the  St.  Louis  High  School  and  Washington  University,  where  he  also 
took  a  law  course,  graduating  from  the  law  department  of  Washington  University  in  1907 
and  receiving  his  LL.  B.  degree.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  June,  1907,  and  immediately 
engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  law  in  that  city.  In  June,  1912,  he  was  selected  by  the 
legal  aid  committee  of  the  Bar  Association  of  St.  Louis  to  conduct  and  operate  the  legal 
aid  bureau  of  the  Bar  Association  cf  St.  Louis,  which  such  organization  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  rendering  legal  aid  gratuitously  to  deserving  people  unable  to  pay  for  the  services 
of  a  lawyer  because  of  their  economic  situation.  The  work  of  this  bureau  became  so  popular 
and  filled  such  a  widespread  demand  that  in  1915  the  city  of  St.  Louis  established  a  municipal 
legal  aid  bureau  as  one  of  its  departments  of  public  welfare.  The  efficiency  board  of  said 
city  held  an  examination  to  determine  who  should  head  it.  Mr.  Calhoun  was  appointed, 
having  the  highest  average,  99.5.

While  attending 
Missouri  University  he  taught  there,  receiving  his  A.  B.  degree  in  1902  and  his  LL.  B.  in 
1905.

VICTOR  H.  PALKENHAINER,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  2,  St.  Louis  (Repub- 
lican).— Was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  July  4,  1868.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  St.  Louis  and  at  Washington  University  law  department.  Was  married  June 
20,  1894,  at  St.  Louis  to  Miss  Lulu  Schirr.  He  is  the  father  of  one  son,  August  H.  Was 
assistant  prosecuting  attorney  of  St.  Louis  city  from  1907-1911;  served  as  judge  of  St.  Louis 
Court  of  Criminal  Correction,  Division  No.  2,  from  1911-1913.  He  was  elected  circuit 
judge  in  1916.    He  is  a  member  of  several  fraternal  societies  and  other  associations. 

VITAL  W.  GARESCHE,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  10  (Criminal  Division),  St. 
Louis  (Republican). — Was  born  in  Collinsville,  111.,  July  10,  1875.  He  received  his  education 
at  St.  Louis  University,  Washington  University,  St.  Louis  Law  School  and  Benton  College 
of  Law.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1900.  Was  married  to  Miss  Katherine  Lee  Rowe 
April  10,  1896,  at  Waterloo,  111.  Two  children  were  born  of  this  marriage,  a  son,  A.  Rowe  A, 
Garesche,  who  is  now  a  practicing  member  of  the  bar  in  St.  Louis,  and  a  daughter,  Rebecca 
Morrison  Bisbee,  wife  of  Henry  F.  Bisbee,  now  residing  in  El  Paso,  Tex.  He  was  formerly 
president  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  Mullanphy  Emigrant  Relief 
Fund,  city  attorney  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis  from  1911  to  1915,  and  was  elected  circuit  judge 
in  November,  1916,  for  a  term  of  six  years.  He  resides  at  6121  Westminster  place,  St.  Louis, 
Mo. 

JOHN  HUGO  GRIMM,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  3,  St.  Louis  (Republican). — Was  born 
in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  January  17,  1864.  He  received  his  education  in  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  of  that  city,  St.  Louis  University,  and  the  Law  Department  of  Washington  Uni- 
versity, graduating  therefrom  with  first  honors  in  1886.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  up 
to  the  time  of  his  election  (in  1908)  practiced  his  profession  in  St.  Louis  continuously.  Was 
united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Sophie  E.  Gruen  on  November  18,  1891,  five  sons  being  the  issue 
of  said  union.  Holds  the  chair  of  professor  of  civil  procedure  in  the  Law  Institute  of  St. 
Louis  University,  which  institution,  in  1912,  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  Is 
a  member  of  the  advisory  committee  of  American  Judicature  Society.  From  July,  1918, 
to  January,  1919,  served  as  volunteer  field  director  of  American  Red  Cross  at  Jefferson 
Barracks.  He  was  elected  circuit  judge,  Eighth  circuit,  in  November,  1908,  for  a  term  of 
six  years,  and  was  re-elected  in  1914. 

FRANKLIN  FERRISS,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  4,  St.  Louis  (Republican). — 
Born  in  Peru,  Clinton  county,  New  York,  September  22,  1849;  graduate,  Cornell  University, 
1873;  Washington  University  Law  School,  1875;  member  of  the  city  council  from  1893  to 
1897;  elected  judge  of  the  circuit  court,  1898;  general  counsel  for  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition  Company ;  appointed  special  examiner  by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  in  the 
case  of  the  Government  vs.  Standard  Oil  Company;  appointed  on  the  Supreme  Bench  of 
the  state  by  Governor  Hadley  in  1911;  served  two  years.  Elected  to  present  position  in 
November,  1918,  for  a  term  of  four  years  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Leo  Rassieur,  resigned. 
Married  in  1880  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Henry  T.  Simon;  three  children,  two  sons,  Henry  T. 
and  Hugh  M.,  and  one  daughter,  widow  of  Dr.  Nathaniel  M.  Semple. 

GEORGE  H.  SHIELDS,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  13,  St.  Louis  (Republican). — 
Born  at  Bardstown,  Ky.,  June  19,  1842.  He  received  his  education  at  private  schools  and  at 
Westminster  College,  Fulton,  Mo.  He  came  to  Hannibal,  Mo.,  with  his  parents  when  two 
years  old.  He  married  Miss  Mary  H.  Leighton  at  Hannibal  February  1,  1866,  and  has 
three  children.  He  was  city  attorney  of  Hannibal  from  1865  to  1869;  was  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  in  the  Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  1871-2;  then  member  of  the  constitu- 
tional convention  of  Missouri,  1875;  member  and  president  of  the  board  of  freeholders  which 
formed  the  scheme  and  charter  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis  in  1876;  chairman  of  the  Republican 
State  Committee  from  1876  to  1880;  master  in  chancery,  United  States  Circuit  Court,  1875 
to  1906;  Assistant  Attorney- General  of  the  United  States  from  1889  to  1893;  agent  and  coun- 
sel for  the  United  States  and  Chilean  Claims  Commission,  1893-1894;  elected  judge  St.  Louis 
circuit  in  1906,  and  again  in  1914. 

FRANK  LANDWEHR,  Eighth  circuit,  St.  Louis,  Division  No.  6  (Republican).— 
Was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  February  8,  1884.  He  received  his  education  in  the  grammar 
and  high  schools  of  St.  Louis.    Was  admitted  to  the  bar  June  9th,  1906.    He  was  elected 
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to  the  circuit  bench  in  the  Eighth  circuit  in  November,  1918,  for  a  term  of  six  years.  He  is 
unmarried  and  resides  at  4642  Newberry  terrace,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

ROBERT  W.  HALL,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  7,  St.  Louis  (Republican).— Born 
in  Canada  forty-five  years  ago.  After  completing  his  studies  in  the  public  schools  and  Col- 
legiate Institute,  he  took  a  special  course  in  banking,  and  thereafter  law.  At  the  age  of  20 
he  went  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  where  he  became  an  American  citizen  in  May,  1900.  His 
ambition  to  be  a  railroad  magnate  prompted  him  to  take  up  railroad  work,  which  he  followed, 
familiarizing  himself  with  all  its  various  branches  until  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law. 
Matriculated  and  studied  law  at  Kent  College  of  Law  at  Chicago,  then  affiliated  with  the 
Lake  Forest  University  of  Illinois.  He  came  to  St.  Louis  in  1903  and  completed  his  studies 
at  the  Benton  College  of  Law;  was  admitted  to  practice  law  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri 
in  June,  1906,  and  immediately  thereafter  entered  into  the  practice  of  law  in  St.  Louis, 
specializing  considerably  in  the  law  cf  mechanics'  liens,  contracts  and  corporations.  Was 
married  to  Margaret  G.  Rathell  of  St.  Louis  August  18,  1906,  and  has  one  son  by  that  mar- 
riage, Robert  Rathell  Hall,  11  years  of  age.  He  has  never  held  public  office  other  than 
acting  as  provisional  judge  of  the  city  court  and  Court  of  Criminal  Correction  of  the  city  of 
St.  Louis  until  he  was  elected  on  November  5,  1918,  as  a  judge  of  the  Eighth  circuit  for  a 
term  of  six  years.

He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
St.  Louis.  He  entered  the  law  office  of  Hon.  Charles  Nagel  in  February,  1886.  He  graduated 
from  Washington  University  Law  Department  in  1896.

GRANVILLE  HOGAN,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  9,  St.  Louis  (Republican).— Was 
born  on  a  farm  at  Merrimac,  Taylor  county,  Kentucky,  October  20, 1878.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  of  Kentucky,  and  graduated  from  the  University  of  Valparaiso, 
Valparaiso,  Ind.,  where  he  completed  his  course  in  law  in  1901.  Went  to  Wilburton,  I.  T., 
where  he  took  charge  of  the  public  schools  during  1902  and  1903.  Moved  to  St.  Louis  in 
1904  and  entered  the  practice  of  law.  In  1910  was  appointed  assistant  circuit  attorney  of 
St.  Louis,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  September,  1914,  when  he  was  appointed  city 
judge  in  St.  Louis,  and  held  that  position  until  January,  1919.  Was  elected  judge  of  the 
St.  Louis  Circuit  Court  in  November,  1918,  for  a  term  of  six  years,  expiring  January,  1925. 
Was  married  to  Miss  Henrietta  Kiel  in  1909,  and  has  three  children,  Hortense,  Muriel  and 
Ardeth. 

KARL  KIMMEL,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  5,  St.  Louis  (Republican). — Was  born 
November  29,  1874,  at  Leavenworth,  Kan.  He  received  his  education  in  Baker  University 
at  Baldwin,  Kan.,  and  at  the  State  University  of  Missouri.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
St.  Louis  June,  1897.  He  was  married  July,  1913,  at  Denver,  Colo.,  to  Miss  Irene  C.  Critch- 
field.  He  was  judge  of  the  city  court  for  three  years  and  was  elected  circuit  judge  in  No- 
vember, 1914,  for  a  term  expiring  January  1,  1921. 

BENJAMIN  J.  KLENE,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  12,  (Criminal)  St.  Louis  (Re- 
publican).—Was  born  July  4,  1858,  at  Sparta,  111.  He  was  educated  in  the  high  school  at 
Sparta  and  at  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  graduating  in  1886.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  the  same  year.  He  served  one  term  as  city  clerk  of  Sparta,  111.,  and  was  Senator 
from  the  Thirty-fourth  district  for  one  term,  during  the  sessions  of  1895  and  1897.  In  1909 
he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Hadley  as  first  judge  of  the  Court  of  Criminal  Correction, 
Division  No.  2,  serving  for  about  eighteen  months.  Was  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  cir- 
cuit judge  in  1912,  and  defeated.  He  was  again  nominated  in  1916  and  was  elected  that 
November.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Knights  of  Maccabees  and  Loyal  Order 
of  Moose,  and  resides  at  4919  Fountain  avenue,  St.  Louis. 

WILSON  A.  TAYLOR,  Eighth  circuit,  Division  No.  11  (Republican). — Was  born  on 
a  farm  in  Texas  county,  Missouri,  on  January  27,  1875.  He  worked  on  the  farm,  attended 
a  country  school  and  a  high  school  at  Salem,  from  which  he  graduated.  Later  taught  in 
the  McKinley  High  School  in  St.  Louis.  He  entered  the  law  department  of  the  Missouri 
State  University  in  1894  and  at  the  same  time  he  pursued  academic  studies.  In  1896  tho 
University  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  In  the  fall  of  the  latter  year  Judgo 
Taylor  located  in  St.  Louis  and  associated  himself  with  Eugene  McQuillin  and  W.  S.  Camp- 
bell in  the  general  practice  of  law.  Judge  Taylor  is  perhaps  the  youngest  man  ever  elected 
judge  of  a  court  of  record  in  this  state.  He  was  elected  November  6,  1906,  judge  of  St.  Louis 
Court  of  Criminal  Correction  and  in  1910  was  elected  judge  of  Eighth  judicial  circuit,  being 
re-elected  in  1916.  He  was  married  June  16,  1913,  to  Miss  Emily  L.  Hammon  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo. 

ALLEN  W.  WALKER,  Ninth  circuit  (Democrat).— Was  born  in  St.  Charles  county, 
Missouri,  October  24,  1863.    Educated  in  public  schools  and  in  Central  College  at  Fayette, 
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Mo.;  took  law  course  at  the  University  of  Virginia;  admitted  to  bar  In  1895.  Was  married 
February  21,  1906,  to  Miss  Clementine  Williams  of  Fayette,  Mo.  Was  city  attorney  of  Fa- 
yette several  terms  and  prosecuting  attorney  of  Howard  county  for  two  terms.  Elected 
circuit  judge  in  1916.    Resides  at  Fayette. 

CHARLES  T.  HAYS,  Tenth  circuit  (Democrat).— Was  born  at  New  London,  Ralls 
county,  Missouri,  May  9,  1869.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools,  at  Bethany  College, 
Bethany,  W.  Virginia,  and  at  the  Missouri  State  University.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1893.  Was  for  a  short  time  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners.  Served 
two  years,  1911  and  1912,  as  mayor  of  the  city  of  Hannibal.  He  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Gardner  on  April  14,  1919,  judge  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  Tenth  judicial  circuit  and  ex 
officio  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Hannibal  to  succeed  Judge  William  T,  Rag- 
land  upon  his  appointment  as  a  Commissioner  of  the  Supreme  Court.  He  was  married  May 
25,  1897,  at  New  London,  Mo.,  to  Miss  Sadie  M.  Brashears.  Four  children  have  been  born 
of  the  marriage.  He  removed  to  Hannibal  in  1907,  where  he  continued  to  practice  law  up 
until  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  circuit  judge,  and  still  resides  at  that  place. 

ERNEST  S.  GANTT,  Eleventh  circuit  (Democrat).— Was  born  in  Centralia,  Mo., 
January  11,  1867.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Missouri  Uni- 
versity, being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1892.  He  was  city  attorney  of  Mexico  from  1894- 
1898,  and  served  as  prosecuting  attorney  of  Audrain  county  from  1909-1914.  In  March, 
1916,  Governor  Major  appointed  him  judge  of  the  Eleventh  circuit  to  fill  the  vacancy  oc- 
casioned by  the  death  of  Judge  James  D.  Barnett.  He  was  elected  without  opposition  at 
the  November  election,  1916.  Was  married  March  30,  1918,  to  Miss  Helena  Pettingill  of 
Memphis,  Mo.,  and  resides  at  Mexico. 

FRED  LAMB,  Twelfth  circuit  (Democrat). — Was  born  in  Randolph  county,  Missouri, 
June  11,  1872.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  July  12,  1896.  He  was  elected  to  the  circuit 
bench  in  the  Twelfth  district  November,  1910,  being  re-elected  in  1916  for  a  term  of  six 
years.  Was  married  June  11,  1902,  to  Miss  Katherine  Hood  at  Arrow  Rock,  Mo.  He 
resides  at  Salisbury,  Mo. 

JOHN  W.  McELHINNEY,  Thirteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  1,  Clayton  (Republican).— 
Born  near  Manchester,  St.  Louis  county,  Missouri,  February  4,  1851;  educated  at  public 
schools  of  county  and  city  of  St.  Louis;  spent  one  year  in  Wyman's  City  University,  St.  Louis, 
four  years  at  Amherst  College,  Massachusetts,  graduating  from  the  latter  in  1872,  and  in 
1876  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  Washington  University;  taught  school  two  years, 
and  has  practiced  law  since  1876;  married  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Suter,  Palmyra,  Mo.,  June  8, 
1887;  was  elected  judge  of  the  Thirteenth  circuit  in  1900  for  four  years  to  fill  vacancy  caused 
by  death  of  Hon.  Rudolph  Hirzel;  was  re-elected  in  1904,  in  1910  and  again  in  1916. 

GUSTAVUS  A.  WURDEMAN,  Thirteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  2,  Webster  Groves 
(Republican). — Was  born  at  Swedesboro,  N.  J.,  in  1857;  received  his  education  in  the  public 
and  high  schools  of  St.  Louis  and  in  the  law  department  of  the  Washington  University; 
was  elected  Representative  to  the  Legislature  in  1890,  and  in  1892  he  was  elected  State  Sena- 
tor; was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Lena  Hospes  of  St.  Louis  in  1893 ;  held  the  office  of  probate 
judge  of  St.  Louis  county  from  1898  up  to  July,  1909,  at  which  time  he  resigned  to  accept 
the  appointment  of  circuit  judge,  to  which  office  he  was  elected  in  November,  1910,  being 
re-elected  in  1916  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

JOHN  G.  SLATE,  Fourteenth  circuit,  Jefferson  City  (Democrat). — Was  born  in  Cole 
county,  Missouri,  January  26,  1860.  He  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  of  Missouri 
and  at  Amity  College  at  College  Springs,  Iowa.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  November 
28,  1887,  at  Fulton,  Mo.  In  1891  he  married  Miss  Mattie  R.  Beard  of  Cape  Girardeau.  He 
was  prosecuting  attorney  of  Maries  county  twice;  was  also  Representative  from  Maries 
county  in  the  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth  General  Assemblies,  and  he  was  prosecuting  attorney 
of  Cole  county  for  two  terms.  He  was  elected  circuit  judge  in  1912  for  unexpired  term,  and 
was  re-elected  in  1916  for  a  term  of  six  years.    He  resides  at  Jefferson  City,  Mo. 

SAMUEL  DAVIS,  Fifteenth  circuit,  Marshall  (Democrat). — Was  born  near  the  town 
where  he  now  resides  April  17,  1847.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Kemper's 
School  at  Boonville,  Mo.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1869  and  married  Miss  Julia  S. 
Newton  at  Marshall,  Mo.,  November  19,  1872.  He  was  prosecuting  attorney  of  Saline 
county  four  years,  from  1873  to  1877.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Twenty-ninth  and  Thirtieth 
General  Assemblies.  He  was  elected  circuit  judge  in  1898  and  re-elected  in  1904  without 
opposition,  and  again  in  1910  and  1916.    He  lives  at  Marshall,  Mo. 

DANIEL  E.  BIRD,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  8  (Democrat). — Was  born  in  Noda- 
way county,  Mo.,  March  6,  1873.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  state,  at  the  University  of  Missouri  and  at  the  Kansas  City  School  of  Law.  Admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1903.  He  is  married  and  resides  at  3136  Brooklyn  avenue.  He  was  actively 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Kansas  City  until  March  29,  1913,  when  he  was 
appointed  judge  of  Division  No.  8  of  the  Sixteenth  circuit.    Elected  in  1914. 
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THOMAS  B.  BUCKNER,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  1  (Democrat). — Was  born 
in  Callaway  county,  Missouri,  September  8,  1854,  near  the  town  of  Auxvasse,  Mo.  His 
father  was  John  T.  Buckner,  a  native  of  Kentucky,  and  his  mother  Ellen  M.  Bernard,  a  native 
of  Virginia,  both  of  whom  came  to  Missouri  about  1840.  Received  his  education  in  the  com- 
mon schools  until  he  entered  Westminster  College  at  Fulton,  Mo.,  where  he  was  graduated 
in  June,  1875.  After  leaving  college  he  followed  for  a  time  engineering  and  teaching  school, 
reading  law  in  the  meantime.  Finally  came  to  Mexico,  Mo.,  in  1876,  where  he  read  law 
with  the  firm  of  Kennan  &  Mclntire.  After  being  admitted  to  the  bar  (in  1876)  he  went 
to  the  law  school  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  where  he  was  graduated  in  the  spring  of 
1877.  He  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Mexico,  Mo.,  being  elected  to  the 
office  of  city  attorney  and  subsequently  prosecuting  attorney  of  that  county,  which  office 
he  held  for  two  terms,  resigning,  however,  to  come  to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  in  1886.  From  that 
time  until  January,  1916,  he  pursued  his  profession  as  an  attorney.

On  January  7,  1916, 
he  was  appointed  as  judge  of  Division  1  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Jackson  county  by  Governor 
Elliott  W.  Major.  He  was  nominated  and  elected  judge  for  the  full  term  and  also  the  un- 
expired term  that  year,  and  is  at  present  judge  of  Division  No.  1  of  said  court.  Mr.  Buckner 
has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  public-spirited  and  believes  in  the  expedition  of  official 
business  and  that  the  public  interests  should  be  looked  after  by  the  officers  of  the  govern- 
ment. He  is  prompt  in  the  attendance  upon  any  sittings  of  court,  is  never  late  himself, 
wastes  no  time,  and  has  but  little  patience  with  attorneys  who  simply  try  to  delay  and 
protract  litigation  on  technical  pretexts.  Mr.  Buckner  is  married,  has  a  wife  and  three 
living  children,  the  oldest  being  James  T.  Buckner  of  Muskogee,  Okla.,  Mrs.  J.  Ogilvie  of 
Shreveport,  La.,  and  Thomas  B.  Buckner  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  His  wife  was  Miss  Effie  Hen- 
dricks, daughter  of  the  late  Col.  Sterling  B.  Hendricks  of  Harrison  county,  Texas. 

CLARENCE  A.  BURNEY,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  6  (Democrat). — Was  born 
at  Rantoul,  Kan.,  March  27,  1875;  educated  at  Kansas  University,  where  he  received  his 
A.  B.  degree  in  1895  and  LL.  B.  in  1897;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Kansas  in  1897;  in 
Missouri  in  1901.  He  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  March,  1901,  in  the 
office  of  Karnes,  New  &  Krauthoff;  was  assistant  city  counselor  of  Kansas  City  from  April 
1909,  to  April,  1910,  and  served  as  judge  of  municipal  court  of  Kansas  City,  Division  No.  1, 
from  1910  to  1914;  was  elected  circuit  judge  in  1914.  Resides  at  Tanner  Hotel,  917  Locust 
street,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

WILLARD  P.  HALL,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Independence  Division  (Democrat). — Was 
born  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  September  19,  1851.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that 
city  and  later  at  Yale  College;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1872.  Was  married  June  22, 
1876,  to  Miss  Isabel  Frye  Alrichs  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  was  elected  city  attorney  of  St. 
Joseph  in  1876,  and  in  1878  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Buchanan  county.  Served 
as  judge  of  the  Kansas  City  Court  of  Appeals  from  1885-1889,  and  on  January  10,  1917,  was 
appointed  judge  of  the  Independence  division  of  the  Sixteenth  judicial  circuit,  vice  Kim- 
brough  Stone,  resigned,  for  a  term  expiring  in  November,  1918,  and  was  elected  in  1918 
for  a  six-year  term.    He  resides  in  Kansas  City. 

O.  A.  LUCAS,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  2  (Democrat).— Was  born  on  a  farm  near 
Monmouth,  111.,  where  he  spent  his  early  life.  He  attended  the  public  schools,  and  then  en- 
tered Knox  College  at  Galesburg,  111.,  where  he  graduated  in  1885.  He  then  entered  the  law 
department  of  Northwestern  University  at  Chicago,  where  he  graduated,  being  admitted 
to  the  bar  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  to  practice  law  the  same  year.  He  came  to 
Kansas  City  in  1887,  where  he  has  since  resided.  He  was  married  in  Covington,  Ky.,  to 
Miss  Daisy  Wiles.  He  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  the  interest  of  his  party,  and  in 
1910  was  elected  to  his  present  position,  being  re-elected  in  1916. 

EDWARD  EVERETT  PORTERFIELD,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  7  (Demo- 
crat).—Was  born  in  Berkeley  county,  Virginia  (now  West  Virginia),  March  29,  1861.  He 
was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  and  attended  the  country  school.  He  was  graduated  at  Frank- 
lin Marshall  College,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  in  1883.  Was  principal  of  the  public  schools  at  Han- 
cock, Md„  the  year  of  1885-6.  Admitted  to  the  Washington  county  bar,  Hagerstown,  Md., 
in  November,  1885.  He  has  resided  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  since  June,  1886.  He  married 
Miss  Julia  L.  Chick,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  S.  Chick,  in  Kansas  City  October 
9,  1889.  He  practiced  law  in  Kansas  City  twenty-one  years  until  appointed  judge  of  the 
circuit  court,  Division  No.  7,  by  Governor  Folk  on  the  second  day  of  April,  1907.  He  has 
presided  as  judge  of  Division  No.  2  of  the  Criminal  Court  since  his  appointment  on  April 
2,  1907.  He  was  elected  in  1908  and  again  in  1914.  He  is  also  judge  of  the  Juvenile  Court 
of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  has  presided  over  that  court  since  January  1,  1909.  In  his  summer 
vacation  of  1910  he  asked  the  citizens  of  Kansas  City  to  subscribe  by  private  subscription 
$50,000.00  to  build  a  boys'  hotel,  a  home  for  homeless  working  boys.  The  subscriptions 
he  received  totaled  $65,000.00.  With  this  money  a  beautiful  corner  lot  on  Admiral  boule- 
vard in  Kansas  City  was  purchased,  a  handsome  three-story  brick  building  was  erected  and 
fully  paid  for  and  completely  furnished.    The  hotel  has  furnished  homes  for  an  average  of 
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seventy-flve  homeless  working  boys  from  then  until  now.  One  hundred  and  ten  of  these 
boys  volunteered  into  the  army  and  navy  and  served  in  the  great  world  war.  His  greatest 
pride  is  in  the  boys'  hotel. 

HARRIS  ROBINSON,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  9  (Democrat). — Was  born  on 
a  farm  in  Pike  county,  Missouri,  in  1878.  Graduated  from  Missouri  Military  Academy  and 
Kansas  City  School  of  Law.  Attended  Missouri  and  Princeton  Universities.  Married 
Clyde  Elaine  Flanders  in  1907.  Appointed  judge  of  circuit  court  of  Jackson  county,  Di- 
vision No.  9,  in  1913  by  Governor  Major  and  elected  to  same  office  in  1914. 

THOS.  J.  SEEHORN,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  3  (Democrat).— Born  at  Fall 
Creek,  111.,  April  19,  1863.  He  received  his  education  at  Chaddock  College,  Quincy,  111.  He 
came  to  Missouri  September  1,  1887.  He  located  in  Kansas  City  to  practice  law  and  on 
March  21,  1904,  married  Mrs.  Maggie  E.  Barbee  of  that  city.  Governor  Folk  appointed 
him  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  circuit  bench  in  Kansas  City,  caused  by  the  death  of  Judge 
William  B.  Teasdale.  Judge  Seehorn  was  public  administrator  for  Jackson  county  from 
1892  to  1900.    Elected  in  1908  and  again  in  1914. 

ALLEN  C.  SOUTHERN,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  5  (Democrat).— Was  born 
in  Jackson  county,  Missouri,  September  9,  1878.  Attended  the  common  schools  of  that 
county,  Kansas  City  and  Independence  high  schools,  business  college  and  Kansas 
City  School  of  Law,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1900.  Was  married  at  Independence, 
Mo.,  June  2,  1904,  to  Miss  Retta  Latimer.  -  Was  secretary  to  Hon.  W.  S.  Cowherd,  then 
Congressman  from  the  Fifth  district  of  Missouri,  in  1902;  served  as  city  counselor  of  Inde- 
pendence, Mo.,  from  1909  to  1913;  was  appointed  judge  of  the  Sixteenth  judicial  circuit, 
Division  No.  6,  in  September,  1913,  until  election,  1914;  appointed  judge  of  the  Sixteenth 
judicial  circuit,  Division  No.  5,  in  May,  1916;  elected  judge  of  the  same  division,  two  years' 
term,  in  1916;  re-elected  to  same  division  for  six  years'  term  beginning  January  1,  1919. 

WILLIAM  O.  THOMAS,  Sixteenth  circuit,  Division  No.  4  (Democrat).— Was  born 
on  a  farm  near  Westport  in  Jackson  county,  Missouri.  He  received  his  education  in  the 
common  schools  of  that  county,  at  the  Central  High  School  in  Kansas  City  and  at  Woodland 
College.  Was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Lilia  M.  Barnes  at  Independence,  Mo.,  October 
21,  1881.  Was  elected  circuit  judge  in  1908  and  again  in  1914.  He  resides  at  2507  Forest 
avenue,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

EWING  COCKRELL,  Seventeenth  circuit  (Democrat). — Was  born  in  Warrensburg, 
Mo.,  May  28,  1874.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Warrensburg  and  Washington, 
D.  C,  at  Harvard  College,  University  of  Virginia  and  Columbian  University  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1898.  Was  married  June  3,  1896,  at  Staunton,  Va., 
to  Miss  Leacy  Peachy  Williams.  Served  as  prosecuting  attorney  of  Johnson  county  from 
1905-1908,  and  was  elected  circuit  judge  in  1916.    He  resides  at  Warrensburg. 

CORNELIUS  H.  SKINKER,  Eighteenth  circuit  (Republican).— Was  born  in  Stafford 
county,  Virginia,  September  20,  1863.  Graduated  from  the  law  department  of  the  Missouri 
State  University  in  1885.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in  April,  1885.  Married  Miss  Minnie 
Gravely,  daughter  of  the  late  Col.  J.  J.  Gravely,  December  4,  1888.  Was  appointed  judge 
of  the  Eighteenth  judicial  circuit  July  30,  1909;  elected  in  1910,  and  re-elected  in  1916.  He 
lives  at  Bolivar. 

LEIGH  B.  WOODSIDE,  Nineteenth  circuit  (Democrat). — Was  born  in  Oregon  county, 
Missouri,  February  2,  1848;  was  a  son  of  Judge  J.  R.  Woodside,  who  was  circuit  judge  of  the 
Fifteenth  circuit  from  1871  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Judge  L.  B.  Woodside  was  mainly 
educated  at  the  old  Steelville  Academy  under  the  instructions  of  Profs.  W.  P.  Rennick  and 
W.  H.  Lynch.  He  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1870.  In  1868  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Martha  Howell  of  Scott  county.  Upon  his  admission  to  the  bar  he  located  at  Salem, 
Mo.,  and  soon  established  a  wide  practice.  In  1876  he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature,  but 
did  not  seek  a  re-election.  In  1892  was  elected  elector  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  and  on 
January  19,  1897,  he  was  appointed  circuit  judge  to  serve  out  the  term  made  vacant  by 
the  election  of  Judge  C.  C.  Bland  to  the  court  of  appeals.  In  1898  he  was  elected  to  the 
full  term;  was  re-elected  in  1904,  1910,  and  again  in  1916. 

E.  P.  DORRIS,  Twentieth  circuit  (Democrat). — Was  born  in  Callaway  county,  Mis- 
souri, May  17,  1867.  A  few  years  later  parents  removed  to  a  farm  in  Howell  county,  Mis- 
souri, where  he  was  reared  and  educated  in  public  schools,  but  unable  to  attend  high  school 
or  college.  Taught  school  and  studied  law;  read  law  under  Judge  A.  H.  Livingston  of  West 
Plains,  one  6f  the  ablest  lawyers  of  his  time  in  South  Missouri.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in 
April,  1892,  and  after  the  general  election  in  November,  1892,  located  at  Alton,  in  Oregon 
county,  where  he  immediately  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law,  and  has  since  resided.  Was 
married  to  Miss  Effie  A.  Bates  of  Alton  July  17,  1895,  to  which  union  five  children  were 
born.  Member  of  Methodist  church.  Elected  prosecuting  attorney  in  1894  and  1896. 
Elected  Representative  in  1900,  1902  and  1904.  Elected  to  State  Senate  from  Twenty- 
second  district  in  1906,  and  served  in  the  Forty-first,  Forty-second,  Forty-third,  Forty-fourth 
and  Forty-fifth  General  Assemblies.    Was  chairman  of  the  Junketing  Committee  of  the 
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Forty-fourth  Assembly.  In  1910  was  an  unsuccessful  candidate  for  Democratic  nomina- 
tion for  circuit  judge,  and  in  1916  was  elected  circuit  judge  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

ELBRIDGE  M.  DEARING,  Twenty-first  circuit  (Democrat). — A  native  Missourian, 
born  in  Washington  county,  December  20,  1867;  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  county  and  at  the  Southeast  State  Teachers'  College  at  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1892  at  Potosi,  where  he  still  resides.  Was  elected  prosecuting 
attorney  in  1896,  being  re-elected  in  1898.  Governor  Dockery  appointed  him  judge  of  the 
Twenty-first  Judicial  circuit  in  1894  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  his  brother,  Frank  R. 
Dearing,  upon  the  death  of  the  latter.  In  1904  he  was  elected  to  the  Forty-third  General 
Assembly  to  represent  Washington  county.  He  married  Miss  Fanny  Bust  September  4, 
1895,  at  Potosi.    He  was  elected  circuit  judge  in  1910,  and  was  re-elected  in  1916. 

W.  S.  C.  WALKER,  Twenty-second  circuit  (Democrat) .■ — Born  in  Tappahannock, 
Essex  county,  Virginia,  August  22,  1859;  educated  in  Virginia;  bachelor  of  arts  of  William 
and  Mary  College;  bachelor  of  law  of  the  University  of  Virginia  (1880);  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1880;  resident  of  Dunklin  county,  Missouri,  since  June,  1889;  prosecuting  attorney 
for  Dunklin  county  1901-1905;  elected  to  the  circuit  bench  November,  1910,  for  the  term 
of  six  years;  re-elected  in  1916.    Resides  at  Kennett,  in  Dunklin  county. 

ORIN  PATTERSON,  Twenty -third  circuit,  Division  No.  2  (Republican).— Born  in  Web- 
ster county,  Missouri,  February  7,  1873.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  at 
Drury  College  and  at  George  Washington  University  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1896  and  practiced  his  profession  up  to  the  time  of  his  election  as  circuit  judge  in 
November,  1918. 

GUY  D.  KIRBY,  Twenty-third  circuit,  Division  No.  1  (Democrat). — Was  born  at 
Springfield,  1873;  was  educated  in  public  schools  and  at  Drury  College.  Began  the  practice 
of  law  at  Springfield  in  1900;  continued  to  practice  at  Springfield  until  November,  1910, 
at  which  time  he  was  elected  circuit  judge.  He  was  re-elected  in  1916  for  six  years.  He  is 
Unmarried. 

CHARLES  L.  HENSON,  Twenty-fourth  circuit  (Democrat). — Was  born  September 
29,  1877,  in  Stone  county,  Missouri.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Galena  and 
Marionville;  attended  Marionville  College  and  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  Mis- 
souri University  in  1901.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1900.  Was  married  at  Mt.  Vernon 
Mo.,  June  14,  1905,  to  Miss  Grace  D.  Brumback.  Was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of 
Lawrence  county  in  1910  and  circuit  judge  in  1916  for  a  term  of  six  years.  He  lives  at 
Mt.  Vernon. 

JOSEPH  D.  PERKINS,  Twenty-fifth  circuit,  Division  No.  1,  Carthage  (Democrat). — 
Was  born  in  St.  Francois  county,  Missouri,  and  was  reared  on  a  farm  in  that  county.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  public  schools.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in  1877.  First  practiced 
law  at  Fredericktown,  Mo.;  was  prosecuting  attorney  of  Madison  county  for  four  years. 
Has  resided  in  Carthage  since  June,  1833,  and  is  now  serving  his  seventeenth  year  as  judge 
of  the  circuit  court.    He  is  a  widower,  and  has  three  sons,  Leland,  Carlyle  and  Marlin. 

GRANT  EMERSON,  Twenty-fifth  circuit,  Division  No.  2  (Republican). — Was  born 
in  Harrison  county,  Missouri,  February  4,  1873.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Harrison  county,  the  normal  schools  of  Chillicothe,  Mo.,  and  Valparaiso,  Ind., 
and  the  University  of  Missouri,  graduating  from  the  law  department  in  1897.  He  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Arrah  E.  Seal  of  Piedmont,  Mo.,  April  11,  1904.  He  was  elected 
circuit  judge  in  1918  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Judge  David  E.  Blair. 

B.  G.  THURMAN,  Twenty-sixth  circuit  (Democrat).— Born  in  Miller  county,  Mis- 
souri, June  25,  1851.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Morgan  county,  the 
high  schools  of  Dade  and  Polk  counties  and  the  Missouri  State  University,  graduating  from 
the  law  department  of  the  University  in  1873.  He  married  Miss  Lula  C.  Clark  of  Greenfield, 
Mo.,  November  12,  1879,  and  now  resides  at  Lamar.  His  two  children  are  Hal  C,  graduate 
of  the  academic  and  law  department  of  the  State  University  and  now  a  practicing  lawyer 
at  Muskogee,  and  Miss  Bess,  a  graduate  of  Christian  College,  Columbia.  Judge  Thurman 
has  been  actively  engaged  in  practicing  law  for  thirty-three  years,  and  has  participated  in 
much  of  the  important  litigation  in  Southwest  Missouri  in  the  state  and  federal  courts. 
He  has  filled  a  number  of  public  positions,  viz.:  Elected  prosecuting  attorney  in  1874  and 
1878;  State  Senator  in  1889;  appointed  member  of  Board  of  Curators  of  the  University  by 
Governor  Dockery;  was  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  School  of  Mines,  succeed- 
ing Dr.  John  D.  Vincil.  As  State  Senator  he  was  a  member  of  the  Statute  Revision  Com- 
mittee. He  was  elected  circuit  judge  in  1906  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Judge 
Shafer ;  was  re-elected  in  November,  1910,  for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  was  again  elected  in  1916. 

PETER  H.  HUCK,  Twenty-seventh  circuit  (Democrat). — Born  at  Zell,  Mo.,  May  2, 
1866;  educated  at  Cape  Girardeau  Normal  and  at  Christian  Brothers  College,  St.  Louis 
(class  of  1890);  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Ste.  Genevieve.  Mo.,  May  2,  1891;  taught  in  public 
schools  two  years;  served  four  years  as  prosecuting  attorney  and  an  unexpired  term  of  public 
administrator  of  Ste.  Genevieve  county.    He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature 
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in  1898  and  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  committee  for  the  revision  of  the  statutes  in  1899; 
was  re-elected  in  1900  and  appointed  by  Governor  Stephens  on  the  committee  to  visit  the 
state  institutions;  again  elected  to  the  Legislature  in  1902  and  in  1906;  re-elected  in  1908 
and  appointed  by  Governor  Folk  on  the  State  Auditing  Committee.  In  November,  1910, 
he  was  elected  circuit  judge  for  a  term  of  six  years,  being  re-elected  in  1916.  He  was  married 
November  14,  1898,  to  Miss  Annie  E.  Cox  at  Ste.  Genevieve,  Mo.,  where  they  now  reside. 

FRANK  P.  KELLY,  Twenty-eighth  circuit  (Democrat).— Born  in  St.  Louis  city, 
Mo.,  February  28,  1867.  He  was  educated  in  public  schools  of  Missouri  and  at  Cape  Gir- 
ardeau Normal.  Admitted  to  the  bar  at  Hillsboro,  Jefferson  county,  Missouri,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1893.  Elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Scott  county,  Missouri,  in  1898,  and  held  the 
office  for  eight  years.  Moved  to  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo.,  and  was  appointed  city  counselor 
for  a  term  of  two  years  in  September,  1909.  Elected  Judge  of  Twenty-eighth  judicial 
circuit  in  November,  1912,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Hon.  Chas.  B.  Faris,  which  term 
expired  December  31,  1916.  He  was  re-elected  in  1916  for  a  six-year  term.  Married  Mrs. 
Mary  Kuehnert  at  Benton,  Mo.,  September  5,  1899.    Resides  at  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo. 

CHARLES  A.  CALVIRD,  Twenty-ninth  circuit  (Democrat). — Moving  from  Virginia, 
his  parents  were  among  the  pioneers  of  St.  Clair  county,  where  he  was  born  April  27,  1854, 
receiving  his  education  in  the  common  schools  of  that  county.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
at  Clinton,  Mo.,  in  1875,  serving  as  mayor  and  city  attorney  of  Clinton.  He  was  married 
March  30,  1881,  to  Miss  Flavia  A.  Lindsay  at  Clinton,  where  he  still  resides.  Elected 
November,  1910,  and  re-elected  in  1916. 

HOPKINS  B.  SHAIN,  Thirtieth  circuit  (Democrat). — Is  a  native  Missourian,  born 
in  Macon  county,  Missouri,  September  27,  1860.  Judge  Shain  is  a  Missourian  from  a  long 
line  of  Missouri  ancestry.  His  father,  Captain  Ed.  C.  Shain,  sheriff  and  collector  of  Macon 
county,  Missouri,  1874  to  1878,  and  his  mother,  Emily  Bristow  Shain,  were  both  born  in 
Macon  county,  Missouri.  William  T.  Shain,  grandfather,  was  the  first  deputy  sheriff  of 
Macon  county,  Missouri,  when  that  county  extended  to  the  Iowa  line.  William  T.  Shain 
collected  the  first  taxes  in  that  county,  riding  horseback  over  a  vast  domain,  getting  $9.75 
in  silver  and  a  goodly  supply  of  pelts;  in  those  days  coon  skins  were  a  legal  tender  for  tax. 
Judge  Shain  received  his  education  in  the  common  schools  of  Missouri,  Christian  University, 
Canton,  Mo.,  and  Kirksville  Normal  School.  He  followed  teaching  for  a  number  of  years 
and  read  law  with  Judge  James  Ellison  of  the  Kansas  City  Court  of  Appeals  at  Kirksville, 
Mo.,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1885.  He  practiced  his  profession  in  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  and  Shelby  county,  Mo.,  and  in  1898  removed  from  Shelbyville,  Mo.,  to  Sedalia,  Mo., 
where  he  practiced  law  until  1910,  when  he  was  elected  judge  of  the  Thirtieth  judicial  circuit 
of  Missouri.  He  was  re-elected  in  1916.  In  the  year  1887  Hopkins  B.  Shain  and  Kate 
L.  Hockensmith  were  united  in  marriage  in  Macon  county,  Mo.  Judge  and  Mrs.  Shain 
have  six  living  children,  three  boys  and  three  girls.  His  two  older  sons,  Edward  C.  and 
Matson  H.,  and  his  daughter's  husband,  Captain  W.  H.  Beckemeyer,  were  volunteers 
shortly  after  declaration  of  war  with  Germany  and  served  throughout  the  war,  Ed.  C. 
with  122nd  Field  Artillery,  58th  B.,  33rd;  Matson,  C.  P.  O.,  U.  S.  S.  Mallory,  and  Captain 
Beckemeyer,  surgeon,  now  stationed  at  Hospital  No.  3,  Baltimore,  Md. 

FRED  STEWART,  Thirty-first  judicial  circuit  (Republican). — Was  born  in  Jasper 
county,  January  16,  1874.  He  received  his  education  in  the  common  schools  and  in  the 
Douglas  County  Normal.  Taught  school  for  several  years,  and  in  1898  was  elected  circuit 
clerk  of  Douglas  county  and  served  four  years.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1901  and  in  1902 
was  elected  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Douglas  county,  serving  for  ten  years.  Was  elected 
circuit  judge  in  1916  for  a  six-year  term.  Was  married  January  23,  1895  in  Douglas  county, 
Mo.,  to  Miss  Fannie  Davis.  To  this  union  three  children  were  born.  He  resides  at 
Ava. 

RANSOM  ALBERT  BREUER,  Thirty-second  circuit  (Republican).— Born  at  Red 
Bird,  Gasconade  county,  February  22,  1870.  Attended  the  common  schools  and  the  high 
schools  and  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  the  Washington  University  June  16, 
1898.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  April  15,  1898.  He  taught  school  in  the  public  schools 
of  Missouri  for  eight  years;  served  two  terms  as  prosecuting  attorney  and  two  terms  as  col- 
lector of  the  revenue  of  Gasconade  county;  was  elected  to  the  circuit  bench  November,  1910, 
for  a  term  of  six  years.  He  was  married  in  St.  Louis  to  Miss  Josephine  P.  Kragle  of  Maries 
county  June  6,  1897.  Resides  at  Hermann.  Elected  judge  of  the  Thirty-second  judicial 
circuit  in  November,  1910,  and  was  re-elected  in  1916  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

ALMON  ING,  Thirty-third  circuit  (Republican). — Was  born  near  Mount  Vernon, 
Posey  county,  Indiana,  June  14,  1870.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Wayne 
county,  Mo.,  and  at  Hale's  College  and  at  Wayne  Academy  at  Piedmont,  Mo.  Was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1898,  and  married  November  30,  1899,  at  Greenville,  Mo.,  to  Miss 
Clara  B.  Rowland.  He  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Wayne  county  in  1904;  moved 
to  Butler  county  in  1909;  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  Butler  county  in  1910  and  1912; 
elected  to  the  Legislature  in  1914  and  elected  circuit  judge  in  1918.  He  was  chairman  of 
the  exemption  board  of  Division  No.  3  of  the  Eastern  district  of  Missouri  under  the  selective 
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service  law.  He  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  acted  in  the  interests  of  the  Republican 
party.    His  home  is  at  Poplar  Bluff,  Mo. 

DAVID  H.  HARRIS,  Thirty-fourth  circuit  (Democrat). — A  native  Missourian,  born 
in  Boone  county  June  21,  1866;  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  at  the  State 
University;  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1887.  He  was  captain  of  Company  B,  First  Battalion 
(unattached),  N.  G.  M.,  and  subsequently  recruited  a  company  for  the  Spanish- American 
war.  He  served  as  city  attorney  of  Fulton  in  1893  and  1894;  was  elected  prosecuting  at- 
torney of  Callaway  county  in  1895  and  served  four  terms;  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Revision  Commission  of  1909-1910  and  made  chairman  of  that  body.  Was  elected  circuit 
judge  in  November,  1910,  for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  was  re-elected  in  1916.  He  lives  at 
Fulton,  and  is  unmarried. 

EDGAR  B.  WOOLFOLK,  Thirty-fifth  circuit  (Democrat).— Resides  at  Troy,  Mo. 
He  practiced  law  at  Troy,  Mo.,  since  his  admission  to  the  bar  at  the  spring  term  of  the  Lin- 
coln County  Circuit  Court  in  the  year  1890  until  he  was  elected  judge  of  the  Thirty-fifth 
circuit  in  November,  1912.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  St.  Charles, 
Lincoln  and  Montgomery  counties,  and  at  the  Troy  Collegiate  Institute  at  Troy,  Mo.  He 
married  Miss  Mary  Norton  of  Troy,  Mo.,  on  November  25,  1891.  He  has  one  child,  Norton 
A.  Woolfolk.  He  has  held  the  following  offices:  Prosecuting  attorney  of  Lincoln  county  for 
two  terms,  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Missouri  from  Lincoln  county  in  the  Fortieth  and 
Forty-first  General  Assemblies;  elected  judge  of  the  Thirty-fifth  judicial  circuit  in  November, 
1912,  and  re-elected  as  judge  of  said  circuit  in  November,  1918. 

ARCH  B.  DAVIS,  Thirty-sixth  circuit  (Republican). — Resides  at  Chillicothe;  was 
born  at  Utica,  Livingston  county,  Missouri,  June  29,  1870,  and  has  been  a  resident  of  this 
state  since  his  birth;  he  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Livingston  county  and  at 
Avalon  College;  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Chillicothe  in  September,  1887;  married  at  Utica  in 
August,  1889,  to  Miss  Florence  A.  Warren;  from  1896  until  his  appointment  as  judge  he  was 
associated  in  the  practice  with  his  father  and  brother  under  the  firm  name  of  J.  M.  Davis 
&  Sons.  For  more  than  twenty  years  he  was  engaged  extensively  in  the  practice  of  law 
throughout  North  and  Northwestern  Missouri,  and  participated  in  much  of  the  important 
litigation  in  that  part  of  the  state;  he  was  nominated  by  the  Republicans  at  the  primary 
in  1908  for  Judge  of  the  Kansas  City  Court  of  Appeals,  but  was  defeated;  was  appointed 
by  Governor  Hadley  judge  of  the  Thirty-sixth  circuit,  when  the  circuit  was  created  by  the 
Forty-fifth  General  Assembly,  and  elected  to  that  office  in  November,  1910,  for  a  term  of 
six  years,  being  re-elected  in  1916. 

N.  M.  PETTINGILL,  Thirty-seventh  circuit,  Memphis  (Democrat). — Was  born  at 
Monmouth.  Me.,  March  24,  1851.  He  was  educated  at  Wesleyan  Seminary  and  Bowdoin 
College  in  Maine.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Pike  county,  Missouri,  in  1879.  He  was 
prosecuting  attorney  of  Scotland  county,  1881  to  1884;  probate  judge,  1891-1898,  and 
presidential  elector  for  the  First  district  at  November  election,  1912.  He  married  Miss 
Bertha  Detrich  at  Memphis,  Mo.,  in  1883.  He  was  appointed  by  Governor  Elliott  W.  Major 
judge  of  the  Thirty-seventh  judicial  circuit,  under  the  act  creating  the  Thirty-seventh  circuit, 
and  in  1914  he  was  elected  to  succeed  himself. 

STERLING  H.  McCARTY,  Thirty-eighth  circuit  (Democrat). — Was  born  January 
8,  1876,  at  Henderson,  Ky.  He  received  his  education  in  the  Cape  Girardeau  Normal, 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy  and  the  law  department  of  Washington  University  at  St.  Louis.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1903.  He  is  single  and  resides  at  Caruthersville.  He  served  as  a 
volunteer  in  the  Spanish- American  war.  He  was  county  school  commissioner,  judge  of 
probate  court  and  twice  a  Representative  in  the  Legislature.  He  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Major  as  judge  of  the  Thirty-eighth  judicial  circuit,  a  new  circuit  created  by  the  Forty- 
eighth  General  Assembly.  His  term  expired  January  1,  1917,  but  in  November,  1916,  he 
was  elected  to  serve  a  six-year  term. 


JUDGES  OF  CRIMINAL  COURTS. 

RALPH  S.  LATSHAW,  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court  of  Jackson  county,  Division  No. 
1,  Kansas  City  (Democrat).— Was  born  in  Ontario,  Canada,  October  7,  1865.  He  received 
his  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Kansas  City  and  at  the  Georgetown  College 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.  He  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Nellie  Lewers  in  Kansas 
City  March  20,  1889.  He  received  the  Democratic  nomination  for  judge  of  the  Criminal 
Court  of  Jackson  county  at  the  August,  1908,  primary;  at  the  succeeding  November  elec- 
tion was  elected  to  that  office,  and  was  re-elected  in  1910  and  1916.  Although  Mr.  Latshaw 
has  always  taken  an  active  interest  in  politics,  he  had  never  before  1908  been  a  candidate 
for  public  office. 

EDWARD  E.  PORTERFIELD  (Democrat),  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court,  Division 
No.  2  of  Jackson  county,  was  born  at  Martinsburg,  Berkeley  county,  Virginia,  now  West 
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Virginia,  March  29,  1861.  He  received  his  education  at  Franklin  and  Marshall  College, 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  has  resided  in  Missouri  since  1886,  coming  to  this  state  from  Martins- 
burg,  W.  Va.  He  married  Miss  Julia  L.  Chick,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  S.  Chick, 
in  Kansas  City  October  9,  1889,  and  has  practiced  law  in  Kansas  City  twenty-three  years. 
In  1904  he  was  appointed  by  the  mayor  a  member  of  the  board  of  public  works  of  Kansas 
City  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  on  April  2,  1907,  Governor  Folk  appointed  him  judge  for 
a  new  division  of  the  Sixteenth  Circuit,  created  by  the  Legislature  of  1907.  At  the  November, 
1908,  and  1914  elections  he  was  elected  a  Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  circuit  for  a  term  of  six 
years,  by  virtue  of  which  office  he  is  Judge  of  Division  No.  2  of  the  Criminal  Court  of  Jackson 
county.  In  January,  1909,  at  an  election  held  by  the  eight  circuit  judges  of  the  Sixteenth 
circuit,  he  was  chosen  judge  of  the  juvenile  court,  which  office  has  since  been  abolished. 

CHAUNCEY  J.  KRUEGER,  Judge  of  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Criminal  Correction, 
Division  No.  2  (Republican). — Was  born  in  St.  Louis  county  November  30,  1877.  His 
parents  were  farmers  and  are  still  farmers  at  Fenton,  St.  Louis  county.  Came  to  St.  Louis 
September  25,  1901;  ssrved  as  deputy  clerk  in  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Criminal  Correction 
from  1906  to  1910;  was  elected  justice  of  the  peace,  Fourth  district;  served  from  1910  to  1914 
at  1007  Chestnut  street,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  during  which  period  he  studied  law  at  the  Benton 
College  of  Law  and  graduated  June,  1912,  and  was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law  the  same 
month;  was  elected  judge  of  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Criminal  Correction,  November  election, 
1916,  and  is  serving  at  the  present  time.  Married  Jesse  E.  Huber  November  10,  1905; 
no  children;  residence,  2283  South  Kingshighway.  Member  of  the  St.  Louis  Bar  Association, 
State  Bar  Association,  National  Bar  Association.

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION. 

The  Smith- Hughes  act  providing  federal  aid  for  vocational  education  became  law  on 
February  23,  1917.  The  Forty -ninth  General  Assembly  of  Missouri  accepted  the  provi- 
sion of  the  federal  act  and  designated  the  State  Board  of  Education  as  the  administrative 
body  to  direct  and  control  vocational  education  in  Missouri. 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  expenses  of  administration  and  to  match  the  federal 
moneys  apportioned  to  the  state  for  the  biennial  period  1917-19.  Plans  were  adopted  and 
local  district  moneys  used  in  matching  the  federal  moneys  and  for  administrative  purposes. 

During  that  biennial  period  nearly  all  lines  of  work  were  started.  Eleven  Missouri 
high  schools  introduced  vocational  home  economics;  six  introduced  vocational  agricul- 
ture, and  the  three  large  cities  established  trade  schools,  evening  schools  and  part-time 
schools.    Our  State  University  did  some  work  in  training  teachers  of  vocational  subjects. 

The  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $205,820.75  to  match  the  federal  moneys 
for  the  biennial  period  1919-20  and  for  administrative  purposes,  and  enacted  a  compulsory 
part-time  school  law  providing  that  all  school  districts,  in  which  twenty-five  or  more  em- 
ployment certificates  are  issued  under  the  compulsory  attendance  law,  shall  establish  a  part- 
time  school  for  all  employed  children  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  and  for  all 
employed  children  between  sixteen  and  eighteen  who  have  not  completed  the  elementary 
school  course. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  organized  for  the  administration  of  this  work  by  elect- 
ing Superintendent  S.  A.  Baker  executive  officer  of  the  board  and  the  following  adminis- 
trative staff: 

W.  T.  Carrington,  state  director  of  vocational  education. 
Paul  W.  Chapman,  supervisor  of  vocational  agriculture. 
Regina  J.  Friant,  supervisor  of  vocational  home  economics. 
A.  G.  Norris,  supervisor  of  trades  and  industries. 

About  twenty  of  the  larger  cities  and  towns  of  the  state  have  arranged  to  comply 
with  the  compulsory  part-time  school  law.  The  three  large  cities  have  perfected  much 
better  organizations  to  promote  trade  schools  and  evening  schools.  More  than  thirty  high 
schools  will  have  vocational  home  economics  when  schools  open  September,  1919,  and 
about  forty  high  schools  will  have  vocational  agriculture. 
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INSPECTION  AND  CLASSIFICATION  OF  HIGH  SCHOOLS 
OF  MISSOURI. 

(By  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  Sam  A.  Baker.) 

Classification  of  High  Schools. 

Sec.  10923.  Classification  of  High  Schools — Work  to  be  Accredited. — The  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  shall  have  authority  to  classify  the  public  high  schools  in 
the  state  into  first,  second  and  third  classes,  and  shall  prescribe  minimum  courses  of  study 
for  each  class:  Provided,  that  no  school  shall  be  classed  as  a  high  school  of  the  first  class 
which  does  not  maintain  a  four  years'  course  of  standard  work  in  English,  mathematics, 
science  and  history  for  a  term  of  at  least  nine  months  in  the  year,  and  which  does  not  em- 
ploy the  entire  time  of  at  least  three  approved  teachers  in  high  school  work;  that  no  school 
shall  be  classed  as  a  high  school  of  the  second  class  which  does  not  maintain  a  three  years' 
course  of  standard  work  in  English,  mathematics,  science  and  history  for  a  term  of  at  least 
nine  months  in  the  year,  and  which  does  not  employ  the  entire  time  of  at  least  two  approved 
teachers  in  high  school  work;  that  no  school  shall  be  classed  as  a  high  school  of  the  third 
class  which  does  not  maintain  a  two  years'  course  of  standard  work  in  English,  mathemat- 
ics, science  and  history  for  a  term  of  at  least  eight  months  in  the  year,  and  which  does  not 
employ  the  entire  time  of  at  least  one  approved  teacher  in  high  school  work.  All  work 
completed  in  an  accredited  high  school  shall  be  given  full  credit  in  requirements  for  en- 
trance to  and  classification  in  any  educational  institution  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
state  appropriations.    (Laws  1903,  p.  264,  re-enacted,  Laws  1909,  p.  770.) 

High  School  Inspection. 

Sec.  10924.  High  School  Inspection  by  State  Superintendent. — For  the  purpose 
of  classifying  high  schools  and  having  their  work  accredited  by  higher  educational  insti- 
tutions, the  State  Superintendent  of  Pubhc  Schools  shall,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  inspect 
and  examine  any  high  school  making  application  for  classification,  and  he  shall  prescribe 
rules  and  regulations  governing  such  inspections  and  examinations,  and  keep  complete  rec- 
ord of  all  inspections,  examinations  and  recommendations  made.  He  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  publish  lists  of  classified  high  schools :  Provided,  he  may  drop  any  school  in  its  classi- 
fication if,  on  reinspection  or  re-examination,  he  finds  that  such  school  does  not  maintain 
the  required  standard  of  excellence.    (Laws  1903,  p.  265,  re-enacted,  Laws  1909,  p.  770.) 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  high  schools  in  the  state  is  shown  in  the  summary  that 
follows.  The  irregularity  of  the  change  is  striking.  The  causes  of  the  gain  of  29  for  1909 
and  the  contrasting  loss  of  6  for  1910  are  interesting  incentives  for  conjecture  or  guesswork. 
The  marked  increase  of  56  in  the  year  1913  might  without  altering  the  law  of  probability 
be  attributed  to  the  Wilson  high  school  aid  law  and  the  Buford  consolidation  law.  The 
next  especially  noticeable  increase  of  77  during  the  year  1916  must,  however,  fall  back  upon 
the  general  interest  in  an  effort  to  obtain  high  school  instruction  for  each  and  every  Mis- 
souri boy  and  girl.  A  high  school  for  every  community,  rural  and  urban  alike,  is  the  un- 
questionable result  of  the  present  educational  trend.  There  are  74  unclassified  high  schools 
reported  below;  in  addition  to  which  there  are  some  schools  offering  high  school  work  not 
reported.  As  the  74  are  visited,  encouraged  and  classified,  the  now  unknown  will  fill  up 
the  ranks;  thus  the  gradual  increase  will  continue.  These  schools,  not  visited  because  of 
lack  of  inspectors'  time,  could  be  directed  into  the  list  of  classified  schools.

AGRICULTURE,  STATE  BOARD  OF. 

The  Missouri  State  Board  of  Agriculture  now  occupies  its  new  and  permanent  home, 
extending  across  the  full  length  of  the  west  end  of  the  first  floor  in  the  new  state  capitol  in 
Jefferson  City — rooms  107  to  112,  inclusive.  The  board  is  known  and  recognized  as  "The 
State  Agricultural  Department." 

The  board,  on  June  14,  1917,  by  practically  a  unanimous  vote,  decided  to  move  from 
Columbia  to  the  new  capitol  at  Jefferson  City,  when  completed,  in  keeping  with  the  definite 
suggestion  as  well  as  the  general  "good  business"  recommendation  of  Governor  Frederick 

D.  Gardner  that  all  of  the  state's  executive  departments  be  housed  together,  insofar  as  prac- 
ticable.   The  removal  was  made  on  September  15,  1917. 

The  board  and  the  College  of  Agriculture  continue  to  co-operate  in  the  same  spirit  and 
manner  in  all  work  the  same  as  before,  including  Farmers'  Week,  which  is  held  annually 
as  usual  in  Columbia.    For  1920  the  Farmers'  Week  date  is  January  19-23. 

This  board  was  created  by  law  on  March  13,  1865,  and  is  now  composed  of  sixteen 
appointive  members,  who  serve  without  pay,  in  conjunction  with  the  ex  officio  members — 
the  Governor,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  dean  of  the  College  of  Agricul- 
ture. This  is  the  fifty-fourth  year  of  this  state  agricultural  department,  which  is  better 
known  for  practical  service  today  than  ever  before  in  its  splendid  history. 

The  Governor  appoints  one  member  from  each  congressional  district  for  four  years, 
and  four  members'  terms  expire  each  year.  The  officers — president,  vice-president,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer — are  elected  every  four  years.  The  State  Veterinarian,  deputy  veterina- 
rians, Dairy  Commissioner  and  State  Apiary  Inspector,  are  selected  by  the  board.  The  law 
provides  for  an  assistant  secretary,  but  on  the  recommendation  of  the  secretary  this  position 
has  during  1918  and  1919  been  left  vacant  in  the  interest  of  business  administration. 

Among  the  duties  of  the  state  board  and  its  official  servants  may  be  mentioned:  (1) 
the  control  of  diseases  of  live  stock,  covering  a  veterinary  service  of  more  than  two  hundred 
deputies,  headed  by  State  Veterinarian  Dr.  D.  F.  Luckey;  (2)  dairying,  in  charge  of  Mr. 

E.  G.  Bennett,  State  Dairy  Commissioner;  (3)  the  farmers'  institute  work,  with  Mr.  Jewell 
Mayes  as  director,  and  Mr.  J.  Kelly  Wright  as  regular  field  lecturer,  with  special  helpers; 
(4)  apiary  inspection,  with  no  special  appropriation  for  1919-1920;  (5)  monthly  farm  bulletin 
service;  (6)  co-operative  crop  reporting  service;  (7)  semi-monthly  publication  service;  (8) 
year  books;  (9)  farm  statistics;  (10)  agricultural  publicity  bureau;  (11)  the  model  pure  seed 
law,  effective  January  1,  1920;  (12)  new  state  bureau  of  marketing;  (13)  the  new  farm  census 
department;  (14)  the  new  commercial  mixed  feed  inspection  law,  controlling  the  labeling 
and  proper  sale  of  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  mixed  feeds  in  this  state;  (15)  co-operative 
hog  cholera  control;  (16)  co-operative  tuberculosis  control;  (17)  immigration  service;  (18) 
live  stock  inspection;  (19)  calf  club  work. 

The  board's  calf  club  movement,  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  E.  G.  Bennett,  is  doing  a  practical 
and  definite  service,  along  with  the  eighteen  other  sub-departments.  This  state  agricultural 
department  is  the  legally  constituted  organization  and  authority  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
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practical  interests  of  agriculture,  especially  in  executive,  regulatory  and  promotional  fields. 
To  understand  what  the  board  is  regularly  and  really  doing  is  to  appreciate  its  worth  and  its 
work — modeled,  as  it  is,  after  the  Board  of  Agriculture  of  England.  Employes  are  engaged 
without  reference  to  politics. 

The  board  has  other  incidental  activities,  but  mention  need  not  here  be  made  in  detail 
of  each  separate  line  of  state  service.  Under  the  law  the  board  is  legally  the  advisory  council 
of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  but  authority  in  this  regard  does  not  extend  to  the  degree  of 
power  as  to  dictating  policies  and  management,  which  latter  duty  vests  in  the  Board  of 
Curators  of  the  University  of  Missouri. 

The  Missouri  State  Fair  at  Sedalia  is  in  charge  of  this  board,  acting  with  a  separate 
president,  Judge  E.  E.  Swink  (who  is  a  member),  and  with  a  secretary,  Mr.  Ernest  G.  By- 
lander,  who  is  not  a  member  of  this  board.  The  State  Fair  (with  offices  at  Sedalia)  is  a  big 
and  very  important  institution,  and  this  board  is  the  legal  directorate  that  successfully 
manages  this  million-dollar  property,  which  is  truly  a  wonderfully  effective  booster  for  Mis- 
souri as  a  leading  live  stock  state  which  is  rich  in  resources  and  opportunities  both  for  the 
investor  and  the  home-builder.

FOOD  AND  DRUG  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  enacted  a  number  of  measures  strengthening  the  food 
and  drug  laws  and  amending  the  old  laws  in  a  number  of  instances. 

Three  bills  were  passed  forbidding  adulteration  and  misbranding  of  foods  and  drugs, 
carrying  with  them  penalties. 

The  uniform  good  egg  law  was  passed  providing  for  the  regulation  of  traffic  in  eggs, 
for  the  licensing  of  dealers  in  eggs,  preventing  fraud  and  misrepresentation  in  dealing  in  eggs, 
preventing  the  sale  of  eggs  unfit  for  human  food,  with  penalty  for  violation. 

An  act  was  passed  controlling  egg  breaking  and  manufacturers  of  egg  products  es- 
tablishments, requiring  an  inspection  of  egg  breaking  establishments  and  a  permit  fee  to  en- 
gage in  the  business  of  egg  breaking  or  manufacture  of  egg  products. 

The  new  ice  cream  law  gives  the  people  of  Missouri  a  legal  definition  for  ice  cream; 
requires  permits  to  engage  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream;  provides  for  the  inspec- 
tion and  grading  of  factories,  plants,  buildings,  premises  and  equipment  and  method  of  con- 
ducting the  business  of  ice  cream  manufacturers;  provides  for  a  permit  fee  of  $100.00  to  man- 
ufacture ice  cream  for  sale  at  wholesale  or  retail,  and  a  permit  fee  of  $5.00  for  manufacturing 
ice  cream  for  sale  at  retail. 

Fixing  the  term  of  office  of  the  State  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner  to  expire  on  the 
first  day  of  June,  1923.  The  tenure  of  office  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner  shall  be  the  same 
as  that  of  the  State  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner.  The  State  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner, 
his  deputy  or  any  inspectors  designated  by  him,  shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  ex- 
penses incurred  in  attendance  upon  any  meeting  of  food  and  drug  officials  held  anywhere 
in  the  United  States. 

The  powers  of  the  Commissioner  were  enlarged  and  strengthened  in  an  act  authorizing 
the  State  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner  to  close  any  building  or  place,  dining  car,  or  re- 
frigerator car  or  cold  storage  plant  or  warehouse,  hotel  dining  room  or  kitchen,  or  any  other 
place  where  foods  and  drinks  are  manufactured,  stored,  sold  or  prepared  for  sale,  where  such 
place  is  found  to  be  insanitary,  and  keep  said  place  closed  until  the  cause  or  causes  for 
closing  same  have  been  removed  or  abated,  and  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  violate  any  order  made  by  the  said  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner  pursuant  to 
this  act.

FRUIT  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

Established  by  the  Fortieth  General  Assembly.  Board  of  three  trustees  appointed  by 
the  Governor  for  a  term  of  six  years,  at  a  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum  and 
necessary  traveling  expenses.  Manager  and  director  appointed  by  the  board;  compensation, 
$2,000  per  annum.  Located  at  Mountain  Grove,  Wright  county.  The  orchards  and  grounds 
comprise  190  acres  of  land,  which  was  donated  by  the  citizens  of  Mountain  Grove.  Experi- 
ments are  conducted  with  the  different  fruits  as  to  adaptability  of  the  different  varieties  to 
soil  and  climate,  methods  of  pruning,  cultivating,  fertilizing,  and  the  control  of  insects  and 
fungous  diseases.  The  test  orchards  have  been  extended  until  there  is  now  the  largest  col- 
lection of  varieties  of  the  different  fruits  in  this  country.  Several  medals  were  awarded  the 
station  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  on  varieties  of  apples.  In  our  apple-breeding  work, 
crossing  Ben  Davis  and  Jonathan,  we  were  awarded  a  medal  of  honor  at  the  Panama-Pacific 
Exposition  and  a  Wilder  medal  by  the  American  Pomological  Society.  Those  seedlings 
that  have  stood  the  test  in  the  original  form  are  now  being  planted  in  the  variety  orchard  for 
testing  under  ordinary  orchard  conditions.  The  knowledge  gained  from  the  work  of  the 
station  is  imparted  to  the  public  through  public  demonstrations  and  through  bulletins  that 
are  issued  from  time  to  time.    (Trustees  hold  over  until  successors  are  appointed.)

The  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  was  established  by  an  act  approved  May  6,  1909,  which 
requires  the  immediate  registration  of  all  births  and  deaths  and  the  compilation  of  permanent 
statistics.  The  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  the  State  Registrar  of  Vital  Sta- 
tistics.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  there  was  enacted  what  was  known  as  the  McCullough- 
Morgan  amendments  to  the  law  creating  a  State  Highway  Department,  which  was  passed 
at  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  and  commonly  known  as  the  Hawes  road  law. 

In  addition  to  re-establishing  a  bipartisan  board  of  four  members  and  a  state  highway 
engineer  and  two  assistants,  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  amendments  was  to  create  an  addi- 
tional office  known  as  State  Highway  Superintendent  and  ex  officio  secretary  of  the  board, 
and  to  provide  funds,  a  part  of  which  is  from  the  state  and  the  balance  federal,  to  be  distrib- 
uted among  the  various  counties  of  the  state,  without  cost  to  the  counties,  at  the  rate  of 
$1,200  per  mile,  including  survey. 

The  amendments  also  provide  that  the  State  and  Federal  Government  shall  co-operate 
with  the  counties,  civil  subdivisions  and  interested  parties  and  pay  one-half  of  the  cost 
above  $1,200  per  mile  in  the  building  of  a  road  suitable  to  the  communities,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  volume  of  traffic,  maintenance,  cost  of  construction  and  needs  of  the  com- 
munity. 

The  amendments  further  provide  that  the  State  Highway  Board,  through  its  engineering 
department,  shall  survey,  or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  at  least  6,000  miles  of  state  road  within 
a  three-year  period;  the  cost  of  such  survey  shall  be  deducted  from  the  $1,200  per  mile  that 
is  appropriated  to  the  various  counties,  and  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  mile 
on  the  average. 

The  department  has  divided  the  state  into  six  engineering  divisions,  and  a  division 
engineer  has  been  appointed  for  each  division,  whose  residence  is  found  below,  the  purpose 
of  which  is  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  work  in  the  state  and  have  some  one  represent 
the  department  as  near  as  possible  to  the  work  in  order  to  expedite  the  surveys  and  the  build- 
ing of  roads. 

Early  in  July,  1919,  the  engineering  department  placed  six  surveying  parties  of  ten 
men  each  at  work  surveying  the  authorized  roads,  and  they  will  work  continuously  for  the 
next  eighteen  months.  The  state  survey  parties  will  take  care  of  the  counties  that  are  not 
able  or  willing  to  handle  their  road  surveying  themselves.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  new 
road  law,  the  counties  may  contract  with  the  private  engineering  firms  to  do  the  required 
surveying  if  they  do  not  wish  to  wait  for  the  regular  State  Highway  Department  surveyors, 
but  if  the  work  is  done  by  private  concerns,  it  must  meet  the  approval  of  State  Engineer 
Graham  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Public  Roads. 

The  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $200,000  annually  for  the  purpose  of 
dragging  inter-county  seat  roads,  of  which  there  are  approximately  11,500  miles  in  the  state. 
This  money  is  distributed  among  the  114  counties  and  the  city  of  St.  Louis  at  about  $15.00 
per  mile  per  year. 

The  purpose  of  the  amendments  providing  for  $1,200  per  mile  for  at  least  two  roads  in 
a  county — one  north  and  south  and  the  other  east  and  west — and  not  less  than  fifty  miles 
of  such  roads  are  twofold,  namely:  first,  to  secure  an  equitable  and  fair  distribution  of  the 
state  and  federal  aid  road  fund  allotted  to  Missouri;  second,  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
a  road,  or  roads,  in  each  of  the  one  hundred  fourteen  counties  of  the  state  as  to  leave  a  con- 
crete example  of  an  improved  road  in  all  sections  of  the  state. 

The  board  has  the  power,  at  its  discretion,  if  a  county,  subdivision  or  interested  parties 
refuse  to  provide  funds  above  $1,200  per  mile  to  build  state  roads  in  a  county,  to  build  less 
mileage  than  provided  for  in  the  6,000  miles  system,  using  the  entire  amount  of  funds  allotted 
to  said  county  on  a  less  mileage,  in  order  to  build  a  state  road  that  will  meet  the  requirements 
and  needs  of  the  community — one  that  will  be  substantial  in  character  and  will  protect  and 
preserve  the  original  investment. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  assist  counties  in  building  roads  of  such  a  type  as 
are  necessary  for  the  needs  of  the  community,  which  means  that  the  department  will  par- 
ticipate in  the  improvement  of  a  high  type  of  road  where  the  traffic  warrants  it  and  in  the 
building  of  a  cheaper  road  where  the  traffic  demands  are  not  so  great. 

All  funds  arising  from  fees  charged  for  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles,  from  the  sale 
of  option  stamps,  corporation  registration  fees,  all  sums  accruing  to  the  state  from  any 
general  or  special  levy  of  taxes,  license  taxes  or  inspection  fees  for  the  road  purposes,  go 
into  and  constitute  a  "state  road  fund."  From  this  must  be  paid  the  administrative  ex- 
penses of  the  State  Highway  Department,  the  cost  of  dragging  inter-county  seat  roads,  and 
the  balance  will  be  used  in  matching  federal  money  in  the  construction  of  the  two  state  roads 
authorized  in  each  county  in  the  state  by  the  new  road  law. 

The  department  will  have  at  its  command,  to  be  spent  within  a  period  of  three  years, 
about  $13,500,000,  of  which  $7,200,000  is  appropriated  to  take  care  of  the  $1,200  per  mile 
provision  of  the  law  for  not  less  than  50  miles  of  state  road  in  each  county.  The  remaining 
$5,500,000  or  $6,000,000  will  be  used  to  take  care  of  one-half  of  the  cost  of  roads  above 
$1,200  a  mile  and  to  provide  funds  to  match  dollar  for  dollar  on  other  roads  not  in  the  6,000 
mile  system  that  the  State  Highway  Department  may  approve. 
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Under  the  new  road  law,  all  improved  roads,  whether  dirt,  gravel,  macadam  or  paved, 
must  meet  the  approval  of  the  State  Highway  Department  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads.  All  of  them  must  be  built  under  the  jurisdiction  of  State  Highway  Engineer  Graham 
and  the  federal  inspectors,  who  will  have  absolute  control  of  all  constructive  work. 

The  road  equipment  which  the  federal  government  has  donated  to  the  State  Highway 
Department  will  hasten  the  road  building  program  in  Missouri.  When  the  war  ended  the 
government  was  in  possession  of  a  vast  number  of  trucks  and  tractors,  and  these  were  allotted 
to  the  different  states  for  use  in  constructing  state  roads  under  state  and  federal  aid.  Almost 
1,000  tractors  and  trucks,  besides  a  lot  of  surveying  equipment,  have  been  allotted  to  Mis- 
souri, and  they  have  been  shipped  to  the  six  division  engineers  for  distribution  among  the 
counties.  To  get  these  trucks  and  tractors  for  use  in  road  building  a  county  was  required 
to  pay  the  loading,  unloading,  freight  and  maintenance  charges. 

There  was  such  widespread  road  building  interest  in  Missouri  after  the  passage  of  the 
new  road  law  that  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  decided  to  open  an  office  in  Jefferson 
City  to  take  immediate  care  of  all  projects  for  state  and  federal  aid  submitted  by  the  coun- 
ties. Mr.  H.  H.  Lotter,  who  has  been  with  the  department  six  years,  was  appointed  resident 
engineer.

HORTICULTURE,  STATE  BOARD  OF.

MISSOURI  LIBRARY  COMMISSION. 

Created  by  an  act  of  the  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly.  Members  serve  without 
compensation  and  hold  office  six  years,  terms  expiring  in  alternation  biennially.  The 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  and  the  president  of  the  State  University  are  members 
ex  officio.  First  commissioners  appointed  by  Gov.  Joseph  W.  Folk,  June,  1907.  Depart- 
ment organized  October  15,  1907. 
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Purpose — The  Missouri  Library  Commission  acts  as  a  central  bureau  of  information 
on  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  libraries  throughout  the  State  of  Missouri.  It 
co-operates  with  the  towns  and  cities  having  no  public  libraries  with  a  view  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  local  institutions.  It  advises  with  existing  libraries  (school,  college  and  public) 
as  to  the  most  efficient  methods  of  developing  their  usefulness.  It  operated  a  system  of 
traveling  libraries  among  the  small  towns  and  rural  communities  of  the  state.  As  cus- 
todian of  the  library  of  the  General  Assembly  (created  by  the  Forty-fifth  General  Assembly) 
it  conducts  a  legislative  reference  department,  which  furnishes  to  the  members  of  each  suc- 
cessive assembly  information  and  data  on  subjects  of  legislative  enactment  under  discussion.

MISCELLANEOUS  DEPARTMENTS. 
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STATE  GRAIN  WAREHOUSE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  office  of  State  Grain  Warehouse  Commissioner  was  created  by  legislative  act, 
effective  April  15,  1913,  and  the  Commissioner  has  the  administration  of  the  grain  in- 
spection and  weighing  laws  of  the  state,  which  apply  to  cities  of  not  less  than  seventy-five 
thousand  population,  and  are,  therefore,  applicable  to  the  cities  of  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City 
and  St.  Joseph. 

State  grain  inspection  and  weighing  was  established  by  law  in  Missouri  for  the  prin- 
cipal terminal  markets  in  the  year  1889,  and  until  the  legislative  act  of  April  15,  1913,  sep- 
arating the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  was  administered  by  that 
Board.  Since  that  date  it  has  been  known  as  the  State  Grain  Warehouse  Department. 
This  Department  is  today  one  of  the  largest  and  most  important  in  the  State  and  the  business 
is  increasing  from  year  to  year  with  the  increasing  yield  of  grain  in  Missouri  and  adjoining 
States.  The  splendid  terminal  grain  markets  of  Missouri,  situated  centrally  and  most 
favorably  for  railroad  facilities  and  commercial  interests,  to  the  great  grain-producing  states, 
are  drawing  the  trade  in  rapidly  increasing  volume,  and  Missouri  terminal  markets  now  rank 
among  the  leading  primary  grain  markets  of  the  United  States. 

The  State  Grain  Inspection  and  Weighing  Department  is  keeping  pace  with  the  growing 
grain  business  of  the  State's  terminal  markets  and  is  extending  the  official  service  outside  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  to  give  important  country  elevator  and  milling  points  the  now 
recognized  advantages  and  benefits  of  state  inspection  and  weighing  of  grain.  In  addition 
to  maintaining  an  efficient  and  adequate  force  of  inspectors,  samplers  and  weighers  in  the 
terminal  markets  of  the  state,  as  required  by  law,  the  great  benefits  of  the  official  service 
are  being  extended  by  the  present  Warehouse  Commissioner  to  other  points  in  the  state. 
Within  the  past  year  state  grain  inspection  and  weighing  has  been  established,  by  request, 
at  the  following  places:  Sikeston,  Charleston,  Dexter,  Oran,  Jackson,  Maiden  and  Sweet 
Springs.  The  expense  in  maintaining  the  service  at  these  country  points  is  guaranteed  to 
the  Department  and  the  fees  earned  at  each  place  are  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries 
and  other  expenses  of  the  service,  and  the  state  derives  considerable  revenue,  in  the  course 
of  a  biennial  period,  from  these  inspection  points  outside  of  the  terminal  markets. 

The  State  Grain  Warehouse  Commissioner  is  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Senate.  His  term  is  for  four  years  and  expires  April  15,  1923.  Salary  of 
Commissioner  is  $4,500  per  year.  The  Chief  Grain  Inspector  of  the  state  is  appointed  by 
the  Warehouse  Commissioner.  His  term  expires  April  15,  1921.  His  salary  is  $2,500  per 
year. 

The  number  of  inspectors,  samplers,  weighers,  laboratory  operators  and  other  employes 
of  the  Department  varies  according  to  the  business  each  year.  During  the  busy  months  of 
the  grain  movement  to  the  terminal  markets  the  force  at  Kansas  City  numbers  about  seventy, 
at  St.  Louis  about  sixty,  at  St.  Joseph  about  fifteen,  owing  entirely  to  the  requirements  to 
handle  the  grain  in  the  most  efficient  and  expeditious  manner,  in  rendering  the  most  satis- 
factory service  to  all  interests  concerned,  and  guaranteeing  the  greatest  protection  and 
benefits  to  the  producers  and  buyers  and  sellers  of  grain  that  is  inspected  and  weighed  by  the 
State. 

The  salaries  of  all  employes  of  the  State  Grain  Inspection  and  Weighing  Department 
are  necessarily  regulated  according  to  the  fees  that  may  be  earned  by  the  Department  and 
the  amount  biennially  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  department  from  the  money  earned  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury  monthly 
from  the  fees  charged  for  inspecting  and  weighing  the  grain.  All  salaries  paid  by  the  de- 
partment, therefore,  vary,  according  to  its  earnings  and  the  amount  available  from  the  ap- 
propriation made  by  the  General  Assembly  every  two  years.  Maximum  salaries  of  employes 
of  this  department,  under  the  present  law,  are  low  compared  with  salaries,  fixed  by  law,  in 
other  state  departments,  and  unfortunately  these  low  maximum  salaries  can  not  always  be 
paid  because  of  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  make  sufficient  appropriation  from  the  de- 
partment's earnings  to  pay  the  statutory  salaries,  and  this  condition  seriously  hampers  the 
work  of  the  department  and  will  eventually  impair  the  efficiency  and  adequacy  of  the  de- 
partment if  each  General  Assembly  does  not  make  sufficient  appropriation  to  properly  conduct 
it  according  to  the  volume  of  grain  business  to  be  handled  each  year,  and  it  is  most  essen- 
tial to  adequately  provide  for  the  department,  under  the  law,  to  maintain  the  department 
in  the  important  service  it  must  render  to  guard  and  protect  the  grain  producers  and  buyers 
and  sellers  of  grain  in  the  official  inspection  and  weighing  provided  for  under  the  law.

STATE  POULTRY  EXPERIMENT  STATION,  MOUNTAIN  GROVE. 

In  order  to  determine  and  demonstrate  the  importance  of  improved  and  better  methods 
of  breeding  and  rearing  poultry  and  to  bring  results  of  scientific  research  in  the  range  of  all 
farmers  and  poultry  raisers  of  Missouri,  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly  created  and  es- 
tablished a  State  Poultry  Experiment  Station  at  Mountain  Grove  in  1911.  The  object  of 
this  institution  is  to  experiment  with  the  different  kinds  of  houses,  incubators,  brooders 
and  appliances  and  the  different  varieties  of  poultry;  to  properly  balance  different  feed  ra- 
tions and  determine  the  best  methods  of  feeding  same ;  to  make  a  study  of  the  various  poultry 
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diseases,  and  to  make  other  experiments  and  tests  which  will  tend  to  the  betterment  of  the 
poultry  interests  of  the  state. 

The  station  is  located  on  forty  acres  of  land  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Mountain 
Grove,  in  the  south-central  part  of  the  state.  Thirty-six  acres  were  donated  by  the  citizens 
of  Mountain  Grove  and  Wright  county.  Four  acres  were  purchased  in  1916  by  the  state 
at  a  cost  of  $2,750. 

The  State  Poultry  Experiment  Station  now  has  the  following  buildings:  Director's 
residence,  residence  on  demonstration  farm,  administration  building,  which  includes  office 
rooms,  bulletin  and  mailing  room,  incubator  and  egg  rooms,  educational  exhibit  room,  as- 
sembly hall  and  laboratory,  brooder  house,  69  poultry  houses,  hospital,  elevator,  implement 
building  and  barn. 

The  government  of  the  State  Poultry  Experiment  Station  is  vested  in  the  Poultry 
Board,  consisting  of  six  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  terms  of  three  years  each; 
an  advisory  board,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  dean  of  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  secretary 
of  the  State  Agricultural  Board.  The  State  Poultry  Board  has  direct  charge  of  the  state 
poultry  shows,  and  conducts  poultry  institutes  and  poultry  extension  work  throughout  the 
state.  Members  of  the  board  serve  without  pay,  except  expenses  occurring  in  attending 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretary- treasurer  is  not  a  member  of  the  board,  but  is  appointed 
by  the  board  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  serves  as  director  of  the  Experiment  Station.

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UNIVERSITY  OF  MISSOURI— COLUMBIA. 

The  University  of  Missouri  was  established  February  11,  1839,  when  the  General  Assem- 
bly passed  two  acts  providing  for  the  establishment  and  location  of  a  university.  The  first 
of  these,  the  original  Geyer  act,  provided  for  a  university  that  was  to  be  the  head  of  a  system 
of  public  education;  the  second  act,  providing  for  the  location  of  the  new  institution,  was 
introduced  in  the  Legislature  by  James  S.  Rollins.  The  act  of  the  General  Assembly  creating 
a  state  university  was  approved  just  two  days  after  the  act  establishing  the  public  school 
system  of  the  state  was  passed. 

The  University  was  located  at  Columbia,  near  the  center  of  the  state,  June  24  of  the  same 
year,  and  the  corner  stone  of  the  main  building  was  laid  July  4,  1840. 

Instruction  in  academic  courses  began  in  the  following  spring,  April  14,  1841.  The  first 
class,  consisting  of  two  members,  was  graduated  in  1843.  Women  were  first  admitted  to 
the  University  in  1869  in  the  normal  department,  which  was  established  in  1867  and  opened 
the  next  year. 

During  its  first  quarter  century  the  University  was  maintained  on  the  income  from  land 
grants  of  the  National  Government.  It  was  not  until  1867,  when  the  University  was  twenty- 
eight  years  old,  that  the  state  began  to  contribute  to  its  support.  A  sum  of  $10,000  was 
appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  for  building  purposes,  and  one  and  three-fourths  per 
cent  of  the  revenue  of  the  state — after  one-fourth  had  been  deducted  for  the  public  school 
fund — was  set  aside  and  appropriated  annually  for  the  support  of  the  University. 

The  college  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  and  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy 
were  made  departments  of  the  University  in  1870.  The  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy 
was  located  at  Rolla.  The  school  of  law  was  opened  in  1872,  the  school  of  medicine  in  1873 
and  the  school  of  engineering  in  1877.  These  were  called,  originally,  departments  of  the 
Universitj-  instead  of  schools.  In  1888  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  was  established, 
under  an  act  of  Congress.  The  Missouri  state  military  school  was  created  in  1890,  and  in  1897 
the  Board  of  Curators  established  the  graduate  school.  The  school  of  journalism  was  estab- 
lished in  1906;  the  extension  division  in  1910,  and  the  school  of  commerce,  now  the  school  of 
business  and  public  administration,  in  1914.  The  school  of  education,  preceded  by  the 
teachers'  college,  has  replaced  the  old  normal  department. 

The  University  of  Missouri  is  now  composed  of  the  following  schools  and  colleges :  College 
of  arts  and  science,  college  of  agriculture,  school  of  education,  school  of  journalism,  school 
of  law,  school  of  medicine,  school  of  business  and  public  administration,  school  of  engineering, 
graduate  school,  extension  division,  and  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy.  All  of  these 
are  at  Columbia  except  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy,  which  is  at  Rolla.  In  addition 
to  the  work  in  these  divisions,  particular  lines  are  emphasized  in  minor  divisions,  chief  of 
which  are  the  agricultural  experiment  station,  the  engineering  experiment  station  and  the 
state  military  school.  The  public  health  laboratory,  conducted  as  a  part  of  the  department 
of  preventive  medicine,  has  been  made  the  official  laboratory  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  will  carry  on  the  work  formerly  done  by  the  State  Board  at  Jefferson  City.  By  this 
arrangement  increased  facilities  are  offered  students  in  the  school  of  medicine. 

The  University  now  has  the  following  buildings  at  Columbia:  Academic  hall;  separate 
buildings  for  biology,  chemistry,  business  and  public  administration  and  geology,  law,  engi- 
neering, manual  arts,  physics;  two  power  houses;  library  building;  medical  laboratory;  Parker 
memorial  hospital;  agricultural  building;  horticulture  building;  Schweitzer  hall,  for  agri- 
cultural chemistry;  greenhouses,  dairy,  farm  machinery,  live-stock  judging,  veterinary  and 
poultry  buildings;  the  University  farm  barns  and  buildings;  Switzler  hall,  for  the  school  of 
journalism;  Benton  and  Lathrop  halls,  dormitories  for  men,  and  Reed  hall  for  women;  Roth- 
well  gymnasium;  the  houses  for  the  president  of  the  University  and  the  dean  of  the  faculty 
of  agriculture;  the  high  school  and  elementary  school  buildings.  The  Gordon  hotel  building 
is  now  used  by  the  department  of  home  economics  and  manual  training  for  elementary  school 
teachers.  Work  was  begun  in  the  summer  of  1919  on  Jay  H.  Neff  hall,  which  is  being  erected 
on  the  site  cf  the  old  Laws'  observatory,  at  a  cost  of  $70,000.  The  money  for  this  building, 
which  will  be  used  exclusively  by  the  school  of  journalism,  was  donated  by  Ward  A.  Neff 
of  Chicago,  formerly  of  Kansas  City,  an  alumnus  of  the  school  of  journalism.  The  building 
will  be  a  memorial  to  his  father,  a  pioneer  newspaper  man  of  Kansas  City. 
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At  Holla  are  the  following  buildings  of  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy:  Mining 
building  and  power  plant,  chemical  hall,  Rolla  buiiding,  Norwood  hall,  mechanic  hall,  direc- 
tor's house,  workshop,  Parker  hall,  ore  dressing  building,  gymnasium  and  athletic  building.

SCHOOL  OF  MINES  AND  METALLURGY— ROLL  A. 

In  1870  the  General  Assembly  of  Missouri,  in  accepting  the  donation  of  land  for  educa- 
tional purposes  made  by  the  general  government,  through  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2, 
1862,  established  an  agricultural  and  mechanical  college  and  a  school  of  mines  and  metallurgy. 
The  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  was  located  at  Rolla,  in  Phelps  county,  and  was  formally 
opened  in  November,  1871.  The  statutes  fix  the  status  of  the  school  as  one  of  the  colleges 
of  the  State  University.  There  are  eleven  buildings  located  on  the  enclosed  campus:  Mining 
and  metallurgical  building,  chemical  laboratory,  museum  and  geological  survey,  workshop, 
storehouse,  director's  residence,  mechanical  building,  Norwood  hall,  Parker  hall,  gymnasium, 
engineering  building,  heating  and  power  plant. 

The  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  offers  four  regular  courses  leading  to  degrees  and 
several  special  courses.  The  former  extend  four  years  and  are:  (1)  Mining  engineer- 
ing; (2)  metallurgy;  (3)  civil  engineering;  (4)  general  science;  (5)  mechanical  engineering; 
(6)  electrical  engineering;  (7)  chemical  engineering.  Special  courses  are  offered  in  chemistry 
and  assaying,  mining,  surveying  and  electricity.  The  Geological  Bureau  has  its  headquarters 
at  the  School  of  Mines. 

The  affairs  of  the  school  are  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  an  executive  committee, 
consisting  of  three  members  of  the  University  Board  of  Curators,  selected  by  that  body.

NORTHEAST  MISSOURI  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE— KIRKSVILLE. 

History — Organized  as  private  normal  school  by  Joseph  Baldwin,  October  3,  1867, 
two  leading  associate  professors  being  W.  P.  Nason,  who  died  recently  at  the  advanced  age 
of  eighty-three,  and  James  M.  Greenwood,  who  died  in  1914,  after  serving  thirty-nine  years 
as  superintendent  of  schools  at  Kansas  City,  Mo. ;  became  First  District  Normal  School  by 
act  of  General  Assembly,  March  19,  1870;  located  in  Kirksville  December  29,  1870;  opened 
as  First  District  Normal  School  January  1,  1871;  became  Northeast  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  August  7,  1919. 

Gifts  and  Appropriations — At  the  outset,  citizens  of  Kirksville  appropriated  a  site  of 
fifteen  acres.  Adair  county  donated  $51,400.00  in  cash  for  buildings.  The  General  Assembly 
made  appropriations  for  buildings  as  follows:  In  1871,  to  complete  the  original  building, 
$50,000.00;  in  1901,  for  library  building,  $20,000.00;  in  1905,  for  science  hall,  $50,000.00; 
in  1911,  for  engine  house,  $10,000.00;  in  1913,  for  farm  cottage,  $3,500.00. 

Buildings — Baldwin  hall,  completed  in  1873,  has  thirty-five  rooms;  library  hall,  completed 
in  1901,  twenty  rooms;  science  hall,  completed  in  1906,  destroyed  by  fire  in  September,  1918, 
rebuilt  with  insurance  moneys  and  reoccupied  in  May,  1919,  twenty-five  rooms;  demonstration 
rural  school,  constructed  out  of  various  funds  in  1907,  three  rooms,  with  indoor  toilets,  manual 
training  room,  cookery  appliances,  shower  baths,  hot  and  cold  water,  electric  generator, 
steropticon,  telephone  and  drinking  fountains,  all  operated  as  a  system  detached  from  campus 
and  city  systems  and  conducted  as  if  situated  in  the  open  country;  manual  arts  hall,  completed 
in  1911,  ten  rooms,  including  boiler  room,  engine  room,  manual  training  shops,  and  cafeteria. 
Greenhouse,  completed  in  1911;  demonstration  farm  cottage,  completed  in  1916,  with  shower 
bath  and  toilet  rooms  and  accommodations  for  fifteen  persons. 

Baldwin  hall  and  library  hall  are  brick  and  frame  structures  rather  inexpensively  built. 
They  are  substantial,  but  they  are  not  a  credit  to  the  state.  They  are  highly  inflammable, 
and  may  be  destroyed  by  fire  at  any  time  in  spite  of  the  greatest  precautions  in  form  of  fire 
fighting  appliances  and  night  watch.  The  restored  science  hall  is  semi-fireproof.  The 
greenhouse  and  manual  arts  hall  are  fireproof.  The  rural  school  building  and  farm  cottage 
are  frame. 

This,  the  oldest  teacher-producing  institution  of  Missouri,  has  educationally  been  highly 
progressive  and  prosperous.  It  has  not  been  fortunate  in  receiving  appropriations  to  compare 
with  the  other  four  state  teachers  colleges.  Twice  in  recent  years  appropriations  for  new 
buildings  were  made  by  the  General  Assembly  and  had  to  be  vetoed  because  of  lack  of  funds 
or  destructive  fires  in  other  institutions.  The  buildings  are  well  equipped  for  a  modern  teach- 
ers college. 

Besides  excellent  library  and  laboratories,  the  institution  has  twenty-five  acres  of  farm 
land  used  for  experimental  purposes  in  teaching  agriculture  and  stock  raising.  The  cafe- 
teria, for  furnishing  food  to  students  at  cost,  has  all  the  well-known  modern  appliances  for 
scientific  cooking.  Work  in  the  dairying  laboratory  and  cafeteria  enables  many  men  and 
women  to  earn  a  college  education  while  getting  it.  The  manual  training  shops  afford  in- 
genious young  men  means  of  mastering  farm  and  town  machinery  by  dismantling  and  re- 
assembling old  engines,  trucks,  tractors,  self-binders  and  other  typical  farm  and  town  machines. 

The  department  of  child  hygiene  and  public  health  has  recently  installed  some  $6,000.00 
worth  of  new  appliances  for  testing  children  and  grown-ups  as  to  eyes,  ears,  nose,  throat,  lungs, 
nerves,  blood  and  general  physical  condition.  The  institution  maintains  all  the  academic  and 
pedagogic  departments  necessary  in  a  modern  college  for  teachers.  It  confers  a  bachelor's 
degree,  at  the  end  of  four  years,  in  studies  of  college  grade.  This  degree  admits  to  the  graduate 
schools  of  universities.  The  institution  has  continuous  sessions,  four  terms  of  about  eleven 
weeks  each,  corresponding  to  the  four  seasons  of  the  year.    During  the  year  ending  in  August,

CENTRAL  MISSOURI  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE— WARRENSBURG. 

The  State  Teachers  College  at  Warrensburg  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  March  20,  1870.  The  school  was  located  at  Warrensburg  April  27, 1871.  Warrens- 
burg and  Johnson  county  donated  sixteen  acres  of  land  for  a  campus  and  voted  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $173,000.00  for  a  school  building.  The  corner  stone  of  the  main  building  was  laid 
August  16,  1871:  it  was  occupied  in  June,  1872,  but  not  completed  until  the  summer  of  1881. 
Successive  legislatures  added  to  this  beginning  an  auditorium,  a  science  building,  a  gym- 
nasium, a  heating  plant  and  a  training  school  building.  With  the  exception  of  the  gymnasium 
and  heating  plant,  these  buildings  were  all  destroyed  by  fire  March  6,  1915.  The  loss  to  the 
state  was  estimated  to  be  $500,000.00.  The  General  Assembly  of  1915  appropriated  $250,- 
000.00  toward  a  restoration  of  the  school  plant,  ai  d  the  succeedi  g  Legislature  added  $50,- 
000  Ofi.  By  immediate  action,  the  Board  of  Regents  has  rebuilt  the  training  school  and 
science  hall,  has  completed  the  administration  building  and  erectde  a  new  heating  plant. 

In  the  world  war  of  1914-1918  over  480  students  of  the  college  offered  their  lives  in  the 
defense  of  the  civilization  which  our  schools  have  built  up;  of  this  number  twenty-one  made 
the  supreme  sacrifice.  The  institution  maintained  a  Home  Guards  Company,  made  and 
shipped  37,000  pieces  of  surgical  dressings,  and  contributed  $65,000.00  in  money  to  war  pur- 
poses. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1919  changed  the  name  of  "normal  school"  to  "teachers  college," 
with  power  to  grant  degrees  usually  conferred  by  such  colleges.  The  school's  entrance  into 
the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Normal  Schools  had  already  marked  its  recog- 
nition as  a  four-years'  teachers  college.

SOUTHEAST  MISSOURI  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE— CAPE  GIRARDEAU. 

The  Third  District  State  Normal  School  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature, 
approved  March  22,  1873.  This  act  created  a  Board  of  Regents  for  the  management  of  the 
school.  After  due  public  notice,  bids  were  received  by  the  board  for  its  location,  and  they 
determined  the  location  in  favor  of  Cape  Girardeau.  On  the  third  day  of  December,  1873, 
the  board  selected  the  site  for  the  building  and  made  arrangements  for  the  immediate  opening 
of  the  school. 

The  school  was  opened  with  about  thirty  students  in  the  public  school  building.  In 
the  spring  of  1875  the  school  removed  to  the  normal  school  building,  which  had  been  completed. 
In  1883  the  auditorium  was  enlarged,  and  in  1895  two  wings  were  added  to  the  building, 
to  furnish  suitable  halls  for  the  literary  societies. 

On  April  7,  1902,  the  normal  school  building  burned.  A  group  of  new  buildings  has  beeu 
erected  since  that  time. 

The  school  now  has  a  group  of  six  stone  buildings :  Academic  hall,  completed  in  January, 
1906;  manual  training  hall,  completed  in  December,  1907;  training  hall,  completed  in  Novem- 
ber, 1903;  science  hall,  completed  in  January,  1903;  Albert  hall,  completed  in  March,  1905; 
Leming  hall,  completed  in  March,  1906.  Academic  hall  is  the  main  building  of  the  school, 
containing  an  auditorium  with  seating  capacity  of  1,600;  a  general  library,  including  stack 
rooms  and  reading  rooms,  having  a  floor  space  of  92x35  feet;  a  government  depository  and  a 
textbook  library;  a  gymnasium  for  men;  a  gymnasium  for  women;  an  art  hall  92x35  feet;  a 
ladies'  parlor;  five  literary  society  halls;  two  museums;  twenty  classrooms.  Manual  training 
hall  is  a  completely  equipped  manual  training  building.  Science  hall  has  six  well-equipped 
laboratories  and  equipment  for  cooking  and  sewing.  Training  hall  is  devoted  to  the  ele- 
mentary school  maintained  for  practical  and  experimental  work  in  education.  Albert  hall 
is  a  dormitory  for  men,  accommodating  eighty  students;  Leming  hall,  a  dormitory  for  women, 
accommodates  one  hundred  students. 

By  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  by  the  Governor  May  20,  1919,  the  Third 
District  State  Normal  School  was  made  the  Southeast  Missouri  State  Teachers  College. 

The  attendance  for  the  last  twenty  years  has  been  as  follows:  1899-1900,  329;  1900-1901, 
373;  1901-1902,  363;  1902-1903,  368;  1903-1904,  451;  1904-1905,  481;  1905-1906,  631;  1906- 
1907,  777;  1907-1908,  852;  1908-1909,  894;  1909-1910,  903;  1910-1911,  912;  1911-1912,  1,001; 
1912-1913,  1,153;  1913-1914,  1,232;  1914-1915,  1,332;  1915-1916,  1,444;  1916-1917,  1,422; 
1917-1918,  1,174;  1918-1919,  1,339.

THE  SOUTHWEST  MISSOURI  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE— SPRINGFIELD. 

The  Fourth  District  Normal  School  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Forty-third  General 
Assembly,  approved  March  17,  1905.  The  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly  appropriated 
$225,000  for  the  main  building,  and  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $65,000 
for  an  auditorium  and  gymnasium.  The  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  changed  the  name  to 
the  Southwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  College.  From  the  beginning  the  school  has  main- 
tained professional  and  academic  courses  of  the  rank  and  character  offered  by  the  best  teachers 
colleges.  The  recognition  of  this  fact  brought  about  the  change  to  the  truer  name — the 
Southwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  College.  The  enrollment  has  varied  from  934  for  the 
first  year  to  2,700  for  the  year  1918-1919. 

The  work  of  the  school  is  devoted  to  the  training  of  young  men  and  young  women  to 
teach  in  all  grades  of  the  public  schools  in  Missouri.  The  advantages  the  school  has  to  offer 
are:  The  attractive  location,  the  excellent  equipment,  the  efficient  faculty  and  the  superior 
organization  of  the  curricula  and  of  all  courses.  These  advantages  insure  steady  progress 
and  widening  influence. 

Much  attention  is  given  to  the  training  of  rural  teachers.  To  this  end,  Sunshine  school, 
district  88  of  Greene  county,  is  maintained  as  a  rural  demonstration  school.  It  consists  of 
eight  grades,  under  the  direction  of  a  supervisor  and  the  department  of  rural  education. 
The  young  women  who  are  training  for  rural  school  work  spend  at  least  three  months  living 
in  the  community,  in  the  school  teacherage.    The  purposes  of  the  rural  training  school  are: 

1.  To  train  teachers  for  work  in  rural  demonstration  schools. 

2.  To  train  teachers  for  rural  and  village  schools. 

3.  To  furnish  opportunity  to  develop  community  leadership. 

The  rural  demonstration  schools  are  district  schools  affiliated  with  the  teachers  college, 
and  with  which  the  college  co-operates.  The  teachers  college  assists  these  schools  through 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  improvement  of  the  building,  grounds  and  equipment. 
The  teachers  college  also  aids  in  lending  them  needed  library  and  other  equipment  each  year. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  the  college  to  establish  one  such  school  in  each  county  in  the  Southwest 
district.    The  purposes  of  these  schools  are: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  model  in  instruction  and  equipment,  which  will  be  copied  by  the  other 
districts  of  the  county. 

2.  To  serve  teacher-training  high  schools  by  putting  a  good  country  school  near  where 
observation  and  practice  may  be  had  under  the  most  favorable  conditions. 

The  extension  department  has  served  over  five  hundred  students  in  correspondence 
and  extension  work  during  the  past  year. 

Much  attention  is  being  given  to  the  development  of  vocational  courses  in  commerce, 
home  economics,  agriculture  and  shopwork.

NORTHWEST  MISSOURI  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE— MARY VILLE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1905  created  the  Fifth  District  Normal 'School,  the  district 
including  the  counties  of  Andrew,  Atchison,  Buchanan,  Caldwell,  Carroll,  Clay,  Clinton, 
Daviess,  DeKalb,  Gentry,  Grundy,  Harrison,  Holt,  Livingston,  Mercer,  Nodaway,  Platte, 
Ray  and  Worth.  Mary ville  was  chosen  as  the  seat  of  the  new  school  upon  a  tender  of  eighty- 
six  and  one-eighth  acres,  valued  at  $57,112,  with  $58,672.50  in  cash.  The  Board  of  Regents 
later  extended  the  campus  by  purchasing  a  tract  of  thirty-one  and  forty-nine  hundredths  acres 
at  a  cost  of  $7,872.50.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  was  held  September  12, 
1905.  The  first  session  of  the  school  was  hold  in  the  high  school  building  of  Maryville  in 
the  summer  of  1906.    The  corner  stone  of  the  new  building  was  laid  October  12,  1907. 

The  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  of  Missouri  passed  a  law  changing  the  name  of  the  normal 
school  to  that  of  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  College,  with  a  revision  of  the 
statutes  with  necessary  provisions  for  continuation  of  the  powers  and  organization  of  the 
Fifth  District  Normal  School. 

The  organization  of  the  college  includes: 

Collegiate  Division — The  collegiate  division  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Maryville 
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includes  the  representative  departments  of  a  standard  college,  together  with  the  professional 
studies  of  a  strong  state  teachers  college. 

Secondary  Division — This  comprises  the  representative  phases  of  study  found  in  a  stand- 
ard four-year  high  school,  including  professional  training  equivalent  to  that  of  the  teacher- 
training  courses  in  the  public  high  schools  of  the  state.  A  diploma  is  granted  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  sixteen  units  in  this  work. 

Demonstration  School — A  demonstration  school,  which  has  been  named  the  College  Park 
school,  and  includes  a  kindergarten  and  eight  grades  of  the  elementary  school.  The  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  are  organized  on  the  departmental  plan,  and  are  used  to  illustrate  the 
departmental  work  as  well  as  the  junior  high  school. 

The  College  offers  four  courses  of  study:  Two  certificate  courses,  leading  to  certificates 
authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the  state  for  a  period  of  two  years;  a  diploma 
course,  the  completion  of  which  leads  to  a  diploma  on  the  completion  of  two  years  of  college 
work,  authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the  state  for  life;  the  four-year  college 
course,  leading  to  the  degree  bachelor  of  science  in  education,  with  authority  to  teach  in  the 
schools  of  the  state  for  life.  •

LINCOLN  INSTITUTE— JEFFERSON  CITY. 


Lincoln  Institute  had  its  origin  in  a  fund  of  $6,379,  contributed  by  the  Sixty-second  and 
Sixty-fifth  regiments  of  the  United  States  Colored  Infantry  when  discharged  from  service 

January  14,  1866,  of  which  the  Sixty-second 
gave  $5,000.  The  only  condition  of  the  gift 
was  that  a  school  be  established  in  Missouri 
open  to  the  colored  people.  The  board  of  trus- 
tees, ten  in  number  was  organized  June  8th 
and  incorporated  June  25,  1866,  and  the  school 
was  opened  September  17.  1866.  In  June, 
1877,  the  main  building  was  completed.  It 
was  a  substantial  three-story  brick  building, 
60x70  feet,  located  just  outside  the  limits  of 
Jefferson  City,  the  grounds  containing  twenty 
acres. 

Lincoln  Institute  is  seeking  to  shape  her 
courses  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  times. 
During  the  past  year  she  has  put  her  boys  and 
girls  in  uniform  and  has  taught  them  military 
training.  She  began  in  the  fall  an  elementary 
course  in  nurse- training,  the  teaching  from 
which  enabled  her  to  keep  her  doors  open 
against  the  ravages  of  influenza.  The  farming 
of  the  school  is  done  almost  wholly  by  student 
labor.  Recognizing  greater  demands  upon 
both  head  training  and  hand  training,  the  in- 
stitute during  the  past  year  has  offered  special 
courses  in  artisanship  for  those  who  were  too 
advanced  in  years  to  pursue  academic  studies, 
and  has,  on  the  other  hand,  enlarged  the  high 
school  courses  and  established  regular  college 
courses  for  those  who  wish  to  specialize  in  literary  branches. 

The  buildings  on  the  grounds  are  the  following:  Main  institute  building,  industrial 
building,  president's  home,  boys'  dormitory,  girls'  dormitory  and  farm  cottage.

STATE  HOSPITAL  NO.  1 — FULTON. 

State  Hospital  No.  1  is  located  at  Fulton,  Callaway  county,  and  it  is  one  of  the  oldest 
institutions  of  its  kind  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  being  established  in  1847,  and  the  first 
patient  was  admitted  for  treatment  in  December,  1849. 

Originally  the  tract  of  land  comprised  544  acres.  About  four  years  ago  the  General 
Assembly  made  an  appropriation  for  additional  farming  land,  and  192  acres,  situated  just 
east  of  and  adjoining  the  main  tract,  was  purchased,  making  a  total  acreage  of  736.  We 
have  under  cultivation  at  present  about  300  acres;  thirty  acres  are  in  orchard  and  the  remainder 
in  pasture,  campus,  building  sites  and  gardens,  etc. 

The  buildings  consist  of  the  main  hospital  building,  composed  of  administrative  offices, 
living  quarters  for  officers  and  twenty-eight  main  wards;  a  well  equipped  hospital  building 
for  the  care  of  the  sick  and  surgical  cases;  a  tubercular  building  for  the  segregation  of  tuber- 
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cular  patients;  laundry,  power  house,  electric  light  and  ice  plant,  cold  storage,  carpenter 
shop,  garage  and  mattress  factory,  paint  shop,  greenhouse,  poultry  house,  dairy  building, 
barns,  sheds  and  silos.  The  amount  invested  by  the  state  is  estimated  to  be  worth, 
approximately,  $800,000.00. 

On  December  31,  1918,  there  were  1,271  patients  enrolled;  fifteen  were  at  their  homes  on 
a  limited  parole,  leaving  in  actual  attendance  1,256.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  during 
the  years  1917  and  1918  was  26.7,  and  the  daily  average  per  capita  cost  for  the  same  period 
was  $0,576.

STATE  HOSPITAL  NO.  2— ST.  JOSEPH. 

State  Hospital  No.  2  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1872,  author- 
izing the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $200,000.00.  The  institution  was  opened  for 
patients  November  9,  1874.  First  Board  of  Managers  were  Allen  H.  Vories,  president; 
Rufus  L.  McDonald,  secretary ;  John  C.  Evans,  Silas  Woodson,  Dr.  Joseph  Malin,  Dr.  Edmund 
A.  Donelan  and  James  C.  Roberts.  The  first  superintendent  was  Dr.  George  C.  Catlett. 
January  25,  1879,  the  institution  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was  rebuilt  and  the  re- 
constructed asylum  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients  on  April  1,  1880.  It  is  now  the 
largest  hospital  in  the  State  of  Missouri.  It  is  located  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  city, 
three  miles  east  of  the  courthouse,  on  a  tract  of  land  comprising  232  acres,  beautifully  located. 
The  management  rents,  in  addition  to  the  above  land,  about  600  acres  of  fertile  land,  which 
is  cultivated  and  cared  for  mainly  by  the  patients  of  the  institution.  Following  are  the 
buildings:  One  main  hospital  building;  four  detached  buildings  for  men  (one  of  these  es- 
pecially reconstructed  for  tubercular  patients);  four  detached  buildings  for  women  (one  of 
these  is  used  for  tubercular  patients) ;  one  bathhouse  and  morgue;  one  cold  storage  plant,  and 
we  are  now  planning  for  a  new  laundry  building  and  equipment;  one  power  house,  boilers 
and  light  plant;  an  excellent  greenhouse;  two  barns,  reservoirs,  live  stock  and  other  property, 
bringing  a  total  of  state  investments  up  to  a  little  over  $700,000.00. 
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Total  number  of  patients  in  the  institution  at  the  present  time  is  1,734.  Of  this  number 
904  are  males  and  830  females.  The  average  cost  of  maintenance  for  patients  at  the  present 
time,  including  clothing  and  officers'  salaries,  amounts  to  about  $214.

CTATE  HOSPITAL  NO.  3— NEVADA. 


State  Hospital  No.  3  was  established  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1887,  and  $200,000 
appropriated  therefor.  The  institution  is  located  on  a  tract  of  land  comprising  520  acres, 
two  miles  north  of  Nevada,  Vernon  county.  The  commission  under  whose  supervision 
the  institution  was  located  and  erected  was  composed  of  the  following  gentlemen:  T.  R.  H. 
Smith,  M.  D.;  C.  L.  Dobson,  P.  McGrath,  Ed  W.  Stevens,  W.  P.  Monroe,  R.  E.  Young, 
M.  D.,  T.  W.  Park  and  J.  T.  Coffee,  M.  D.;  M.  P.  Bell,  architect,  and  Theodore  Lacaff, 
contractor.  The  Legislature  of  1889  appropriated  $149,000,  and  subsequent  Legislatures 
$215,375,  a  total  of  $564,375,  which  has  been  used  in  completing  the  institution.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  original  main  buildings,  there  have  been  erected  two  new  wings,  chapel,  electric 
light  plant,  carpenter  shop,  machine  shop,  cold  storage,  ice  plant,  meat  shop,  water  system, 
tool  house,  three  barns,  vegetable  and  ice  house,  creamery,  cow  sheds,  hog  sheds,  two  tubercu- 
lar buildings,  industrial  building,  boiler  room,  engine  house,  garage,  celery  house,  laundry 
and  new  kitchen  and  dining  room.  An  inventory  of  the  state  property,  made  January  1,  1917, 
shows  a  valuation  of  $968,354.05. 

The  institution  has  an  industrial  department,  a  diversional  occupation  department  and 
training  school  for  nurses  and  attendants.  The  industrial  department  is  divided  into  two 
divisions,  one  for  the  men  and  one  for  the  women.  The  men  manufacture  brooms,  brushes, 
tables  and  mattresses,  and  repair  harness,  shoes  and  other  articles,  and  the  women  make  car- 
pets, rugs,  quilts,  and  practically  all  the  clothing  used  by  the  patients  and  all  the  bed  linen 
used  by  the  institution.  The  diversional  occupation  department  is  conducted  by  a  trained 
teacher,  who  gives  her  entire  time  and  attention  to  teaching  and  instructing  the  women  pa- 
tients in  the  art  of  needlework,  crocheting,  rug  making,  etc.  Many  valuable  and  useful 
articles  are  made  in  this  department,  and  about  forty  or  fifty  women  patients  are  in  this 
way  given  useful  employment  daily.  The  value  of  this  kind  of  employment  on  the  minds 
of  the  patients  can  hardly  be  overestimated. 

We  have  moved  our  laboratory  to  more  adequate  quarters,  and  the  blood  of  all  new 
patients  is  examined  for  the  Wassermann  reaction.  The  nogochi  modification  of  the  Wasser- 
mann  technique  is  employed.  Hemaglobin  estimation,  red  and  white  cell  count  uranlysis 
is  made,  and  all  cases  showing  the  positive  noguchi  are  treated  with  neosalvarsan  and  sal- 
varsan,  with  the  Swift-Ellis  method  intraspinously. 

We  have  come  to  realize  that  laboratory  diagnosis  is  a  part  of  diagnosis  in  general  and 
that  it  is  capable  of  giving  information  of  value  often  of  cardinal  importance,  as  the  diagnosis 
can  be  developed  on  more  accurate  lines,  as  it  is  not  the  saving  of  time  or  thought  that  is  the 
primary  object  of  any  diagnostic  method  of  value,  but  the  more  complete  and  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  the  patient's  condition,  the  fuller  and  more  certain  will  be  the  treatment. 

Recognizing  the  great  importance  of  looking  after  the  teeth,  our  dentistry  department 
is  serving  a  splendid  purpose,  as  many  of  these  people  are  in  dire  need  of  dental  care.  We 
believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  the  institutional  work,  and  this 
department  is  now  in  charge  of  a  most  competent  dentist. 

Recognizing  that  in  union  there  is  strength,  we  have  inaugurated  an  Honorary  Medical 
Advisory  Board,  and  have  selected  for  this  board  some  of  the  able  men  of  the  medical  and 
dental  profession  to  co-operate  with  the  staff  in  handling  the  work,  whose  names  are  appended. 

Number  of  patients  in  hospital  July  31,  1919,  602  males,  584  females,  total,  1,186.  Num- 
ber of  patients  on  furlough  July  31,  1919,  79  males,  44  females,  total,  123.

STATE  HOSPITAL  NO.  4— FARMINGTON. 

State  Hospital  No.  4  was  opened  for  patients  January  1,  1903.  It  is  constructed  on  the 
cottage  plan,  where  the  patients  can  be  properly  classified.  The  detached  cottages  and 
other  buildings  of  the  institution  cover,  approximately,  100  acres  of  ground.  While  this 
cottage  plan  is  more  expensive  to  operate,  it  is  more  desirable  in  every  way. 

The  state  owns  391  acres,  and  at  present  has  475  acres  additional  land  rented,  which  gives 
useful  outdoor,  healthful  employment  to  many  of  the  patients.  This  institution  is  one  of 
the  best  arranged  and  one  of  the  most  substantial  of  all  the  state  institutions. 

There  have  been  admitted  up  to  July  1,  1919,  1,526  males  and  1,452  females,  or  a  total 
of  2,978  patients.  Of  all  those  admitted,  718  have  been  discharged  as  recovered,  the  same 
being  25.6  of  all  those  admitted.  On  July  1,  1919,  there  were  present  in  the  hospital  753 
patients,  and  on  parole  52  patients,  making  a  total  on  the  life  register  of  the  hospital  of 
805  patients. 

Three  deep  wells,  drilled  530  feet  deep  through  solid  rock,  supply  the  water  necessary, 
and  at  the  bottom  a  strata  of  four  feet  of  white  sand  was  found,  through  which  filters  nature's 
pure,  cold  crystal  water — none  better  anywhere.

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Hospital  No.  4  has  fourteen  modern  wards,  an  ideal  administration  building  and  other 
necessary  modern  buildings.  Surrounded  by  the  foothills  of  the  Ozarks,  nature's  picture 
gallery,  views  of  the  beautiful,  picturesque  and  grand,  varied  with  valleys,  hills  and  moun- 
tains in  rare  and  unique  combination.  The  park-like  appearance  of  the  grounds,  together 
with  the  landscape  gardening,  beautiful  drives,  healthful  and  delightful  surroundings,  make 
this  one  of  the  most  important,  modern  and  attractive  hospitals  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

The  new  Training  School  for  Nurses  and  Attendants,  established  in  November,  1918, 
met  with  immediate  favor  with  those  for  whom  it  was  intended,  and  in  every  way  is  meeting 
the  most  sanguine  expectations  as  to  its  beneficence.  This  training  school  furnishes  useful 
occupation  for  worthy  and  purposeful  young  women  who  are  self-supporting  during  the 
period  of  training,  as  well  as  a  factor  in  encouraging  and  helping  young  ladies  in  this  the  greatest 
work  for  human  uplift.  It  serves  the  purpose  also  of  securing  and  retaining  aggressive  young 
women  of  rare  intelligence.  The  weekly  lectures  of  the  medical  staff  is  a  potent  factor  in 
encouraging  and  helping  young  ladies  in  this  great  work,  and  assists  in  making  the  work 
and  service  of  the  nurse  a  delicious  blend  of  love's  labor  and  labor's  love.  This  training  school 
has  materially  aided  in  obtaining  di version al  occupation  of  an  attractive  nature  for  the 
patients  in  this  hospital,  and  has  assisted  in  doing  away  with  restraints  in  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  those  whose  reason  is  dethroned.

STATE  CONFEDERATE  SOLDIERS'  HOME — HIGGINSVILLE. 

This  institution  originated  in  the  earnest  efforts  of  a  number  of  charitable  men  and 
women  of  Missouri,  who  began  the  commendable  work  of  providing  a  home  for  the  old, 
infirm  and  dependent  Confederate  soldiers,  their  wives,  widows  and  orphans.  A  large  and 
excellent  tract  of  land  containing  362  acres  was  purchased  near  Higginsville,  and  a  number  of 
frame  cottages,  a  church  building  and  a  large,  commodious  two-story  brick  structure  erected 
thereon.  The  land  and  buildings  cost  about  $68,000.00.  By  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  1897,  the  home  was  declared  to  be  one  of  the  eleemosynary  institutions  for  twenty  years, 
or  so  long  as  it  shall  be  needed  for  the  purpose  of  section  7789.  The  then  executive  committee 
of  the  home  conveyed  the  property  to  the  state.  The  property  now  consists  of  the  original 
two-story  main  building,  containing  sixteen  large  rooms  and  a  large  dormitory  and  dining 
room,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  110;  also,  commodious  kitchen  and  laundry,  together  with 
ample  lavatories,  closets  and  bathrooms.  Hospital  No.  1,  twenty  rooms,  dormitory,  dining 
room,  kitchen  and  bathrooms.  Hospital  No.  2,  ten  rooms,  four  dormitories,  bathrooms  and 
closets.  New  dormitory,  four  large  rooms,  bath  and  toilet  and  closets;  sleeping  capacity  of 
forty  people.  McLure  flats,  ten  rooms,  closets  and  bathrooms,  capacity  thirty-two  people. 
Twenty  cottages,  chapel,  power  house,  ice  plant  and  cold  storage;  25,000-gallon  steel  water 
tank;  electric  light  plant,  which  furnishes  power  for  the  laundry,  pumps  and  ice  plant;  quarter- 


master and  commissary  building.

RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

1.  Citizenship  in  the  State  of  Missouri  for  two  years  prior  to  date  of  application  must 
be  established. 

2.  Honorable  service  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  giving  company  . 
by  letter,  regiment  by  number,  date  and  place  of  enlistment,  duration  or  time  of  service,  date 
and  place  of  parole  or  discharge.  This  record  of  service  to  be  established  by  certificates 
from  the  old  company  muster  rolls  on  file  in  the  War  Department  at  Washington  or  by  certifi- 
cates of  living  comrades.  If  discharges  or  paroles  have  been  preserved,  they  are  good  evi- 
dence. 

The  superintendent  will  get  certificates  from  Washington  for  any  applicant,  upon  receipt 
of  his  application  giving  company  and  regiment. 

3.  Men  who  were  disabled  while  serving  in  the  Missouri  State  Guard  under  Governor 
Jackson  and  General  Price  in  1861  and  1862,  if  otherwise  eligible  under  the  rules,  may  be 
admitted. 

4.  Physical  inability  to  support  self  and  family,  without  means  or  resources,  pensions 
or  incomes,  must  be  established  to  be  eligible  to  admission. 

5.  Wives  over  fifty  years  of  age,  if  not  second  or  third  wives,  may  be  admitted  with 
their  husbands;  second  or  third  wives  admitted  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  full  Board  of 
Managers;  widows  over  fifty  years  of  age,  upon  proof  of  husband's  soldier  record. 

6.  Children  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  whose  parents  possess  proper  qualifications  for 
admission,  may  be  admitted  and  retained  in  the  home  until  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
years. 

7.  Men  of  proper  qualifications  as  to  citizenship  and  service,  no  matter  from  what  state 
enlisted,  nor  to  what  state  the  command  served  in  was  accredited,  may  be  admitted  upon 
proper  proof  as  to  eligibility. 
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STATE  FEDERAL  SOLDIERS'  HOME— ST.  JAMES. 

The  above  institution  originated  in  the  year  1894.  Its  origin  was  due  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  the  "Women's  Relief  Corps  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  their  work  to 
secure  a  home  for  the  old  and  dependent  federal  soldiers  and  their  wives  and  widows. 

An  organization  known  as  the  Federal  Soldiers'  Home  Association  was  incorporated  in 
the  city  of  St.  Louis  in  the  year  1894.  The  citizens  of  St.  James  and  vicinity,  aided  by  their 
friends  in  other  parts  of  the  state,  purchased  and  donated  to  the  association  a  sixty-acre 
tract  of  land  on  which  was  located  a  large  dwelling  known  as  the  James  mansion.  This  was 
originally  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $70,000.00.  The  association  expended  some  $7,000  for 
repairs  and  improvements,  and  on  June  25, 1897,  conveyed  the  property,  for  the  consideration 
of  $1.00,  to  the  State  of  Missouri  for  a  federal  soldiers'  home. 

The  Thirty-ninth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $10,000  for  support.  The  Forty- 
first  General  Assembly  appropriated  $22,000  for  a  dormitory  and  hospital  building,  which 
were  erected.  The  Forty-third  General  Assembly  appropriated  $3,000  for  a  commissary 
building  and  the  further  sum  of  $15,000  for  a  dormitory  building;  both  have  been  in  use  since 
May  l,  1906.  The  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $10,500  for  a  steam  heating 
plant,  which  was  erected  and  has  been  in  use  since  December,  1907,  and  the  further  sum  of 
$1,300  for  the  laundry  enlargement  was  appropriated  and  used  for  same.  There  was  also 
$900  appropriated  for  a  sidewalk  from  St.  James  to  the  home,  which  was  used. 

The  institution  at  the  present  time  consists  of  sixty  acres  of  land  on  which  is  located 
the  mansion  building,  two  large  dormitory  buildings,  chapel,  administration  building,  hospital 
building,  cottage  building,  barracks  buildings  No.  1,  No.  2,  power  house,  laundry,  barns 
and  outbuildings.  The  grounds  are  covered  with  beautiful  shade  trees  and  lawn.  There 
is  a  drive  running  through  the  grounds,  and  numerous  benches  and  seats  throughout,  which 
make  it  as  comfortable  and  pleasant  for  the  inmates  as  it  is  possible  during  the  warm  days, 
and  the  buildings  and  lobbies  are  well  heated,  and  plenty  of  light  and  sunshine  for  the  winter 
days. 

The  total  valuation  of  the  property  at  this  time  will  estimate  around  $143,888.04.  The 
Board  of  Managers  consists  of  five  members,  each  member  receiving  $100  per  year  and  travel- 
ing expenses. 

We  have  enrolled  at  the  present  time  252  inmates — 155  men  and  97  women.  The 
average  number  actualy  present  during  the  year  is  about  190.  The  death  rate  has  been 
greater  than  usual  during  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  advanced  age  of  the  inmates,  the  average 
age  being  men,  76.  and  women,  71.  The  health  in  general  is  good.  The  per  capita  expense 
has  advanced  about  fifty  per  cent  in  the  last  year. 

RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  INMATES  TO  THE  HOME. 

Applications  must  be  made  upon  the  forms  prescribed,  and  contain  the  information  and 
evidence  called  for,  and  be  accompanied  by  both  pension  certificate  (if  pensioner),  and  dis- 
charge of  soldier,  sailor  or  nurse — evidence  of  honorable  discharge  from  service  being  the 
essential  basis  of  the  application,  and  if  ever  an  inmate  of  any  other  soldiers'  home,  an  honor- 
able discharge  therefrom  must  be  sent.  When  application  and  evidence  are  received  by  the 
superintendent,  he  causes  same  recorded,  and  forwards  to  the  president  of  the  board,  by  whom 
final  action  is  taken,  and  the  papers  sent  for  file  in  the  superintendent's  office,  whence  notice 
is  sent  to  applicant  as  soon  as  there  is  room  for  his  reception.  These  blanks  can  be  had  from 
any  trustee  or  officer  of  the  home. 

The  following  general  information  may  be  found  useful: 

1.  Letters  of  inquiry  on  behalf  of  an  intended  applicant  should  state  name,  service 
and  postoffice  address  before  asking  for  blanks. 

2.  All  outlay  for  railroad  tickets  and  other  expenses  of  persons  coming  to  the  home 
must  be  borne  by  themselves  or  others  for  them.  County  courts  are  authorized  by  law  to 
incur  this  expense. 

3.  Persons  afflicted  with  incurable  malady,  or  infectious  disease,  or  any  grade  of  in- 
sanity, are  not  admissible,  though  otherwise  eligible.  If  such  are  sent  they  will  be  returned 
at  once  at  cost  of  those  sending  them. 

4.  No  furniture  of  any  sort  should  be  brought  to  the  home.  But  wearing  apparel, 
chair  cushions,  headrests,  clock,  work  basket,  or  other  small  articles  of  room  ornament  as 
applicant  may  have,  may  be  brought;  also  quilt,  spread,  table  cover,  towels  and  napkins. 

5.  Neither  children  nor  other  dependent  relatives  of  the  soldier  are  eligible  to  this 
home — nor  are  wives  or  widows  of  soldiers  under  50  years  of  age. 

6.  Every  applicant  must  pass  a  physical  examination  by  his  local  physician,  and  be 
examined  and  passed  by  the  home  surgeon  upon  arrival  before  admission.  Two  credible 
persons  acquainted  with  applicant's  circumstances  must  be  present  and  make  oath  thereto 
with  him,  before  a  magistrate,  and  lastly,  the  applicant  must  have  the  recommendation  of 
cither  a  post  commander,  a  corps  president,  trustee  of  the  home  board,  or  judge  of  county  or 
probate  court.

MISSOURI  SCHOOL  FOB  THE  BLIND— ST.  LOUIS. 

The  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  was  founded  in  1851  by  private  citizens  of  St.  Louis, 
and  Mr.  Eli  W.  Whelan  was  made  principal.  On  February  27,  1855,  the  school  became  a 
state  institution. 

The  school  is  a  two-story,  fire-proof  brick  building,  situated  on  five  acres  opposite  Tower 
Grove  park,  at  3815  Magnolia.  It  is  a  boarding  school  for  blind  children  coming  from  all 
parts  of  the  state. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-three  children  have  received  instruction  since  it 
was  founded.  The  school  curriculum  comprises  a  kindergarten,  eighth  grade  grammar 
school,  four  year-high  school,  piano,  voice,  pipe  organ,  wind  instruments,  manual  training 
and  industrial  work,  expression,  domestic  art  and  a  gymnastic  department.  The  boys  are 
taught  broom  making,  chair  caning,  wood  sloyd  and  piano  tuning.  The  girls  are  taught 
knitting,  sewing,  basket  making,  rug  weaving  and  cooking.  Graduates  of  the  school  are 
supporting  themselves  as  musicians,  music  and  literary  teachers,  traveling  salesmen,  piano 
tuners,  typists  and  broom  makers. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

1.  Blind  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  who  are  bona  fide  residents  of  the 
State  of  Missouri,  who  have  no  contagious  disease  and  have  good  mental  and  physical  ca- 
pacity for  instruction,  are  eligible  to  the  school. 

2.  No  charge  is  made  for  board  or  tuition,  but  parents  or  guardians  are  required  to 
furnish  clothing  and  pay  traveling  expense.  Persons  desiring  to  send  children  to  the  school 
should  apply  to  the  Superintendent  for  application  blanks. 

3.  The  school  has  a  nine  months  term,  which  usually  begins  the  second  Thursday  in 
September  and  closes  the  first  Thursday  in  June.

MISSOURI  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF— FULTON. 

The  Missouri  School  for  the  Deaf  was  established  in  1851.  An  act  of  the  Legislature 
transferred  forty  acres  of  land  and  the  buildings  thereon  from  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  to 
the  school.  The  school  was  opened  November  5,  1851,  in  an  old  farm  house,  with  but  a  single 
pupil,  he  being  from  St.  Louis.  By  July  16,  1852,  the  attendance  was  17,  which  number 
increased  the  second  year  to  54.  The  attendance  continued  to  increase  until  the  present 
time  there  are  usually  about  300  pupils  in  attendance.  The  largest  number  in  attendance 
any  one  year  was  381.    The  school  has  accommodations  for  400. 

During  the  sixty-eight  years  of  its  history,  the  school  has  added  more  land  and  buildings 
until  at  the  present  time  there  are  about  120  acres  of  land  and  14  buildings. 

The  school  has  its  own  power  plant,  bakery,  ice  plant  and  water  system. 

The  ordinary  common  school  branches  are  taught,  and,  in  addition,  the  pupils  are  taught 
the  following  trades:  Cooking,  baking,  cabinet  making,  tailoring,  printing,  shoe  repairing 
and  harness  making,  barbering,  sewing  and  dressmaking.  In  addition  to  these  things,  pupils 
are  taught  to  read  lips  and  to  speak.  Modern  methods  are  used.  The  sign  language  is  not 
taught,  but  judicious  use  of  it  is  made  in  the  instruction  of  pupils.  The  difficult  thing,  and  the 
main  object  of  the  school  work,  is  to  teach  the  deaf  child  how  to  use  the  English  language. 
The  larger  portion  of  the  children  are  taught  by  the  oral  method,  which  is  the  ideal  method 
when  practicable.

COLONY  FOR  THE  FEEBLE-MINDED  AND  EPILEPTIC— MARSHALL. 

This  institution  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved  May  24,  1899, 
and  was  located  at  Marshall.  It  was  declared  in  the  act  of  establishment  to  be  for  "The 
humane,  curative,  scientific  and  economic  treatment  of  the  feeble-minded  and  epileptic." 
The  law  provided  that  the  institution  should  be  built  on  the  cottage  or  village  plan,  and  should 
contain  cottages  for  domiciliary  use,  an  infirmary,  chapel,  schoolhouse  and  workshop.  The 
management  is  vested  in  five  managers,  two  of  whom  shall  be  women  and  but  two  of  the  others 
of  the  controlling  political  party.  The  term  of  office  is  four  years,  two  to  be  first  appointed 
for  two  years,  three  for  four  years,  and  vacancies  to  be  filled  every  two  years  thereafter. 
Compensation,  $100  a  year  and  traveling  expenses.  The  officers  of  the  institution  are  super- 
intendent, treasurer,  steward  and  matron.  The  Legislature  of  1899  appropriated  $30,000. 
With  appropriations  made  by  subsequent  Legislatures,  eight  cottages,  school  building  and 
other  necessary  buildings  have  been  added  to  the  institution.

MISSOURI  STATE  SANATORIUM— MT.  VERNON. 

A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Forty-third  General  Assem- 
bly (which  became  a  law)  providing  for  the  establishment,  at  some  place  in  the  state,  of  an 
institution  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  its  earlier  stages.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  was 
appropriated  for  establishing  this  institution,  and  the  act  provided  for  the  board  to  select 
location  and  cause  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings. 

During  the  fall  of  1905  the  board,  after  inspecting  many  available  sites,  decided  on  one 
of  200  acres  offered  by  the  citizens  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Lawrence  county,  Missouri.  This  beautiful 
little  village  is  on  the  crest  of  the  Ozarks,  the  climate  of  which  already  has  considerable  of  a 
reputation  for  the  curing  of  tuberculosis.  A  suitable  building  was  erected  and  turned  over 
to  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  spring  of  1907.  The  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly  appro- 
priated $135,000  for  other  buildings,  equipment  and  maintenance;  the  Forty-fifth,  $164,250; 
the  Forty-sixth,  $170,000;  the  Forty-seventh,  $153,000;  the  Forty-eighth,  $175,000;  the 
Forty-ninth,  $178,500;  and  the  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  made  an  appropriation  of  $179,395. 

Nine  permanent  buildings  are  completed  and  in  use. 


RULES  OF  ADMISSION. 

The  law  provides  for  two  classes  of  patients,  namely,  free  patients  and  private  patients. 
The  proper  method  of  applying  in  each  case  is  as  follows : 

A  free  patient  makes  an  affidavit  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county  in  which  he 
resides,  or  if  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  to  the  city  comptroller,  to  the  effect  that  he  desires  ad- 
mission to  the  Missouri  State  Sanatorium,  and  that  he  is  unable  to  pay  for  his  support  and 
treatment  while  there. 

The  court  after  investigation,  and  finding  the  applicant  to  be  worthy  of  the  charity, 
recommends  his  admission  to  the  sanatorium. 

Private  patients  apply  directly  to  the  sanatorium.  A  list  is  kept  of  each  class  of  appli- 
cants.   The  names  are  placed  on  the  list  in  the  order  of  their  receipt. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs,  the  person  whose  name  appears  first  on  the  list  of  free  patients 
is  referred  to  an  examining  physician  for  examination.  If  there  are  no  applications  from  free 
patients,  the  one  whose  name  appears  first  on  the  list  of  private  patients  is  referred  to  an 
examiner. 

The  cases  that  are  found  to  be  in  the  incipient  stage  are  sent  to  the  sanatorium. 
The  county  transports  the  free  patients.    Only  those  who  have  been  residents  of  the 
State  of  Missouri  for  at  least  one  year  can  be  taken  as  patients  to  the  sanatorium.

MISSOURI  PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

Heretofore  each  of  the  penal  institutions  were  under  the  control  of  a  board  composed  of 
five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  The  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  by  an  act 
approved  April  12,  1917,  known  as  the  "State  Prison  Board  Act,"  placed  the  management 
and  control  of  the  penal  institutions  of  the  state  under  the  board  of  three  members  known 
as  the  State  Prison  Board.    The  board  is  constituted  as  follows:

MISSOURI  STATE  PENITENTIARY— JEFFERSON  CITY. 

The  erection  of  a  State  Penitentiary  "house"  at  Jefferson  City  was  authorized  by  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  January  16,  1833,  appropriating  $25,000  for  the  cost 
of  erection  and  providing  for  its  completion  by  October  1,  1834.  The  contractor  failing  to 
complete  it  in  the  given  time,  the  Legislature  of  1835  passed  a  special  resolution  authorizing 
James  Dunica,  the  commissioner,  to  complete  the  stone  work  under  contract  with  J.  A. 
Crump  and  E.  Finley.  The  Prison  Inspection  Board  was  created  by  an  act  approved  March 
18,  1835.  The  same  act  provided  for  a  warden  to  be  chosen  by  a  joint  vote  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  first  prisoner  was  received  March  8,  1836,  and  the  total  number  of  prisoners 
for  that  year  was  eighteen.  From  the  opening  until  January  1,  1919,  44,926  prisoners  have 
been  received.  The  greatest  number  imprisoned  at  any  one  time  was  2,957.  On  June  1, 
1919,  there  were  2,280  male  and  84  female  convicts  in  the  Missouri  Penitentiary. 

The  state  property  at  the  penitentiary  was  appraised  in  December,  1918,  at  $3,045,342.32.

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MISSOURI  REFORMATORY — BOONVILLE. 

The  school  was  created  by  the  act  approved  March  30,  1887,  and  was  located  near  the 
city  of  Boonville,  by  a  commission  composed  of  Governor  Jno.  S.  Marmaduke,  Attorney- 
General  B.  G.  Boone  and  Register  of  Lands  Robert  McCulloch.  The  main  building  was 
erected  by  contract  under  the  supervision  of  this  commission,  and  was  opened  for  the  recep- 
tion of  boys  on  the  first  of  January,  1889.  All  other  buildings  on  the  place  were  built  by  the 
boys  with  brick  manufactured  upon  the  place. 

There  are  four  hundred  eighty-six  acres  owned  by  the  state;  in  addition  thereto,  five 
hundred  acres  have  been  rented  the  past  biennial  period. 

This  institution  has  graded  schools  up  to  the  eighth  grade.  Instruction  and  training  is 
given  in  the  following  trades:  Plumbing,  steamfitting,  electric  wiring,  boiler  firing,  refrigera- 
tion and  ice  manufacturing,  brickmaking,  bricklaying,  cement  work,  patching,  tailoring, 
band  music,  laundering,  cooking,  table  waiting,  painting,  blacks  mi  thing,  gardening,  orcharding, 
farming,  dairying,  baking,  flower  culture,  printing,  shorthand,  typewriting  and  carpentering. 

The  system  in  vogue  here  now  contemplates  that  religion  first,  work  secondly,  and  edu- 
cation thirdly,  are  the  three  prime  requisites  in  our  work  with  the  boys  here,  and  that  all 
influences  in  our  attempted  correction  of  the  boys  here  are  brought  to  bear  along  these  three 
lines. 

The  earnings  of  this  institution  from  July  1,  1918,  to  July  1,  1919,  are  approximately 
$50,000.    Of  this  sum,  $20,000  was  earned  by  the  boys  working  on  farms. 

The  discipline  here  is  military,  encouraging  as  far  as  is  possible,  a  high  conception  of 
honor,  placing  the  boys,  in  most  cases,  upon  their  honor. 

All  business  is  now  handled  upon  requisitions,  and  vouchers  can  be  shown  for  every  single 
expenditure. 

The  population  on  July  1,  1919.  is  646.

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INDUSTRIAL  HOME  FOR  GIRLS— CHILLICOTHE. 

The  State  Industrial  Home  for  Girls  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth 
General  Assembly,  approved  March  30,  1887.  The  sum  of  $50,000  was  appropriated  for 
this  purpose.  A  commission,  composed  of  the  Governor,  Attorney-General  and  Register  of 
Lands,  was  appointed  to  locate  this  home,  and  on  July  28,  1887,  they  accepted  a  donation  of 
$5,000  tendered  by  the  citizens  of  Chillicothe,  through  the  local  board  of  trade,  and  located 
the  institution  in  that  city  on  a  tract  of  forty-nine  acres.  In  January,  1889,  the  first  building 
was  opened  for  the  reception  of  girls.  Three  cottages,  a  school  building  and  chapel  com- 
bined, a  boiler  house  and  administration  building,  have  since  been  erected.  In  1914  an  appro- 
priation of  $12,600  was  made  for  the  purchase  of  additional  land,  and  a  tract  of  twenty  acres 
adjoining  the  home  grounds  was  bought. 

Girls  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  eighteen  may  be  committed  to  the  home,  and  may 
remain  until  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Within  this  biennium,  the  plan  of  segregating  the 
diseased  girls  has  been  established;  also  special  classes  such  as  vocal  music,  domestic  science, 
domestic  art  and  two  general  sewing  rooms.  Instructions  received  in  these  classes  have  proved 
to  be  very  beneficial  to  the  girls.  The  products  from  the  garden,  farm,  poultry  and  dairy 
departments  amounted  to  $21,387.55  for  the  past  two  years. 

Since  the  last  report  there  were  admitted  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  girls,  eighty-four  pa- 
rolled  on  good  behavior,  and  ninety-four  have  been  discharged  at  expiration  of  time  or  for  va- 
rious other  reasons.  Thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight  girls  have  been  committed  to  the 
home;  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  were  enrolled  December  31,  1918.

The  Forty-fifth  General  Assembly,  by  an 
act  approved  June  14,  1909,  provided  for  an 
appointment  of  a  commission,  consisting  of 
five  members,  to  locate  and  establish  a  State 
Industrial  Home  for  Negro  Girls,  and,  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  said  act,  ap- 
propriated $20,000.00.  The  Forty-sixth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  appropriated  $6,500.00;  the 
forty-seventh  General  Assembly  appropriated 
$80,000.00;  and  the  Forty-eighth  General 
Assembly  re-appropriated  $28,557.19  for  com- 
pletion of  buildings.  The  administration  build- 
ing, right  wing,  service  building  and  boiler 
room  were  completed,  and  $63,685.00  for  sup- 
port, equipment,  etc. 

Girls  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  eight- 
een may  be  committed  to  the  home  and  may 
remain  until  21  years  of  age.  The  school  con- 
forms to  the  state  course  of  study  and  com- 
prises the  grammar  grades.  Also  practical 
courses  in  plain  sewing  and  dressmaking;  in- 
struction in  practical  housekeeping  is  given  to 
all  girls.  Those  who  show  musical  ability  also 
receive  instruction.  Simple  training  in  domes- 
tic science  and  art  are  also  given  the  girls. 
One  hundred  and  fourteen  girls  have  been 
committed  to  the  home.

Under  the  proclamation  of  the  President,  dated  June  18,  1916,  the  entire  National  Guard 
of  Missouri,  consisting  of  5,030  officers  and  men  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Harvey  O.  Clark,  was  on  duty  on  the  Mexican  border  for  some  six  months  during  the  year 
1916  in  the  Laredo  district,  patrolling  145  miles  of  the  boundary  between  Mexico  and  the 
United  States.  The  last  Missouri  organization  had  just  been  released  from  duty  when  war 
was  declared  against  Germany. 

The  Governor  applied  to  the  Militia  Bureau  for  authority  to  recruit  all  organizations  of 
the  National  Guard  to  war  strength  and  to  organize  all  the  new  units  which  the  state  would 
be  entitled  to  organize  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  3,  1916,  commonly  called  the 
Defense  Act,  and  such  authority  was  granted.  General  Clark,  the  commanding  general 
of  the  Missouri  National  Guard,  was  accordingly  assigned  the  task  of  organizing,  training 
and  equipping  in  three  months  a  force  which  under  the  Defense  Act  the  state  was  given  five 
years  to  raise.  The  recruitment  of  the  old  and  the  raising  of  the  new  organizations  progressed 
with  the  greatest  rapidity,  and  on  the  date  of  the  induction  of  the  National  Guard  into  federal 
service  on  August  5,  1917,  this  state  had  organized  every  unit  authorized  by  the  Militia 
Bureau.  When  released  from  federal  service  on  its  return  from  the  Mexican  border  in  the 
early  part  of  1917  the  Guard  consisted  of  four  regiments  of  infantry,  a  battalion  of  field  artillery, 
a  signal  corps  company,  a  troop  of  cavalry,  a  field  hospital  and  an  ambulance  company 
aggregating  4,447  officers  and  men.  Between  the  date  of  the  declaration  of  war  on  April  6, 
1917,  and  that  of  induction  into  federal  service  on  August  5,  1917,  this  force  was 
increased  to  six  regiments  of  infantry,  two  regiments  of  field  artillery,  a  signal  corps 
battalion,  a  battalion  of  engineers,  two  field  hospitals,  two  ambulance  companies,  a  motor 
supply  train  and  a  troop  of  cavalry  with  an  aggregate  strength  of  14,756  officers  and  men. 

The  entire  National  Guard  was  mobilized  at  the  State  Rifle  Range  at  Nevada  on  August 
5,  1917,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier  General  Harvey  C.  Clark,  and  remained  there  under 
the  training  of  its  own  officers  for  some  two  months.    It  consisted  of  the  following  units:

On  September  28th  the  troops  entrained  for  Camp  Doniphan,  Oklahoma,  and  were  there 
consolidated  with  the  Kansas  National  Guard,  the  combined  National  Guard  of  Missouri 
and  Kansas  constituting  the  35th  Division,  this  state  furnishing  about  two-thirds  and  Kansas 
one-third  of  its  strength.  Upon  arrival  at  Camp  Doniphan  the  1st  Missouri  Infantry  and 
the  5th  Missouri  Infantry  from  St.  Louis  were  consolidated  under  the  name  of  the  138th 
Infantry.  The  4th  Missouri  Infantry,  from  various  towns  in  North  Missouri,  was  consoli- 
dated with  the  3d  Kansas  and  designated  the  139th  Infantry.  The  3d  Missouri  Infantry, 
largely  from  Kansas  City,  and  the  6th  Missouri  Infantry,  from  all  sections  of  the  state,  were 
consolidated  as  the  140th  Infantry.  The  2d  Missouri  Infantry,  from  Southwest  Missouri, 
was  disbanded  and  formed  into  three  Machine  Gun  Battalions,  designated  the  128th,  129th 
and  130th  Machine  Gun  Battalions,  and  its  headquarters  and  supply  company  constituted 
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a  Trench  Mortar  Battery.  The  designation  of  the  1st  Missouri  Field  Artillery  (St.  Louis) 
was  changed  to  the  128th  Field  Artillery,  and  that  of  the  2d  Missouri  Field  Artillery  (Kansas 
City),  consolidated  with  Troop  B,  was  changed  to  the  129th  Field  Artillery.  The  two  Mis- 
souri Field  Hospitals  and  two  Ambulance  Companies  were  designated  the  110th  Sanitary 
Train.  The  Missouri  Engineer  Battalion  was  consolidated  with  the  Kansas  battalion  and 
designated  the  110th  Engineers.  The  Missouri  Supply  Train  became  the  110th  Motor 
Supply  Train. 

The  training  of  the  National  Guard  composing  the  35th  Division  at  Camp  Doniphan  was 
under  its  own  National  Guard  officers,  and  the  wonderful  record  it  made  in  France  is  due 
solely  to  the  efforts  of  the  citizen  soldiers  of  Missouri  and  Kansas  who  composed  it. 

The  division  remained  at  Camp  Doniphan  until  April  12,  1918,  when  it  moved  to  Camp 
Mills,  New  York,  and  embarked  for  Europe  on  April  25,  1918,  arriving  at  Liverpool  on  May 
7th.  From  England  the  troops  were  moved  to  France,  landing  there  May  17,  1918.  After 
a  brief  period  of  training  in  France  the  Division  was  moved  to  the  front  line  trenches  in  the 
Vosges  sector.  After  a  long  stay  in  the  trenches  it  was  attached  to  the  contingent  of  the 
American  Army  which  participated  in  the  St.  Mihiel  advance,  forming  a  part  of  the  reserve. 
Following  the  reduction  of  the  St.  Mihiel  salient  it  was  moved  to  the  Argonne  and  for  six 
days  participated  in  the  fiercest  fighting  of  this  the  greatest  and  decisive  battle  of  the  war. 
The  35th  Division  was  the  razor  edge  of  the  advancing  American  wedge;  it  bore  the  brunt  and 
four  picked  divisions  of  the  Prussian  Guard,  the  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th,  were  thrown  in  its  way 
only  to  be  routed.  It  went  over  the  top  at  5:30  a.  m.  on  September  26,  1918,  and  on  October 
1st,  after  six  days  of  the  most  desperate  fighting  of  the  war,  it  had  captured  every  objective 
from  Vouquois  Hill  to  Exermont,  advancing  a  distance  of  some  eleven  miles  over  a  terrain 
mined  and  fortified  with  barbed  wire  and  concrete  as  strongly  as  Prussian  ingenuity  knew 
how  to  defend  it.  The  casualties  of  the  Division  in  this  engagement  were  7,854,  of  which 
number  675  Missourians  were  killed  and  4,561  wounded.  Thirty-five  Missouri  Infantry 
officers  of  the  Division  were  killed  and  85  wounded,  a  percentage  of  forty,  which  was  the  largest 
relative  loss  in  any  division  in  the  American  Army,  a  mute  testimonial  to  the  bravery  and 
matchless  gallantry  of  the  National  Guardsmen  who  did  not  fear  to  lead  where  death  was 
taking  its  heaviest  toll.  Six  hundred  and  forty  Missouri  enlisted  men  were  killed  and  4,476 
wounded,  or  35  per  cent  of  the  Missourians  in  the  Division,  conclusive  evidence  of  the  nature 
of  the  task  assigned  them  and  their  heroic  accomplishment.  Thus  the  citizens  soldiery  of 
Missouri  and  Kansas  met  and  defeated  the  professional  troops  of  the  nation,  which  stands  as 
the  foremost  exponent  of  professional  militarism.  The  heroic  gallantry  and  heroism  of  the 
Missouri  and  Kansas  National  Guardsmen  who  fought  in  the  Argonne  were  commended  alike 
by  friend  and  foe  in  the  strongest  terms  language  can  employ.  The  division  returned  to  the 
United  States  in  the  early  part  of  May,  1919,  and  was  finally  discharged  from  federal  service 
at  Camp  Funston  during  that  month. 

One  National  Guard  unit,  the  First  Missouri  Signal  Corps  Battalion  stationed  at  Kansas 
City,  commanded  by  Major  Ruby  D.  Garrett,  was  attached  to  the  Rainbow  Division  consist- 
ing of  National  Guard  units  selected  from  the  National  Guard  of  twenty-seven  states.  The 
record  made  by  this  Division  (the  42nd)  was  one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  any  American 
troops  in  France,  and  the  Missouri  contingent  was  considered  one  of  its  very  best. 

Shortly  after  the  mobilization  of  the  National  Guard  and  the  regular  army  the  govern- 
ment began  the  organization  of  another  great  force  under  the  provisions  of  the  Selective 
Service  Act.  The  first  contingent  of  drafted  men  from  Missouri  was  sent  to  Camp  Funston, 
and  together  with.the  men  from  Kansas,  Nebraska,  South  Dakota,  Colorado,  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico  were  organized  into  the  89th  Division  trained  by  Major  General  Leonard  Wood. 
Its  personnel,  drawn  from  the  flower  of  the  citizenship  of  the  great  middle  west,  was  the  very 
finest.  Its  officers  were  in  large  part  without  previous  military  training  other  than  that 
obtained  in  the  excellent  course  given  in  the  officers'  training  camps,  which  preceded  the 
mobilization  of  the  selective  service  men,  but  so  well  did  they  learn  the  art  of  war  the  Division 
was  sent  to  France  in  June,  1918,  and  became  one  of  the  very  finest  fighting  units  in  the 
American  Expeditionary  Forces.  It  was  at  St.  Mihiel  and  in  the  great  battle  of  the  Argonne, 
in  both  of  which  engagements  it  conducted  itself  with  magnificent  gallantry  reflecting  the  very 
greatest  credit  upon  the  citizen  soldiery  of  the  great  middle  west.  While  men  from  this 
state  were  in  every  unit  in  this  Division,  the*354th  Infantry,  the  356th  Infantry,  the  342nd 
Field  Artillery,  the  314th  Signal  Corps  Battalion  and  the  314th  Engineers  contained  a  pre- 
ponderance of  Missourians,  and  these  were  practically  Missouri  units.  The  Division  made  a 
total  advance  of  48  kilometers,  and  its  casualties  in  the  two  battles  of  St.  Mihiel  and  the 
Argonne  were  8,813.  The  wonderful  record  made  by  this  Division  composed  of  officers  and 
men  of  the  great  Middle  West  called  suddenly  from  civil  life  explodes  the  old  theory  of  the 
advocates  of  professional  militarism  that  the  making  of  a  soldier  requires  a  year's  training, 
and  demonstrates  beyond  all  question  the  superior  worth  of  the  civilian  soldier.  This  Divi- 
sion was  the  superior  from  every  standpoint  of  the  professional  soldiery  of  Germany  on  the 
day  it  landed  in  Europe  and  the  Prussian  mercenaries  went  down  before  it  like  grain  before 
the  reaper.  The  Division  returned  to  this  country  early  in  June,  1919,  and  was  discharged 
from  the  federal  service  during  the  same  month. 
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Another  Missouri  unit  which  acquitted  itself  with  great  credit  was  the  12th  Engineers, 
organized  largely  from  railroad  men  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis. 

Missouri  was  represented  in  almost  every  company,  battery,  corps  or  contingent  in  the 
American  army,  and  this  state  contributed  its  full  quota  to  the  officers  reserve  corps,  the  navy, 
the  regular  army,  the  aviation  service,  the  marine  corps,  railroad  troops,  etc.  The  conduct 
and  bearing  of  our  officers  and  men  in  all  of  these  organizations  was  such  as  to  reflect  the 
greatest  credit  upon  the  state.  Many  of  them  have  been  decorated  for  acts  of  conspicuous 
daring  and  gallantry.  The  total  number  of  Missourians  serving  in  the  war  against  Germany 
is  as  follows : 

In  the  army,  including  all  branches  of  the  service,  128,000. 

In  the  navy,  6,910. 

In  the  marine  corps,  3,400. 

Exact  figures  as  to  the  casualties  among  Missourians  serving  cannot  be  given  at  this  time 
because  the  records  at  "Washington  are  as  yet  incomplete,  but  in  a  general  way  it  may  be 
said  that  they  were  about  15,000,  of  which  number  2,500  were  fatalities. 

Owing  to  the  sudden  termination  of  the  war,  only  about  fifty  per  cent  of  those  called  into 
service  got  to  France,  but  those  who  were  at  the  date  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice  in  the 
several  training  camps  stood  ready  to  go  and  would  have  given  the  same  account  of  them- 
selves on  the  battlefield  as  their  comrades  at  the  front.  Nor  must  the  nature  of  their  sacrifice 
be  minimized.  They  were  taken  from  their  homes  and  occupations,  entailing  in  many  cases 
untold  suffering  and  hardships.  Family  ties  were  broken,  positions  lost,  the  whole  future  of 
the  soldier  made  uncertain.  The  life  of  a  soldier  in  the  field,  even  though  it  be  a  training 
camp,  is  one  of  hardship  and  hazard.  The  toll  there  paid  in  sickness  and  death  was  a  heavy 
one — thousands  died  from  pneumonia  and  influenza.  The  records  of  the  army  show  that  more 
men  died  in  the  training  camps  from  these  two  maladies  than  were  killed  in  battle.  The  real 
hero  in  this  war  as  in  all  wars  is  not  the  man  whose  name  appears  in  the  headlines,  but  the 
common  soldier  who  served  in  humble  position  faithfully  and  well.  "We  find  his  name  leading 
the  totals  of  battle  deaths  and  camp  fatalities — when  the  honor  roll  is  made  up  let  us  not 
forget  him. 

The  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  passed  the  following  acts  in  the  interest  of  the  citizen 
soldiery  of  Missouri; 

Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Employment  Commission:  An  act  constituting  the  Adjutant 
General  and  the  State  Labor  Commissioner  a  commission  to  assist  discharged  Missouri  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  in  obtaining  employment.  Provision  is  made  for  publishing  the  name  of 
any  employer  who  refuses  to  reinstate  in  his  former  position  any  discharged  Missouri  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine.  The  general  office  of  the  commission  is  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office  at 
Jefferson  City.  Branch  offices  are  maintained  at  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  and  else- 
where.   Ten  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  act. 

County  Memorials:  An  act  authorizing  the  county  court  in  each  county  and  the  munici- 
pal body  in  each  city  in  the  state  not  part  of  a  county  to  erect  a  suitable  memorial  building  or 
monument  or  to  place  a  suitable  bronze  tablet  in  some  public  building  at  the  county  seat 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  furnished  by  the  county  or  city 
in  the  war  with  Germany.  One  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for 
this  purpose.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  the  county  clerk  is  required  to  compile  and 
preserve  in  his  office  a  complete  record  of  each  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  served  from  such 
county  or  city  in  the  war  with  Germany. 

Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Memorial  Hall:  An  act  dedicating  both  floors  of  the  east  corridor 
of  the  new  capitol  building  to  the  purpose  of  a  soldiers'  and  sailors'  memorial  hall  and  directing 
the  Adjutant  General  to  display  therein  in  appropriate  cases  the  battle  flags  carried  by  all 
Missouri  units  in  the  Seminole  War,  the  Mexican  War,  the  Civil  War,  the  Spanish-American 
War,  on  the  Mexican  border  and  in  the  war  with  Germany,  together  with  all  war  trophies  and 
relics  connected  with  the  service  of  Missourians  in  the  various  wars  in  which  troops  from  this 
state  have  served.    Fifteen  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Memorial  in  France:  The  act  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  of  seven 
Missouri  soldiers  who  served  with  combat  troops  in  France  to  locate  and  erect  a  memorial 
in  France  to  the  memory  of  Missourians  who  there  fell.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  was 
appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

History  and  Biographical  Record  of  Missouri  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines  who  served  in 
the  War  with  Germany:  The  act  authorizes  the  Adjutant  General  to  compile  and  publish  a 
record  of  the  participation  of  Missouri  units  or  units  composed  in  large  part  of  Missourians 
in  the  war  with  Germany,  together  with  a  biography  of  every  Missouri  soldier,  sailor  and 
marine  who  served.  Provision  is  made  for  the  free  distribution  of  copies  of  this  history  and 
record  to  all  libraries,  public  schools,  etc.,  in  the  state.  It  is  estimated  that  this  work  will 
contain  about  six  volumes.    Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Medals  for  Missouri  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines:  The  act  authorizes  the  Adjutant 
General  to  procure  and  present  to  each  Missouri  soldier,  sailor  and  marine  who  served  in  the 
war  with  Germany  an  appropriate  bronze  medal  as  a  slight  token  of  the  gratitude  of  the  state 
to  its  sons  who  served.  The  act  likewise  authorizes  the  presentation  of  a  medal  to  each  Mis- 
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souri  Volunteer  who  served  in  the  war  with  Spain  and  to  each  member  of  the  Missouri  National 
Guard  who  served  on  the  Mexican  border  in  1916.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  was  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose. 

Reorganization  of  the  National  Guard:  The  act  revises  the  military  code  of  the  state  and 
provides  for  the  reorganization  of  the  National  Guard  with  the  same  status  it  had  when 
inducted  into  the  federal  service  on  August  5,  1917.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand 
dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  National  Guard  during  the 
biennial  period.

TITLE  AND  TERM  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  address  of  the  President  is  simply  "the  President  of  the  United  States."  In  the 
First  Congress  there  was  debate  over  a  title  and  it  was  proposed  by  some  members  that 
he  be  addressed  as  "His  Excellency"  and  by  others  as  "His  Highness,"  but  a  committee 
reported  that  "it  is  not  proper  to  annex  any  style  or  title  other  than  that  expressed  in  the 
Constitution."  In  the  Constitutional  Convention  the  first  report  fixed  the  term  of  office  at 
seven  years  without  eligibility  to  re-election.  In  debate,  various  periods  from  "during  good 
behavior"  to  twenty  years  were  favored.  The  limit  to  four  years  was  finally  adopted  in 
grand  committee  and  ratified  by  the  convention. 

THE  PRESIDENTIAL  SUCCESSION. 

The  presidential  succession  is  fixed  by  chapter  4  of  the  acts  of  the  Forty-ninth  Congress, 
first  session.  In  case  of  the  removal,  death,  resignation,  or  inability  of  both  the  President 
and  Vice-President,  then  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  act  as  President  until  the  disability  of 
the  President  or  Vice-President  is  removed  or  a  President  is  elected.  If  there  be  no  Secretary 
of  State,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will  act;  and  the  remainder  of  the  order  of  suc- 
cession is  as  follows:  The  Secretary  of  War,  Attorney- General,  Postmaster-General,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  and  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  The  acting  President  must,  upon  taking 
office,  convene  Congress,  if  not  at  the  time  in  session,  in  extraordinary  session,  giving  twenty 
days'  notice.  This  act  applies  only  to  such  Cabinet  officers  as  shall  have  been  confirmed 
by  the  Senate  and  are  eligible  under  the  Constitution  to  the  presidency. 

THE  PRESIDENTIAL  ELECTION  OF  1920. 

The  next  presidential  election  will  take  place  on  Tuesday,  November  2,  1920.  For  the 
first  time  in  Missouri  women  may  vote  for  presidential  electors. 

The  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  are  chosen  by  officials  termed 
"electors"  in  each  state,  who  are,  under  existing  state  laws,  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters 
thereof,  by  ballot,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  every  fourth 
year  preceding  the  year  in  which  the  presidential  term  expires. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  prescribes  that  each  state  shall  "appoint,"  in  such 
manner  as  the  Legislature  thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors  equal  to  the  whole  number 
of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  state  may  be  entitled  in  Congress;  but  no 
Senator  or  Representative  or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States  shall  be  an  elector.  The  Constitution  requires  that  the  day  when  electors  are  chosen 
shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States.  At  the  beginning  of  our  Government 
most  of  the  electors  were  chosen  by  the  Legislatures  of  their  respective  states,  the  people 
having  no  direct  participation  in  their  choice;  and  one  state,  South  Carolina,  continued 
that  practice  down  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  war.  But  in  all  the  states  now  the  electors 
are,  under  the  direction  of  state  laws,  chosen  by  the  people  on  a  general  state  ticket. 

The  manner  in  which  the  chosen  electors  meet  and  ballot  for  a  President  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States  is  provided  for  in  article  XII  of  the  Constitution,  and  is  as 
follows : 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states  and  vote  by  ballot  for  President  and 
Vice-President,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  them- 
selves; they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President,  and  in  distinct 
ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice-President;  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons 
voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  of  the  number 
of  votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit,  sealed,  to  the  seat  of 
government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  same  article  then  prescribes  the  mode  in  which  the  Congress  shall  count  the  ballots 
of  the  electors  and  announce  the  result  thereof,  which  is  as  follows: 

The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted;  the  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority

of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from 
the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three,  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for 
as  President,  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  Presi- 
dent. Rut  in  choosing  the  President  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation 
from  each  state  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  mem- 
bers from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice.  And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President,  whenever  the 
right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following, 
then  the  Vice-President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitu- 
tional disability  of  the  President.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice- 
President  shall  be  the  Vice-President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers 
on  the  list  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice-President;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist 
of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

The  procedure  of  the  two  houses,  in  case  the  returns  of  the  election  of  electors  from  any 
state  are  disputed,  is  provided  in  the  "Electoral  Count"  act,  passed  by  the  Forty-ninth 
Congress.  The  act  directs  that  the  presidential  electors  shall  meet  and  give  their  votes 
on  the  second  Monday  in  January  next  following  their  election.  It  fixes  the  time  when 
Congress  shall  be  in  session  to  count  the  ballots  as  the  second  Wednesday  in  February  suc- 
ceeding the  meeting  of  the  electors. 

The  Constitution  also  defines  who  is  eligible  for  President  of  the  United  States,  as  fol- 
lows: 

No  person  except  a  natural-born  citizen  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President;  neither  shall  any 
person  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five  years. 

The  qualifications  for  Vice-President  are  the  same.

MISSOURI  DEMOCRATIC  STATE  PLATFORM. 

(Adopted  by  Missouri  Democrats  at  the  convention  held  in  Jefferson  City  in  August,  1918.) 

The  Democratic  party  of  Missouri,  in  convention  assembled,  congratulates  the  State 
and  Nation  that  in  this  tragic  period  of  the  world's  history  we  have  at  the  head  of  the  Govern- 
ment the  leader  of  American  democracy  and  the  leader  of  a  new  world  democracy,  Woodrow 
Wilson. 

•  I. 

The  immediate  purpose  of  the  Democratic  party,  the  purpose  which  takes  precedence 
of  every  other,  is  the  winning  of  the  war,  speedily  and  worthily.  If  the  war  should  not 
be  won,  nothing  else  would  matter.  We  must  win  the  war,  no  matter  what  the  cost  or  how 
much  the  sacrifice.  The  fate  of  true  democracy  here  and  everywhere  depends  upon  the 
war  being  won.  The  object  of  the  war  is  to  rid  the  world  once  for  all  of  the  threat  of  violence 
and  injustice  which  must  hang  over  it  so  long  as  there  is  an  autocratic  Government  which 
can  disturb  its  peace  or  dominate  its  fortunes.  The  outrages  against  the  rights  of  nations 
and  the  rights  of  humanity  which  the  German  military  autocracy  has  committed  have  directly 
touched  our  own  citizens  and  our  own  liberties,  and  they  have  done  much  more  than  that. 
They  have  threatened  right  and  liberty  everywhere,  and  the  German  military  autocracy  must 
be  brought  to  terms  by  such  a  victory  as  will  leave  no  doubt  as  to  what  forces  control  the 
destinies  of  mankind.  We  entered  upon  our  present  course  in  self-defense  to  resist  a  menac- 
ing assault,  directed  against  our  freedom  and  national  Integrity;  we  shall  not  abandon  it 
until  our  objective  is  definitely  attained. 

«  II. 

Because  we  mean  to  win  the  war,  it  is  our  purpose  to  support  and  sustain  to  the  ut- 
most the  administration  of  Woodrow  Wilson.  His  administration  can  be  supported  better 
by  those  who  believe  in  it  and  trust  it  than  by  those  who  are  constantly  eager  to  make  a 
selfish  or  partisan  use  of  what  they  conceive  to  be  its  mistakes.  In  the  nominees  of  the 
Democratic  party  of  Missouri  the  administration  of  Woodrow  Wilson  has  men  who  are  in 
sympathy  with  his  aims  and  ideals  and  who  are  the  real  and  unquestioned  friends  of  his  ad- 
ministration. 

III. 

We  are  confirmed  and  strengthened  in  our  support  of  the  administration  and  are  in  full 
harmony  with  it,  not  merely  because  we  are  at  war  and  must  stand  behind  the  only  com- 
mon instrument  through  which  we  can  win,  but  also  because  the  administration  has  deserved 
our  confidence  by  its  record. 

IV. 

Our  purposes  look  also  beyond  the  period  of  the  war.  We  recognize  that  the  war  must, 
of  necessity,  be  followed  by  a  period  of  reconstruction  to  whose  problems  it  will  be  neces- 
sary that  the  best,  most  sympathetic  and  most  experienced  minds  of  the  country  should  be 
devoted.  Those  problems  will,  some  of  them,  be  new,  and  many  of  them,  though  old  prob- 
lems, will  wear  a  new  aspect  and  significance.  They  must  be  approached  without  regard 
to  old  party  catch-words,  formulas  or  prepossessions,  in  full  recognition  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  new  and  must  be  dealt  with  in  a  way  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  new  era. 

V. 

As  full  of  developments  as  possible  of  vocational  training  must  be  undertaken,  par- 
ticular attention  being  given  to  the  rehabilitation  of  those  who  have  been  In  one  way  or 
another  disabled  by  the  war.  Opportunities  for  their  industrial  employment  must  be  sought 
and  found,  and  they  must  be  equipped  to  take  advantage  of  those  opportunities. 

And  not  in  their  case  alone  must  the  sympathetic  aid  of  the  Federal  Government  be 
given  to  the  allocation  of  labor,  the  development  of  its  skill  and  the  establishment  of  proper 
labor  conditions,  but  such  services  must  be  made  to  raise  the  whole  level  of  conditions  and 
facilitate  the  access  of  labor  to  employment  and  the  improvement  of  its  preparation  and 
training. 
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VI. 

We  must  seek  to  avoid  in  the  future  the  conflicts  between  capital  and  labor,  which  have 
been  all  too  frequent  in  the  past,  and  must  seek  to  do  this  by  measures  of  co-ordination,  such 
as  have  hitherto  not  been  attempted.  The  statesmanship  of  the  country  must  be  devoted 
to  this  fundamental  and  all-important  task  whose  successful  working  out  is  a  condition 
precedent  to  harmonious  democracy.  We  approve  the  position  taken  by  President  Wilson 
and  the  War  Labor  Board,  recognizing  the  right  of  labor  to  organize.  The  Democratic 
party  does  not  seek  to  array  class  against  class,  but  to  preserve  the  rights  of  all  by  causing 
each  to  respect  the  rights  of  the  other.  It  would  equalize  conditions  not  by  dragging  down 
those  who  are  up,  but  by  lifting  those  who  are  down. 

VII. 

The  whole  industry  of  the  country  must  be  dealt  with  in  the  most  liberal  and  enlightened 
manner.  All  raw  materials  and  universal  essentials  like  coal,  electric  power  and  water  power 
must  be  made  accessible  to  all  upon  equal  and  equitable  terms.  The  national  resources 
of  the  country  must  be  symmetrically  developed  where  they  have  been  neglected  or  their 
development  delayed.  Arid  and  waste  lands  must  be  reclaimed  and  agriculture  in  general 
encouraged.  New  industries  must  be  fostered  and  the  barriers  removed  which  have  stood  in 
the  way  of  the  old  ones,  and  the  thought  of  the  nation  must  be  devoted  to  every  impartial 
process  by  which  the  industrial  prosperity  of  the  country  may  be  secured  by  methods  which 
will  absolutely  exclude  monopoly. 

VIII. 

The  railway  and  telegraph  problems  under  governmental  operation  must  be  solved  in 
such  a  way  as  to  assure  complete  co-ordination,  adequate  development  and  equal  service 
in  every  phase  of  economic  activity.  The  water  transportation  of  the  country  must  be  en- 
couraged and  not  discouraged  and  must  be  developed  in  such  a  way  as  to  adequately  supple- 
ment the  transportation  systems  of  railways. 

IX. 

There  must  be  a  single  test  and  standard  for  every  public  policy.  Every  measure  must 
be  put  to  this  test:  Is  it  just?  Is  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  average  man  without  influence 
or  privilege?  Does  it,  in  real  fact,  embody  the  highest  conception  of  social  justice  and  of 
right  dealing  without  regard  to  person  or  class  or  special  interest? 

>,  To  the  fighting  forces  of  the  armies  of  our  country,  battling  or  preparing  to  battle  for  the 
freedom  of  the  world,  we  send  greetings  of  pride  and  affection.  With  the  assurance  that, 
while  they  are  facing  the  foe  in  front,  we  will  take  care  of  snipers  in  the  rear;  that  we  will 
support  the  Government  in  every  effort  to  protect  the  market  baskets  of  their  wives  and 
mothers  from  the  profiteers,  and  that  we  will  not  only  support  and  sustain  them  now,  but 
remember  them  with  a  nation's  gratitude  and  care  when  they  come  home  again. 

We  congratulate  them  on  the  wisdom  and  the  foresight  of  the  national  administration 
in  providing  a  war  insurance,  which  goes  farther  toward  the  proper  protection  of  the  fighting 
forces  than  this  or  any  nation  has  ever  gone  before. 

X. 

A  sound  policy  of  statesmanship  will  endeavor  to  create  in  America  a  nation  of  inde- 
pendent, home-owning  people.  The  Federal  farm  loan  law  is  a  wise  act  of  Democratic  con- 
structive legislation  which  is  making  it  possible  for  industrious  persons  of  small  means  to 
acquire  ownership  of  farm  homes.  We  favor  the  extension  of  this  legislation  to  include 
the  granting  of  preferential  loans  through  the  rural  credit  system,  under  favorable  terms  and 
conditions,  to  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  we  favor  the  enactment  of  prac- 
tical legislation  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 

During  the  last  two  years  of  the  first  Wilson  administration,  Democratic  leaders  in  Con- 
gress vainly  sought  to  secure  the  passage  of  legislation  which  would  establish  a  strong  Govern- 
ment merchant  marine.  The  obstructive  methods  of  partisans  who  know  no  school  of  thought 
save  that  which  contemplates  paying  public  tribute  to  private  profit  continued  until  the 
American  flag  had  almost  disappeared  from  the  high  seas.  It  was  not  until  a  program, 
sponsored  by  the  national  administration,  was  finally  adopted  by  Congress  that  any  progress 
was  made. 

The  tariff  question  had  been  eliminated  as  a  political  issue,  by  Democratic  legislation, 
through  the  creation  of  a  Federal  tariff  commission,  a  nonpartisan  body,  engaged  in  intelli- 
gent research  and  preparation  for  reconstruction  of  our  revenue  and  custom  laws  after  the 
war  in  such  manner  as  will  be  best  adapted  to  the  country's  needs. 

XI. 

To  labor  we  pledge  the  continuation  of  the  policy  of  the  party  during  the  last  six  years. 
We  need  not  insist  upon  our  sympathy  with  the  American  toiler  for  the  record  is  writ,  and 
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he  who  runs  may  read.  And  we  commend  the  splendid  spirit  with  which  American  labor  has 
consecrated  itself  to  the  service  of  the  Republic  in  the  waging  of  the  war. 

XII. 

The  world  war  has  created  extraordinary  demands  upon  America  for  food.  In  this  su- 
preme crisis  we  congratulate  our  farmers  and  the  nation  on  the  steady  increase  in  America's 
production  of  foodstuffs  and  the  evident  ability  of  our  farmers  to  meet  the  increasing  demands 
of  our  armies  and  those  of  our  allies.  This  gratifying  result  is  due  to  the  intelligence,  industry 
and  patriotism  of  American  farmers,  whose  masterful  efforts  have  been  immeasurably  aided 
by  wise  legislation  in  aid  of  agriculture  enacted  in  both  state  and  nation  by  the  Democratic 
party. 

XIII. 

We  heartily  indorse  the  policy  of  federal  and  state  aid  to  encoorage  the  development 
of  agriculture  and  good  roads,  and  we  pledge  our  party  to  enact  further  practical  legislation 
having  these  purposes  in  view. 

XIV. 

We  advocate  the  enfranchisement  of  women  by  the  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitu- 
tion now  pending  before  Congress — firstly,  becaase  the  President  has  urged  this  as  a  necessary 
war  measure;  secondly,  because  the  enfranchisement  of  women  is  simple  democratic  justice 
to  women;  and  thirdly,  the  enfranchisement  of  women  is  a  public  policy  otherwise  advan- 
tageous to  the  State. 

We  believe  that  the  enfranchisement  of  women  will  tend  to  increase  the  interest  of  men 
and  women  in  the  politics  of  the  state  and  nation,  and,  so  believing,  advocate  it  as  a  public 
policy  beneficial  to  the  public  weal. 

XV. 

We  declare  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  next  Legislature  to  submit  to  the  people  of  this  state 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  enabling  the  cities  thereof  to  increase  their  debt-making 
power  to  the  end  that  such  cities,  if  desired,  may  purchase,  construct,  own  and  operate  their 
public  utilities.

We  are  in  favor  of  prompt  action  by  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Missouri 
upon  the  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  with  regard  to  prohibition,  and  that  their 
action  should  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  their  constituents,  before  the  con- 
sideration of  other  matters,  keeping  in  mind  the  paramount  importance  of  all  questions 
pertaining  to  the  winning  of  the  war. 

XVII. 

We  realize  it  is  more  difficult  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  good  laws  than  it  is  to  procure 
their  enactment.    We,  therefore,  declare  in  favor  of  the  strict  enforcement  of  all  laws. 

XVIII. 

With  pleasure  and  pride  we  call  the  attention  of  the  voters  of  Missouri  to  the  personnel 
of  our  tickets.  Our  nominees  are  men  whose  records  are  platforms  in  themselves.  The 
people  know  what  they  will  do  in  the  future  by  what  they  have  done  in  the  past. 

XIX. 

We  favor  amending  the  Constitution  of  this  state  so  that  no  person  of  foreign  birth  will 
be  permitted  to  vote  until  becoming  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  as  provided  by  law. 

XX.  , 

We  heartily  indorse  the  efficient  business  administration  of  Gov.  Frederick  D.  Gardner 
and  other  Democratic  state  officials.    The  record  is  one  in  which  we  may  well  take  pride. 

The  present  administration  has  placed  the  state  upon  a  cash  basis,  has  paid  every  obliga- 
tion incurred  by  it,  and  more  than  $1,000,000  of  accumulations  of  previous  administrations. 
This  was  made  possible  through  strict  economy,  aided  by  the  enactment  of  new  revenue 
laws  which  brought  to  the  state  treasury  needed  relief,  yet  which  did  not  impose  addi- 
tional general  taxes  upon  the  people  of  the  state. 

The  contract  system  of  labor  has  been  abolished  at  the  state  penitentiary,  the  prison 
made  self-sustaining,  modern  cell  buildings  erected,  the  merit  system  established,  schools 
for  convicts  opened,  extensive  farming  operations  begun,  and  the  institution  made  one  of 
the  best  of  its  kind  in  the  country . 

The  administration  has  inaugurated  a  system  of  roads  for  Missouri  and  has  laid  out, 
through  the  Highway  Commission,  more  than  3,500  miles,  and  has  approved  projects  costing 
over  $2,250,000. 
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The  business  record  of  the  administration  is  more  remarkable  when  it  is  remembered 
that  during  the  present  biennial  period  53  per  cent  of  the  gross  revenue  of  the  state  has  been 
set  aside  for  educational  purposes,  and  that  in  1918  the  public  schools  alone  received  from  the 
State  over  $360,000  more  than  in  any  other  year  in  our  history. 

XXI. 

"We  indorse  the  loyalty,  patriotism  and  high  purpose  of  the  Democratic  nominees  for 
Congress  in  each  district  in  the  state  and  pledge  them  to  unswerving  support  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  and  to  the  policies  of  President  Wilson. 

XXII. 

The  Democratic  party  has  always  stood  for  universal  education.  It  still  recognizes 
the  fact  that  an  intelligent  citizenship  is  essential  to  safe  government.  We  therefore  ask 
the  support  of  all  Missourians  for  a  program  of  education  which  will  wipe  out  all  illiteracy 
in  the  state,  which  will  Americanize  the  foreign  population  of  Missouri,  which  will  equalize 
educational  opportunity  to  all  her  children,  which  through  part  time  and  continuation  schools 
will  enable  those  who  are  compelled  to  seek  profitable  employment  to  do  so  and  still  have 
the  advantages  of  an  education,  which  will  give  to  the  public  school  system  adequate  support, 
such  as  will  secure  competent  teachers  and  give  them  a  living  and  a  saving  wage  which  will 
develop  sound  bodies  and  train  them  for  efficient  citizens  in  a  democracy.  We  believe  that 
all  instruction  in  the  elementary  public  schools  should  be  given  in  the  English  language, 
and  that  no  one  should  be  permitted  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  who  is  not  a  loyal  citizen 
of  the  United  States. 

XXIII. 

We  indorse  the  efforts  of  the  Missouri  Bar  Association  to  simplify  and  expedite  the 
administration  of  justice. 

XXIV. 

It  is  manifestly  unfair  that  our  citizens  who  are  giving  their  all  should  be  denied  the 
franchise  during  their  enforced  absence  from  the  state,  and  we  pledge  the  members  of  the 
Democratic  party  to  favor  such  legislation  as  may  be  practical  to  give  every  Missouri  soldier 
serving  in  the  field  the  right  to  cast  and  have  counted  his  ballot  in  all  elections  hereafter 
held  in  this  state. 

XXV. 

We  favor  legislation  and  sufficient  appropriation  to  the  agencies  of  the  state  for  safe- 
guarding the  public  health.  The  revelations  of  general  health  conditions  brought  about  by 
the  war  make  it  a  vital  issue  demanding  attention. 

XXVI. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Governor  Gardner,  the  state  has  given  loyal  and  hearty  support 
to  the  national  administration  in  all  war  activities. 

We  congratulate  the  people  of  Missouri  upon  the  manner  in  which  they  have  responded 
to  the  call  of  the  nation  in  the  struggle  in  which  we  are  now  engaged.  Our  National  Guard 
when  called  into  federal  service  was  at  the  maximum  strength  authorized  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. Fourteen  thousand  Missouri  National  Guardsmen  are  now  in  the  trenches  in  France, 
and  their  splendid  efficiency  has  been  commented  upon  in  orders  by  Gen.  Foch,  the  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  Allied  armies.  The  young  men  of  our  state  called  to  the  colors  under 
the  selective  service  law,  now  in  France  and  in  the  various  training  camps,  have  merited  and 
have  received  the  unstinted  praise  of  their  superiors,  and  are  upholding  the  best  traditions  of 
the  state  in  the  field.  Our  enlistments  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  in  the  Marine  Corps, 
in  the  navy  and  in  the  regular  army  have  surpassed  in  number  any  state  in  the  Union  of 
our  population,  and  to  all  the  branches  of  the  service  we  have  given  of  our  very  best.  Our 
Home  Guard  is  the  strongest  and  most  efficient  in  the  Union.  The  efforts  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  in  developing  and  conserving  our  resources  have  been  most  successful.  Our 
people  have  oversubscribed  every  liberty  loan,  every  call  for  funds  for  the  Red  Cross, 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Salvation  Army,  and  so  prompt  and 
generous  have  they  been  in  every  activity  connected  with  the  war  that  Missouri  is  regarded 
today  as  the  leader  in  all  that  makes  for  the  winning  of  the  war. 

We  urge  that  the  State  Legislature  pass  adequate  legislation  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Council  of  Defense  and  for  the  National  Guard  or  Home  Guard. 

XXVII. 

We  send  greetings  to  the  gallant  sons  of  Missouri  fighting  in  the  field.  Our  message 
to  them  is  that  our  tears  of  pride  in  their  heroic  achievement  mingle  with  our  tears  of  sorrow 
for  those  who  fall,  and  that  our  last  crust  of  bread,  our  last  dollar  and  our  last  man  stand  back 
of  them,  ready  when  they  call.

MISSOURI  REPUBLICAN  STATE  PLATFORM. 

The  Republican  party  of  Missouri,  speaking  through  a  convention  of  its  representatives 
as  provided  by  law,  makes  the  following  declaration  of  principles: 

We  favor  the  immediate  and  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war  to  a  complete  and  triumph- 
ant victory  and  to  such  terms  of  peace  as  shall  be  lasting  and  as  shall  insure  liberty  and  justice 
in  the  world. 

In  every  step  of  legislation  pertaining  to  the  war,  the  Republican  party  has,  with  en- 
thusiasm and  efficiency,  given,  without  reservation,  its  full  co-operation.  Much  of  the  pivotal 
legislation  would  have  failed  had  it  not  been  for  the  patriotic  support  of  Republican  members 
of  Congress. 

The  successful  prosecution  and  the  vigorous  termination  of  war  will  be  accomplished  the 
sooner  if  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  in  state  and  county  offices,  men  are 
assembled  whose  loyalty  and  patriotism  are  beyond  question,  whose  records  indicate  a  patri- 
otic willingness  to  serve,  and  who  represent  not  a  single  political  party,  but  who  voice  the 
will  and  conscience  and  judgment  of  all  political  parties,  so  that  back  of  the  President,  from 
every  state  in  the  Union  and  in  every  section  thereof,  will  be  the  united  and  co-operating 
power  of  all  the  people  irrespective  of  party  differences. 

This  is  the  hour  of  union  and  conference  and  co-operation,  and  a  Congress  representing 
all  shades  of  political  opinion,  but  in  entire  accord  in  the  controlling  necessity  of  a  vigorous 
and  triumphant  prosecution  of  the  war,  is  stronger  both  in  legislation  and  in  efficiency  and 
in  the  promotion  of  public  confidence  than  a  Congress  composed  of  members  of  any  single 
political  party  can  possibly  be. 

This  is  not  a  Democratic  war  nor  a  Republican  war.    It  is  our  nation's  war. 

With  this  clear,  dominant  purpose  of  a  complete  and  triumphant  victory  before  us  as 
the  supreme  and  controlling  motive  of  the  campaign,  we  nevertheless  recognize  that  after  the 
war  will  come  problems  having  to  do  with  the  care  and  development  of  our  national  industries, 
the  reincorporation  of  the  returning  millions  of  soldier  heroes  into  the  business  of  the  nation, 
and  with  the  development  of  land  and  factories  ready  for  their  arrival.  We  further  affirm 
that  there  are  questions  for  which  preparation  must  be  made  at  this  time,  and  that  in  this 
preparation  the  necessity  of  a  protective  tariff,  msely  and  justly  administered  in  accordance 
with  our  own  needs  as  a  nation,  is  universally  recognized.  We  call  attention,  however,  to 
the  fact  that  in  the  development  of  such  a  policy,  both  its  wisdom  and  its  efficiency  can  be 
far  more  safely  trusted  to  those  who  have  always  advocated  the  principles  upon  which  nt 
rests  rather  than  to  that  party  which  has  in  the  past  constantly  opposed  it. 

We  are  in  favor  of  prompt  action  by  the  members  of  the  Legislature  upon  the  amendment 
of  the  Federal  Constitution  with  regard  to  prohibition.  Their  action  should  be  taken  in 
accordance  with  the  wishes  of  their  constituents  and  having  in  mind  the  paramount  issue  of 
the  war,  and  the  assembly  should  then  promptly  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  questions 
of  finance  and  government  that  are  so  pressing  in  this  state. 

We  favor  the  extension,  by  amendment  to  our  Federal  Constitution,  or,  if  need  be,  by 
amendment  to  the  State  Constitution,  of  the  right  of  franchise  to  women  on  precisely  the 
same  ground  and  to  the  same  extent  as  to  men,  not  only  as  a  matter  of  abstract  right,  but  in 
recognition  as  well  of  the  heroic  self-sacrifice  and  wonderful  efficiency  of  American  woman- 
hood in  this  war. 

We  believe  in  generous  provision  for  our  soldiers  and  their  families,  both  now  and  after 
the  war,  and  pledge  our  representatives  to  promptly  formulate  plans  by  nonpartisan  com- 
missions by  which  the  great  unused  land  wealth  of  this  nation  and  its  immense  industrial 
potentiality  shall  be  made  available  for  soldiers  as  alike  just  to  the  soldiers  and  advantageous 
to  the  nation. 

We  declare  for  good  roads,  for  increased  inland  waterway  transportation  for  adequate 
merchant  marine  commensurate  with  our  increased  needs  and  sufficient  to  give  to  this  nation 
the  place  upon  the  high  seas  which  of  right  belongs  to  it. 

We  demand  the  enactment  by  the  next  General  Assembly  of  a  fair  and  adequate  com- 
pensation law  which  will  fully  compensate  the  injured  workman  and  legislation  providing 
for  such  state  insurance  as  will  make  most  efficient  the  great  and  patriotic  industrial  power 
of  our  commonwealth. 

We  favor  such  jegisiation  as  will  enable  the  citizens  of  the  larger  cities  of  our  state  to 
extend  their  boundaries  on  such  terms  as  shall  be  satisfactory  and  fair  to  the  cities  and  to  the 
territories  affected. 
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The  recent  Missouri  Legislatures  have  been  notoriously  prodigal  in  the  expenditures 
for  unnecessary  clerk  hire.  We  insist,  particularly  at  this  time  of  national  crisis,  on  expendi- 
tures being  limited  to  actual  necessity  for  the  revision  session. 

"We  call  the  attention  of  the  people  of  Missouri  to  the  record  of  State  Auditor  George  E. 
Hackmann  during  the  time  he  has  been  in  charge  of  that  office.  The  accounts  of  the  state 
have  been  safely  guarded  and  promptly  rendered  and  his  conscientious  compliance  with  the 
law,  without  fear  or  favor,  has  won  for  him  the  confidence  of  the  entire  people. 

The  Republican  party  pledges  its  loyalty  to  the  cause  of  education  in  all  its  branches, 
and  favors  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  will  automatically  give  more  liberal  support 
to  the  public  schools,  both  rural  and  town,  to  the  State  University,  School  of  Mines  at  Rolla, 
Agricultural  College,  normal  schools,  Lincoln  Institute,  and  other  schools  supported  by  the 
state. 

We  believe  in  a  more  thorough  academic  preparation  for  our  boys  and  girls  in  all  schools 
supported  at  public  expense;  at  the  same  time  we  urge  in  connection  therewith  thorough 
practical  training,  to  the  end  that  the  graduates  of  our  schools  may  be  efficiently  prepared 
for  the  affairs  of  life. 

We  believe  that  practical  courses  in  patriotism  and  good  citizenship  at  all  times  be  taught 
in  all  our  schools. 

Realizing  that  the  teacher  is  an  important  factor  in  the  development  of  community  activi- 
ties, the  Republican  party  of  Missouri  pledges  itself  to  use  every  effort  to  secure  adequate  9 
compensation  for  teachers,  whether  in  the  department  of  administrative  work  or  of  instruc- 
tion. 

We  are  in  favor  of  a  prompt  and  adequate  reform  in  the  taxation  laws  of  this  state,  so 
that  the  needs  of  the  state  may  be  promptly  provided  for  and  the  cost  thereof  be  apportioned 
fairly  and  equitably  among  the  people. 

We  favor  such  changes  of  law  as  will  enable  all  soldiers  and  sailors  absent  from  home  in 
the  service  of  their  country  to  exercise  the  right  of  franchise. 

We  demand  the  repeal  of  zone  system  of  postage,  on  the  ground  that  it  restricts  the  ex- 
change of  information  among  the  people,  and  we  favor  the  safeguarding  of  the  franking 
privilege  now  so  grossly  abused  for  political  purposes. 

We  pledge  ourselves  to  home  rule  tor  the  cities  of  St.  Lotus,  Kansas  City  and  St.  Joseph, 
as  well  as  for  other  communities  in  the  state,  and  demand  the  repeal  of  all  laws  which  delegate 
to  the  Governor  of  the  state  the  right  to  interfere  with  or  control  self-government. 

Honest  elections  being  the  foundation  of  representative  government,  we  favor  amending 
the  primary  law  of  this  state  so  as  to  give  a  full  and  complete  right  of  contest.  We  favor 
amending  the  penal  statutes  of  this  state  so  as  to  insure  honest  registration  and  honest  voting 
at  both  primary  elections  and  at  general  elections,  and  that  legislation  be  enacted  by  which 
the  people  may  be  allowed  to  nominate  by  primary  or  convention — as  they  may  prefer. 

We  favor  an  honest  and  fair  redisricting  of  the  state  into  congressional,  senatorial, 
legislative  and  judicial  districts,  in  accordance  with  the  plain  mandates  of  the  state  and 
federal  laws,  to  the  end  that  representative  government  may  no  longer  be  outraged  in  Mis- 
souri, and  we  denounce  the  unfair  and  un-American  division  into  which  this  state  has  been 
divided. 

The  Republican  party  stands  coday,  as  it  has  stood  since  its  organization,  for  human 
justice,  equality  before  the  law  and  equality  of  opportunity  for  all  the  people  of  state  and 
nation,  without  regard  to  creed,  race  or  color,  and  for  the  development  of  that  spirit  of  citizen- 
ship which  recognizes  all  loyal  citizens  as  American  citizens. 

We  pledge  our  candidates  to  an  economic  administration  of  state  finances,  to  the  elimi- 
nation of  wilful  waste  and  extravagance  which  have  so  unfortunately  characterized  the 
Democratic  administration  of  our  state,  and  to  the  efficient  conduct  of  state  institutions.

EXTENDING  THE  RIGHT  OF  FRANCHISE 
TO  WOMEN. 


The  Fiftieth  General  Assembly  of  Missouri,  as  one  of  its  first  acts,  adopted  the  folio w- 
ng  addition  to  the  election  laws  of  Missouri: 

"Any  person,  whether  male  or  female,  and  in  all  respects  except  sex  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  most  numerous  body  of  the  State  Legislature,  may  vote  for  electors  for 
President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States." 

After  the  United  States  Congress  had  voted  to  submit  as  a  constitutional  amendment 
the  question  of  woman  suffrage  to  a  vote  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  states,  an  extra- 
ordinary session  of  the  Missouri  Legislature  was  called  by  Governor  Gardner  and  the  action 
of  Congress  was  ratified,  by  resolution,  as  follows: 

"Concurrent  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Missouri  ratifying  and  approving 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  extending  the  right  of 
suffrage  to  women. 

"Whereas,  the  sixty-sixth  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  at  the  first  session 
begun  and  held  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  Monday,  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand! 
nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,, 
in  words  and  figures  as  follows: 
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"  'JOINT  RESOLUTION 

"  'Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  extending  the  right  ot  suffrage  to  women . 

"  'Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  Congress  assembled  (two-thirds  of  each  House  concurring  therein),  that  the  following  article 
is  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  which  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses as  part  of  the  Constitution  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the 
several  states. 


"  'ARTICLE  — 

"  'The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the 
United  States  or  by  any  state  on  account  of  sex. 

"  'Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation.'  Now, 
therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring  therein,  That  the 
Legislature  ot  the  State  of  Missouri  does  hereby  approve  and  ratify  the  foregoing  proposed 
amendment  and  hereby  gives  its  assent  thereto,  to  the  end  that  the  same  may  become  valid 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  a  duly  attested  copy  of  this  resolution,  together  with  the  proper  evidence 
of  its  adoption,  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  at  Washington,  D.  C." 

Approved  July  3,  1919.

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SALARY  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  salary  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  was  the  cause  of  discussion  in  the  First 
Congress,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Constitution  declared  that  the  President  should  receive 
compensation  for  his  services.  Washington  had  notified  his  fellow  citizens  that  he  desired 
no  salary.  The  limits  suggested  in  Congress  ranged  from  $15,000  to  $70,000.  The  salary 
was  finally  placed  at  $25,000,  and  this  remained  the  compensation  until  President  Grant's 
second  term  (March  3,  1873),  when  it  was  increased  to  $50,000.  Chapter  2918  of  the  Laws 
of  the  second  session  of  the  Fifty-ninth  Congress,  approved  March  4,  1907,  appropriated 
"for  traveling  expenses  of  the  President  Of  the  United  States,  to  be  expended  at  his  dis- 
cretion and  accounted  for  by  his  certificate  solely,  $25,000."  In  the  second  session  of  the 
Sixtieth  Congress  the  President's  salary  was  fixed  at  $75,000  a  year. 

PRESIDENTIAL  ELECTIONS. 

There  is,  properly  speaking,  no  popular  vote  for  President  and  Vice-President;  the  people 
vote  for  electors,  and  those  chosen  in  each  State  meet  therein  and  vote  for  the  candidates 
for  President  and  Vice-President.  The  record  of  any  popular  vote  for  electors  prior  to  1828 
is  so  meagre  and  imperfect  that  a  compilation  would  be  useless.  In  most  of  the  states, 
for  more  than  a  quarter  century  following  the  establishment  of  the  Government,  the  State 
Legislatures  "appointed"  the  Presidential  electors,  and  the  people  therefore  voted  only 
indirectly  for  them,  their  choice  being  expressed  .by  their  votes  for  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 


WILSON  URGES  SENATE  TO  GRANT  WOMAN  SUFFRAGE. 

In  the  course  of  an  address  in  the  Senate,  at  Washington,  September  30,  1918,  asking 
action  in  favor  of  suffrage  for  women,  the  President  said:  "Are  we  alone  to  refuse  to  learn 
the  lesson?  Are  we  alone  to  ask  and  take  the  utmost  that  our  women  can  give — service 
and  sacrifice  of  every  kind — and  still  say  we  do  not  see  what  title  that  gives  them  to  stand 
by  our  sides  in  the  guidance  of  the  affairs  of  their  nation  and  ours?  We  have  made  partners 
of  the  women  in  this  war;  shall  we  admit  them  only  to  a  partnership  of  suffering  and  sacrifice 
and  toil  and  not  to  a  partnership  of  privilege  and  right?  This  war  could  not  have  been  fought, 
either  by  the  other  nations  engaged  or  by  America,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  services  of  the 
women — services  rendered  in  every  sphere — not  merely  in  the  fields  of  effort  in  which  we  have 
been  accustomed  to  see  them  work,  but  wherever  men  have  worked  and  upon  the  very 
skirts  and  edges  of  the  battle  itself.  We  shall  not  only  be  distrusted  but  shall  deserve  to  be 
distrusted  if  we  do  not  enfranchise  them  with  the  fullest  possible  enfranchisement,  as  it  is 
now  certain  that  the  other  great  free  nations  will  enfranchise  them.  We  cannot  isolate 
our  thought  and  action  in  such  a  matter  from  the  thought  of  the  rest  of  the  world.  We 
must  either  conform  or  deliberately  reject  what  they  propose  and  resign  the  leadership  of 
liberal  minds  to  others. 

"The  women  of  America  are  too  noble  and  too  intelligent  and  too  devoted  to  be  slackers 
whether  you  give  or  withhold  this  thing  that  is  mere  justice;  but  I  know  the  magic  it  will  work 
in  their  thought  and  spirits  if  you  give  it  them.  I  propose  it  as  I  would  propose  to  admit 
soldiers  to  the  suffrage,  the  men  fighting  in  the  field  for  our  liberties  and  the  liberties  of  the 
world,  were  they  excluded.  The  tasks  of  the  women  lie  at  the  very  heart  of  the  war,  and  I 
know  how  much  stronger  that  heart  will  beat  if  you  do  this  just  thing  and  show  our  women 
that  you  trust  them  as  much  as  you  in  fact  and  of  necessity  depend  upon  them.  Have  I 
said  that  the  passage  of  this  amendment  is  a  vitally  necessary  war  measure,  and  do  you 
need  further  proof?  Do  you  stand  in  need  of  the  trust  of  other  peoples  and  of  the  trust  of 
our  own  women?  Is  that  trust  an  asset  or  is  it  not?  I  tell  you  plainly,  as  the  commander 
in-chief  of  our  armies  and  of  the  gallant  men  in  our  fleets,  as  the  present  spokesmen  of  this 
people  in  our  dealings  with  the  men  and  women  throughout  the  world  who  are  our  now  part- 
ners, as  the  responsible  head  of  a  great  Government  which  stands  and  is  questioned  day  by  day 
as  to  its  purposes,  its  principles,  its  hopes,  whether  they  be  serviceable  to  men  everywhere 
or  only  to  itself,  and  who  must  himself  answer  these  questionings  or  be  shamed,  as  the  guide 
and  director  of  forces  caught  in  the  grip  of  war  and  by  the  same  token  in  need  of  every  material 
and  spiritual  resource  this  great  nation  possesses — I  tell  you  plainly  that  this  measure  which 
I  urge  upon  you  is  vital  to  the  winning  of  the  war  and  to  the  energies  alike  of  preparation 
and  of  battle. 

"And  not  to  the  winning  of  the  war  only.  It  is  vital  to  the  right  solution  of  the  great 
problems  which  we  must  settle,  and  settle  immediately,  when  the  war  is  over.  We  shall 
need  them  in  our  vision  of  affairs,  as  we  have  never  needed  them  before,  the  sympathy  and 
insight  and  clear  moral  instinct  of  the  women  of  the  world.  The  problems  of  that  time  will 
strike  to  the  roots  of  many  things  we  that  have  not  hitherto  questioned,  and  I  for  one  believe 
that  our  safety  in  those  questioning  days,  as  well  as  our  comprehension  of  matters  that  touch 
society  to  the  quick,  will  depend  upon  the  direct  and  authoritative  participation  of  women 
in  our  counsels.  We  shall  need  their  moral  sense  to  preserve  what  is  right  and  fine  and  worthy 
in  our  system  of  life  as  well  as  to  discover  just  what  it  is  that  ought  to  be  purified  and  re- 
formed.  Without  their  counselings  we  shall  be  only  half  wise." 
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WILSON  ANNOUNCES  TO  CONGRESS  CLOSE  OF  THE  WAR-TERMS 
OF  GERMAN  ARMISTICE. 

The  President,  on  Monday,  November  11,  1918,  announced  to  Congress,  in  joint  session, 
the  armistice  terms  to  Germany,  and  the  consequent  close  of  the  war,  in  the  following  address : 

"Gentleman  of  the  Congress:  In  these  times  of  rapid  and  stupendous  change  it  will  in 
some  degree  lighten  my  sense  of  responsibility  to  perform  in  person  the  duty  of  communicating 
to  you  some  of  the  larger  circumstances  of  the  situation  with  which  it  is  necessary  to  deal. 
The  German  authorities,  who  have  at  the  invitation  of  the  Supreme  War  Council,  been  in 
communication  with  Marshal  Foch,  have  accepted  and  signed  the  terms  of  armistice  which 
he  was  authorized  and  instructed  to  communicate  to  them.    These  terms  are  as  follows : 

THE  ARMISTICE. 

I.  MILITARY  CLAUSES  ON  WESTERN  FRONT. 

"I.    Cessation  of  operations  by  land  and  in  the  air  six  hours  after  the  signature  of  the 

armistice. 

"II.  Immediate  evacuation  of  invaded  countries:  Belgium,  France,  Alsace-Lorraine, 
Luxemburg,  so  ordered  as  to  be  completed  within  fourteen  days  from  the  signature  of  the 
armistice.  German  troops  which  have  not  left  the  above  mentioned  territories  within  the 
period  fixed  will  become  prisoners  of  war.  Occupation  by  the  allied  and  United  States 
forces  jointly  will  keep  pace  with  evacuation  in  these  areas.  All  movements  of  evacuation 
and  occupation  will  be  regulated  in  accordance  with  a  note  annexed  to  the  stated  terms. 

"III.  Repatriation,  beginning  at  once  and  to  be  completed  within  fourteen  days,  of  all 
inhabitants  of  the  countries  above  mentioned,  including  hostages  and  persons  under  trial  or 
convicted. 

"IV.  Surrender  in  good  condition  by  the  German  armies  of  the  following  equipment: 
Five  thousand  guns  (2,500  heavy,  2,500  field),  30,000  machine  guns.  Three  thousand  minen- 
werfers.  Two  thousand  airplanes  (fighters,  bombers — firstly,  D  seventy-three's  and  night 
bombing  machines.)  The  above  to  be  delivered  in  situ  to  the  Allies  and  the  United  States 
troops  in  accordance  with  the  detailed  conditions  laid  down  in  the  annexed  note. 

"V.  Evacuation  by  the  German  armies  of  the  countries  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine. 
These  countries  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine  shall  be  administered  by  the  local  authorities 
under  the  control  of  the  allied  and  United  States  armies  of  occupation.  The  occupation  of 
these  territories  will  be  determined  by  allied  and  United  States  garrisons  holding  the  principal 
crossings  of  the  Rhine — Mayence,  Coblenz,  Cologne — together  with  bridgeheads  at  these 
points  in  thirty  kilometer  radius  on  the  right  bank  and  by  garrisons  similarly  holding  the 
stragetic  points  of  the  regions.  A  neutral  zone  shall  be  reserved  on  the  right  of  the  Rhine 
between  the  stream  and  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  it  forty  kilometers  to  the  east  from  the  fron- 
tier of  Holland  to  the  parallel  of  Gernsheim  and  as  far  as  practicable  a  distance  of  thirty  kilo- 
meters from  the  east  of  the  stream  from  this  parallel  upon  the  Swiss  frontier.  Evacuation 
by  the  enemy  of  the  Rhine  lands  shall  be  so  ordered  as  to  be  completed  within  a  further  period 
of  eleven  days — in  all,  nineteen  days  after  the  signature  of  the  armistice.  [Here  the  President 
interrupted  his  reading  to  remark  that  there  evidently  had  been  an  error  in  transmission,  as 
the  arithmetic  was  very  bad.  The  "further  period"  of  eleven  days  is  in  addition  to  the  fourteen 
days  allowed  for  evacuation  of  invaded  countries,  making  twenty-five  days  given  to  the  Ger- 
mans to  get  entirely  clear  of  the  Rhine  lands.]  All  movements  of  evacuation  and  occupation 
will  be  regulated  according  to  the  note  annexed. 

"VI.  In  all  territory  evacuated  by  the  enemy  there  shall  be  no  evacuation  of  inhabitants ; 
no  damage  or  harm  shall  be  done  to  the  persons  or  property  of  the  inhabitants.  No  destruc- 
tion of  any  kind  to  be  committed.  Military  establishments  of  all  kinds  shall  be  delivered 
intact  as  well  as  military  stores  of  food,  munitions,  equipment  not  removed  during  the  periods 
fixed  for  evacuation.  Stores  of  food  of  all  kinds  for  the  civil  population,  cattle,  etc.,  shall  be 
left  in  situ.  Industrial  establishments  shall  not  be  impaired  in  any  way  and  their  personnel 
shall  not  be  moved.  Roads  and  means  of  communication  of  every  kind,  railroad,  waterways, 
main  roads,  bridges,  telegraphs,  telephones,  shall  be  in  no  manner  impaired. 

"VII.  All  civil  and  military  personnel  at  present  employed  on  them  shall  remain.  Five 
thousand  locomotives,  50,000  wagons  and  10,000  motor  lorries  in  good  working  order  with 
all  necessary  spare  parts  and  fittings  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Associated  Powers  within  the 
period  fixed  for  the  evacuation  of  Belgium  and  Luxemburg.  The  railways  of  Alsace-Lorraine 
shall  be  handed  over  within  the  same  period,  together  with  all  pre-war  personnel  and  material. 
Further  material  necessary  for  the  working  of  railways  in  the  country  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Rhine  shall  be  left  in  situ.  All  stores  of  coal  and  material  for  the  upkeep  of  per  manent  ways, 
signals  and  repair  shops  left  entire  in  situ  and  kept  in  an  efficient  state  by  Germany  during  the 
whole  period  of  armistice.  All  barges  taken  from  the  Allies  shall  be  restored  to  them. 
A  note  appended  regulates  the  details  of  these  measures. 

"VIII.  The  German  command  shall  be  responsible  for  revealing  all  mines  or  delay- 
acting  fuse  disposed  on  territory  evacuated  by  the  German  troops,  and  shall  assist  in  their 
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discovery  and  destruction.  The  German  command  shall  also  reveal  all  destructive  measures 
that  may  have  been  taken  (such  as  poisoning  or  polluting  of  springs,  wells,  etc.)  under  penalty 
of  reprisals. 

"IX.  The  right  of  requisition  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Allies  and  the  United  States 
armies  in  all  occupied  territory.  The  upkeep  of  the  troops  of  occupation  in  the  Rhin.i 
land  (excluding  Alsace-Lorraine)  shall  be  charged  to  the  German  Government. 

"X.  An  immediate  repatriation  without  reciprocity  according  to  detailed  conditions, 
which  shall  be  fixed,  of  all  allied  and  United  States  prisoners  of  war.  The  allied  powers  and 
the  United  States  shall  be  able  to  dispose  of  these  prisoners  as  they  wish. 

"XI.  Sick  and  wounded  who  cannot  be  removed  from  evacuated  territory  will  be  cared 
for  by  German  personnel,  who  will  be  left  on  the  spot  with  the  medical  materials  required. 

II.    DISPOSITION  RELATIVE  TO  THE  EASTERN  FRONTIERS  OF  GERMANY. 

"XII.  All  German  troops  at  present  in  any  territory  which  before  the  war  belonged  to 
Russia,  Roumania  or  Turkey  shall  withdraw  within  the  frontiers  of  Germany  as  they  existed 
on  August  1,  1914. 

"XIII.  Evacuation  by  German  troops  to  begin  at  once,  and  all  German  instructors, 
prisoners  and  civilian  as  well  as  military  agents  now  on  the  territory  of  Russia  (as  defined 
before  1914)  to  be  recalled. 

"XIV.  German  troops  to  cease  at  once  all  requisitions  and  seizures  and  any  other  un- 
dertaking with  a  view  to  obtaining  supplies  intended  for  Germany  in  Roumania  and  Russia 
(as  defined  on  August  1,  1914.) 

"XV.  Abandonment  of  the  treaties  of  Bucharest  and  Brest-Litovsk  and  of  the  supple- 
mentary treaties. 

"XVI.  The  Allies  shall  have  free  access  to  the  territories  evacuated  by  tbe  Germans 
oi  their  eastern  frontier  either  through  Danzig  or  by  the  Vistula  in  order  to  convey  supplies  to 
the  populations  of  those  territories  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

III.    CLAUSE  CONCERNING  EAST  AFRICA. 
"XVII.    Unconditional  capitulation  of  all  German  forces  operating  in  East  Africa  within 
one  month. 

IV.  GENERAL  CLAUSES. 

"XVIII.  Repatriation,  without  reciprocity,  within  a  maximum  period  of  one  month, 
in  accordance  with  detailed  conditions  hereafter  to  be  fixed,  of  all  civilians  interned  or  de- 
ported, who  may  be  citizens  of  other  allied  or  associated  states  than  those  mentioned  in  clause 
Three,  paragraph  nineteen,  with  the  reservation  that  any  future  claims  and  demands  of  the 
Allies  and  the  United  States  of  America  remain  unaffected, 

"XIX.  The  following  financial  conditions  are  required:  Reparation  for  damage  done. 
While  such  armistice  lasts  no  public  securities  shall  be  removed  by  the  enemy  which  can  serve 
as  a  pledge  to  the  Allies  for  the  recovery  or  reparation  for  war  losses.  Immediate  restitution 
of  the  cash  deposit  in  the  National  Bank  of  Belgium,  and  in  general  immediate  return  of  all 
documents,  specie,  stocks,  shares,  paper  money,  together  with  plant;  for  the  issue  thereof, 
touching  public  or  private  interests  in  the  invaded  countries.  Restitution  of  the  Russian 
and  Roumanian  gold  yielded  to  Germany  or  taken  by  that  power.  This  gold  to  be  delivered 
in  trust  to  the  Allies  until  the  signature  of  peace. 

V.  NAVAL  CONDITIONS. 

"XX.  Immediate  cessation  of  all  hostilities  at  S3a  and  definite  information  to  be  given 
as  to  the  location  and  movements  of  all  German  ships.  Notification  to  be  given  to  neutrals 
that  freedom  of  navigation  in  all  territorial  waters  is  given  to  the  naval  and  mercantile  marines 
of  the  allied  and  associated  powers,  all  questions  of  neutrality  being  waived. 

"XXI.  All  naval  and  mercantile  marine  prisoners  of  the  allied  and  associated  powers 
in  German  hands  to  be  returned  without  reciprocity. 

"XXII.  Surrender  to  the  Allies  and  the  United  States  of  America  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty  German  submarines  (iacludiig  all  submarine  cruisers  and  mine-laying  submarines), 
with  their  complete  armament  and  equipment  in  ports  which  will  be  specified  by  the  Allies 
and  the  United  States  of  America.  All  other  submarines  to  be  paid  off  and  completely  dis- 
armed and  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  allied  powers  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

"XXIII.  The  following  German  surface  warships,  which  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Allies  and  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  forthwith  be  disarmed  and  thereafter  interned 
in  neutral  ports,  or  for  the  want  of  them,  in  allied  ports,  to  be  designated  by  the  Allies  and 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  placed  under  the  surveillance  of  the  Allies  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  only  caretakers  being  left  on  board,  namely:  Six  battle  cruisers,  ten  battle- 
ships, eight  light  cruisers,  including  two  mine  layers,  fifty  destroyers  of  the  most  modern  type. 
All  other  surface  warships  (including  river  craft)  are  to  be  concentrated  in  German  naval 
bases  to  be  designated  by  the  Allies  and  the  United  States  of  America,  and  are  to  be  paid  off 
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and  completely  disarmed  and  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Allies  and  the  United  States 
of  America.  All  vessels  of  the  auxiliary  fleet  trawlers,  motor  vessels,  etc.,  are  to  be  disarmed. 

"XXIV.  The  Allies  and  the  United  States  of  America  shall  have  the  right  to  sweep  up 
all  mine  fields  and  obstructions  laid  by  Germany  outside  German  territorial  waters  and  the 
positions  of  these  are  to  be  indicated. 

"XXV.  Freedom  of  access  to  and  from  the  Baltic  to  be  given  to  the  naval  and  mercantile 
marines  of  the  allied  and  associated  powers.  To  secure  this  the  Allies  and  the  United  States 
of  America  shall  be  empowered  to  occupy  all  German  forts,  fortifications,  batteries  and  de- 
fense works  of  all  kinds  in  all  the  entrances  from  the  Cattegat  into  the  Baltic,  and  to  sweep  up 
all  mines  and  obstructions  within  and  without  German  territorial  waters,  without  any  ques- 
tion of  neutrality  being  raised,  and  the  positions  of  all  such  mines  and  obstructions  are  to  be 
Indicated. 

"XXVI.  The  existing  blockade  conditions  set  up  by  the  allied  and  associated  powers 
are  to  remain  unchanged,  and  all  German  merchant  ships  found  at  sea  are  to  remain  liable 
to  capture. 

"XXVII.  All  naval  aircraft  are  to  be  concentrated  and  immobilized  in  German  bases 
to  be  specified  by  the  Allies  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

"XXVIII.  In  evacuating  the  Belgian  coasts  and  ports,  Germany  shall  abandon  all 
merchant  ships,  tugs,  lighters,  cranes  and  all  other  harbor  materials,  all  materials  for  inland 
navigation,  all  aircraft,  and  all  materials  and  stores,  all  arms  and  armaments,  and  all  stores 
and  apparatus  of  all  kinds. 

"XXIX.  All  Black  Sea  ports  are  to  be  evacuated  by  Germany;  all  Russian  war  vessels 
of  all  descriptions  seized  by  Germany  in  the  Black  Sea  are  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Allies  and 
the  United  States  of  America:  all  neutral  merchant  vessels  seized  are  to  be  released:  all  warlike 
and  other  materials  of  all  kinds  seized  in  those  ports  are  to  be  returned  and  German  materials 
as  specified  in  clause  twenty-eight  are  to  be  abandoned. 

"XXX.  All  merchant  vessels  in  German  hands  belonging  to  the  allied  and  associate 
powers  are  to  be  restored  in  ports  to  be  specified  by  the  Allies  and  the  United  States  of  America 
without  reciprocity. 

"XXXI.  No  destruction  of  ships  or  of  materials  to  be  permitted  before  evacuation, 
surrender  or  restoration. 

"XXXII.  The  German  Government  will  notify  the  neutral  Governments  of  the  world, 
and  particularly  the  Governments  of  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark  and  Holland,  that  all  re- 
strictions placed  on  the  trading  of  their  vessels  with  the  allied  and  associated  countries,  whether 
by  the  German  Government  or  by  private  German  interests,  and  whether  in  return  for  specific 
concessions,  such  as  the  export  of  shipbuilding  materials  or  not,  are  immediately  canceled. 

"XXXIII.  No  transfers  of  German  merchant  shipping  of  any  description  to  any  neutral 
flag  are  to  take  place  after  signature  of  the  armistice. 

VI.    DURATION  OP  ARMISTICE. 

"XXXIV.  The  duration  of  the  armistice  is  to  be  thirty  days,  with  option  to  extend. 
During  this  period,  on  failure  of  execution  of  any  of  the  above  clauses,  the  armistice  may  be 
denounced  by  one  of  the  contracting  parties  on  forty-eight  hours'  previous  notice. 

VII.    THE  LIMIT  FOR  REPLY. 

"XXXV.  This  armistice  to  be  accepted  or  refused  by  Germany  within  seventy-two 
hours  of  notification. 

"The  war  thus  comes  to  an  end:  for,  having  accepted  these  terms  of  armistice,  it  will  be 
impossible  for  the  German  command  to  renew  it. 

"It  is  not  now  possible  to  assess  the  consequences  of  this  great  consummation.  We  know 
only  that  this  tragical  war,  whose  consuming  flames  swept  from  one  nation  to  another  until 
all  the  world  was  on  Are,  is  at  an  end,  and  that  it  was  the  privilege  of  our  own  people  to  enter 
it  at  its  most  critical  juncture  in  such  fashion  and  in  such  force  as  to  contribute,  in  a  way  of 
which  we  are  all  deeply  proud,  to  the  great  result.  We  know,  too,  that  the  object  of  the  war 
is  attained;  the  object  upon  which  all  free  men  had  set  their  hearts;  and  attained  with  a  sweep- 
ing completeness  which  even  now  we  do  not  realize.  Armed  imperialism  such  as  the  men  con- 
ceived who  were  but  yesterday  the  masters  of  Germany  is  at  an  end,  its  illicit  ambitions 
engulfed  in  black  disaster.  Who  will  now  seek  to  revive  it?  The  arbitrary  power  of  the 
military  caste  of  Germany  which  once  could  secretly  and  of  its  own  single  choice  disturb  the 
peace  of  the  world  is  discredited  and  destroyed.  And  more  than  that — much  more  than  that — 
has  been  accomplished.  The  great  nations  which  associated  themselves  to  destroy  it  have 
now  definitely  united  in  the  common  purpose  to  set  up  such  a  peace  as  will  satisfy  the  longing 
of  the  whole  world  for  disinterested  justice,  embodied  in  settlements  which  are  based  upon 
something  much  better  and  more  lasting  than  the  selfish  competitive  interests  of  powerful 
states.  There  is  no  longer  conjecture  as  to  the  objects  the  victors  have  in  mind.  They  have 
a  mind  in  the  matter  not  only,  but  a  heart  also.  Their  avowed  and  concerted  purpose  is  to 
satisfy  and  protect  the  weak  as  well  as  to  accord  their  just  rights  to  the  strong. 
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"The  humane  temper  and  intention  of  the  victorious  Governments  have  already  been 
manifested  in  a  very  practical  way.  Their  representatives  in  the  Supreme  War  Council  at 
Versailles  have  by  unanimous  resolution  assured  the  peoples  of  the  Central  Empires  that  every- 
thing that  is  possible  in  the  circumstances  will  be  done  to  supply  them  with  food  and  relieve 
the  distressing  want  that  is  in  so  many  places  threatening  their  very  lives;  and  steps  are  to  be 
taken  immediately  to  organize  these  efforts  at  relief  in  the  same  systematic  manner  that  they 
were  organized  in  the  case  of  Belgium.  By  the  use  of  the  idle  ton  age  of  the  Central  Empires 
it  ought  presently  to  be  possible  to  lift  the  fear  of  utter  misery  from  their  oppressed  populations 
and -set  their  minds  and  energies  free  for  the  great  and  hazardous  tasks  of  political  reconstruc- 
tion which  now  face  them  on  every  hand.  Hunger  does  not  breed  reform;  it  breeds  madness 
and  all  the  ugly  distempers  that  make  an  ordered  life  impossible. 

"For  with  the  fall  of  the  ancient  Governments,  which  rested  like  an  incubus  on  the  peoples 
of  the  Central  Empires,  has  come  political  change  not  merely,  but  revolution;  and  revolution 
which  seems  as  yet  to  assume  no  final  and  ordered  form,  but  to  run  from  one  fluid  change  to 
another,  until  thoughtful  men  are  forced  to  ask  themselves,  with  what  governments  and  of 
what  sort  are  we  about  to  deal  in  the  making  of  the  covenants  of  peace?  With  what  authority 
will  they  meet  us,  and  with  what  assurance  that  their  authority  will  abide  and  sustain  securely 
the  international  arrangements  into  which  we  are  about  to  enter?  There  is  here  matter  for 
no  small  anxiety  and  misgiving.  When  peace  is  made,  upon  whose  promises  and  engagements 
besides  our  own  is  it  to  rest? 

"Let  us  be  perfectly  frank  with  ourselves  and  admit  that  these  questions  cannot  be  satis- 
factorily answered  now  or  at  once.  But  the  moral  is  not  that  there  is  little  hope  of  an  early 
answer  that  will  suffice.  It  is  only  that  we  must  be  patient  and  helpful  and  mindful  above  all 
of  the  great  hope  and  confidence  thp.t  lie  at  the  heart  of  what  is  taking  place.  Excesses  ac- 
complish nothing.  Unhappy  Russia  has  furnished  abundant  recent  proof  of  that.  Disorder 
immediately  defeats  itself.  If  excesses  should  occur,  if  disorder  should  for  a  time  raise  its  head, 
a  sober  second  thought  will  follow  and  a  day  of  constructive  action,  if  we  help  and  do  not  hin- 
der. The  present  and  all  that  it  holds  belong  to  the  nations  and  the  peoples  who  preserve 
their  self-control  and  the  orderly  processes  of  their  Governments,  the  future  to  those  who  prove 
themselves  the  true  friends  of  mankind.  To  conquer  with  arms  is  to  make  only  a  temporary 
conquest;  to  conquer  the  world  by  earning  its  esteem  is  to  make  permanent  conquest.  I  am 
confident  that  the  nations  that  have  learned  the  discipline  of  freedom  and  that  have  settled 
with  self-possession  to  its  ordered  practice  are  now  about  to  make  conquest  of  the  world  by 
the  sheer  power  of  example  and  of  friendly  helpfulness. 

"The  peoples  who  have  but  just  come  out  from  under  the  yoke  of  arbitrary  government 
and  who  are  now  coming  at  last  into  their  freedom  will  never  find  the  treasures  of  liberty  they 
are  in  search  of  if  they  look  for  them  by  the  light  of  the  torch.  They  will  find  that  every  path- 
way that  is  stained  with  the  blood  of  their  own  brothers  leads  to  the  wilderness,  not  to  the  seat 
of  their  hope.  They  are  now  face  to  face  with  their  initial  test.  We  must  hold  the  light 
steady  until  they  find  themselves.  And  in  the  meantime,  if  it  be  possible,  we  must  establish 
a  peace  that  wiii  justly  define  their  place  among  the  nations,  remove  all  fear  of  their  neighbors 
and  of  their  former  masters,  and  enable  them  to  live  in  security  and  contentment  when  they 
have  set  their  own  affairs  in  order.  I,  for  one,  do  not  do  bt  their  purpose  or  their  capacity. 
There  are  some  happy  signs  that  they  know  and  will  choose  the  way  of  self-control  and  peaceful 
accommodation.  If  they  do,  we  shall  put  our  aid  at  their  disposal  in  every  way  that  we  can. 
If  they  do  not,  we  must  await  with  patience  and  sympathy  the  awakening  and  recovery  that 
will  assuredly  come  at  last." 


A  supplementary  declaration  to  the  armistice  terms  was  signed  to  the  effect  that,  in  the 
event  of  the  six  German  battle  cruisers,  ten  battleships,  eight  light  cruisers  and  fifty  destroyers, 
not  being  handed  over,  owing  to  a  mutinous  state,  the  Allies  reserved  the  right  to  occupy 
Helgoland  as  an  advance  base  to  enable  them  to  enforce  the  terms. 

THE  AMENDED  ARMISTICE. 
Changes  in  the  armistice  terms  with  Germany,  which  stiffened  them  in  some  vital  respects, 
were  made  before  their  final  signature.    They  were  not  known  at  Washington  when  the  Presi- 
dent read  the  armistice  to  Congress.    They  relate  chiefly  to  the  amount  of  material  and  time 
of  surrender  and  do  not  affect  the  general  purport  of  the  conditions. 

MUST  GIVE  UP  ALL  U  BOATS. 

The  most  interesting  change  relates  to  submarines.  Originally  Germany  was  ordered  to 
turn  over  160  U  boats,  but  the  revised  edition  of  the  terms  provides  that  all  submarines  of 
every  description  must  be  surrendered  to  the  Allies,  and  they  must  be  on  their  way  to  the 
ports  designated  by  the  Allies  within  two  weeks  after  getting  the  order. 

Instead  of  60,000  railroad  cars— for  that  is  how  the  word  wagons  following  locomotives 
is  interpreted — the  revised  terms  call  for  150,000. 

It  was  the  matter  of  transport  demands  that  brought  the  protest  from  Foreign  Minister 
Solf.  The  blockade  continuing  in  force,  he  did  not  see  how  food  would  reach  Germany,  and 
the  demand  for  5,000  locomotives  and  150,000  cars  further  alarmed  him.    This,  in  connection 
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with  the  order  that  Germany  should  feed  the  troops  of  occupation,  gave  him  the  idea  that  the 
starvation  of  Germany  was  intended. 

Dr.  Solf  did  not  know  that  our  intentions  were  not  those  of  Germany  when  she  made 
similar  demands  on  Belgium,  and  that  the  Allies  meant  to  use  the  German  ships  to  bring  food 
and  the  locomotives  and  cars  to  distribute  it  under  the  directions  of  Hoover,  who  will  soon  be 
on  his  way  to  take  up  the  task. 

PULL  TEXT  OF  ALLIED  TERMS. 

Here  are  the  amended  terms  as  announced  by  the  State  Department: 

Article  3.    Fifteen  days  instead  of  fourteen  are  allowed  for  the  repatriation,  beginning 

at  once,  of  all  the  inhabitants  removed  from  invaded  countries,  including  hostages  and  persons 

under  trial  or  convicted. 

Article  4.    Providing  for  the  surrender  of  munitions  and  equipment  reduces  the  number 

of  machine  guns  to  be  delivered  from  30,000  to  25,000,  the  number  of  airplanes  from  2,000  to 

1,700. 

Article  5.  Providing  for  the  evacuation  by  the  Germans  of  the  countries,  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Rhine,  stipulates  that  these  countries  shall  be  administered  by  "the  local  troops 
of  occupation"  instead  of  by  the  local  authorities  under  the  control  of  the  Allied  and  United 
States  Armies,  and  the  occupation  is  to  be  "carried  out  by"  instead  of  "determined  by" 
Allied  and  United  States  garrisons  holding  stragetic  points  and  the  principal  crossings  of 
the  Rhine.    Thirteen  days  instead  of  twenty-five  are  allowed  for  completion  of  the  evacuation. 

Article  6.  Providing  that  no  damage  or  harm  shall  be  done  to  persons  and  property  in 
territory  evacuated  by  the  Germans  has  a  sentence  'added  specifically  stipulating  that  no 
person  shall  be  prosecuted  for  offenses  of  participation  in  war  measures  prior  to  the  signing 
of  the  armistice. 

Article  7.  Providing  for  the  abandonment  or  delivery  in  good  order  to  the  associated 
powers  of  all  roads  and  means  of  communication  and  transportation  in  evacuated  territory, 
calls  for  150,000  wagons  (railroad  cars)  instead  of  50,000,  5,000  motor  lorries  instead  of  10,000, 
and  requires  that  all  civilian  and  military  personnel  at  present  employed  on  such  means  of 
communication  and  transportation,  including  waterways,  shall  remain.  Thirty-one 
instead  of  twenty-five  days  are  allowed  for  handing  over  the  material.  Thirty-six  days  are 
allowed  for  the  handing  over  of  the  railways  of  Alsace-Lorraine,  together  with  the  pre-war 
personnel. 

RIGHT  OF  REQUISITION. 

Article  8.  Forty-eight  hours  is  given  the  German  command  to  reveal  destructive  meas- 
ures, such  as  polluted  springs  and  wells,  and  to  reveal  and  assist  in  discovering  and  destroying 
mines  or  delayed  -action  fuses  on  evacuated  territory.    No  time  limit  was  fixed  originally. 

Article  9.  Providing  for  the  right  of  requisition  by  the  United  States  and  Allied  armies 
in  occupied  territory,  has  the  clause  added  "subject  to  regulation  of  accounts  with  those  whom 
it  may  concern." 

Article  10.  Providing  for  the  repatriation  without  reciprocity  of  all  Allied  and  United 
States  prisoners  of  war,  including  persons  under  trial  or  convicted,  has  the  following  added: 
"This  condition  annuls  the  previous  conventions  on  the  subject  of  the  exchange  of  prisoners 
of  war,  including  the  one  of  July,  1918,  in  course  of  ratification.  However,  the  repatriation  of 
German  prisoners  of  war  interned  in  Holland  and  in  Switzerland  shall  continue  as  before.  The 
repatriation  of  German  prisoners  of  war  shall  be  regulated  at  the  conclusion  of  the  preliminaries 
of  peace." 

Article  12.  Providing  for  the  withdrawal  of  German  troops  from  territory  which  belonged 
before  the  war  to  Russia,  Roumania  and  Turkey,  is  rewritten.  Territory  which  belonged  to 
Austria-Hungary  is  added  to  that  from  which  the  Germans  must  withdraw  immediately,  and 
as  to  territory  which  belonged  to  Russia  it  is  provided  that  the  German  troops  now  there  shall 
withdraw  within  the  frontiers  of  Germany  "as  soon  as  the  Allies  taking  into  account  the  in 
ternal  situation  of  those  territories,  shall  decide  that  the  time  for  this  has  come." 

Article  15.  "Renunciation"  is  substituted  for  "abandonment"  in  stipulating  that  the 
Treaties  of  Bucharest  and  Brest-Litovsk  are  nullified. 

Article  16.  Providing  free  access  for  the  Allies  into  territory  evacuated  through  the 
German  eastern  frontier,  is  changed  so  as  to  declare  such  access  is  "for  the  purpose  of  convey- 
ing supplies  to  the  populations,  and  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  order,"  instead  of  "or  for 
any  other  purpose." 

COLONIES  IN  EAST  AFRICA. 

Article  17.  Originally  providing  for  the  "unconditional  capitulation"  within  one  month 
of  all  German  forces  operating  in  East  Africa,  is  substituted  by  a  clause  requiring  only  "evacu- 
ation by  all  German  forces  operating  in  East  Africa  within  a  period  to  be  fixed  by  the  Allies." 

Article  18.  Providing  for  the  repatriation  of  all  civilians  belonging  to  the  Allies  or  associ- 
ated powers  other  than  those  enumerated  in  Article  3,  is  amended  to  eliminate  a  reservation 
that  any  future  claims  or  demands  by  the  AlUes  and  the  United  States  shall  remain  unaffected. 
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Article  22.  Providing  for  the  surrender  of  160  German  submarines,  is  changed  to  read 
"all  submarines  now  existing,"  with  the  added  stipulation  that  "those  which  cannot  take 
these  (take  the  sea)  shall  be  disarmed  of  the  materia]  and  personnel  and  shall  remain  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Allies  and  the  United  States."  Further  provisions  are  added  requiring  that 
all  the  conditions  of  the  article  shall  be  carried  into  effect  within  fourteen  days,  that  sub- 
marines ready  for  sea  shall  be  prepared  to  leave  German  ports  immediately  upon  orders  by 
wireless,  and  the  remainder  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Article  23.  Providing  for  the  disposition  of  German  surface  warships,  had  additional 
clauses  requiring  that  vessels  designated  for  internment  shall  be  ready  to  leave  German  ports 
within  seven  days  upon  directions  by  wireless,  and  that  the  military  armament  of  all  vessels 
of  the  auxiliary  fleet  shall  be  put  on  shore. 

Article  26.  Providing  that  the  Allied  blockade  remains  unchanged  has  this  sentence 
added:  "The  Allies  and  the  United  States  should  give  consideration  to  the  provisioning  of 
Germany  during  the  armistice  to  the  extent  recognized  as  necessary." 

Article  28.  Providing  conditions  of  evacuation  of  the  Belgian  coast  (from  which  the 
Germans  actually  had  been  driven  before  the  armistice  was  signed)  was  changed  in  minor  par- 
ticulars. 

Article  34.  Providing  that  the  duration  of  the  armistice  shall  be  thirty  days,  and  that  if 
its  clauses  are  not  carried  into  execution,  it  may  be  renounced  upon  forty-eight  hours'  warning, 
has  the  following  added:  "It  is  understood  that  the  execution  of  Articles  3  and  18  shall  not 
warrant  the  denunciation  of  the  armistice  on  the  ground  of  insufficient  execution  within  a 
period  fixed  except  in  the  case  of  bad  faith  in  carrying  them  into  execution.  In  order  to  assure 
the  execution  of  this  convention  under  the  best  conditions  the  principle  of  a  permanent  inter- 
national armistice  commission  is  admitted.  This  commission  shall  act  under  the  authority 
of  the  Allied  military  and  naval  commanders  in  chief." 

KING  GEORGE  THANKS  AMERICA  FOR  VICTORY. 

King  George,  on  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  sent  a  message  of  congratulation  to  Presi- 
dent Wilson  and  of  thanks  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  for  their  aid  in  the  war.  President 
Wilson  replied  expressing  warm  appreciation.    The  King's  message  follows: 

"At  this  moment  of  universal  gladness  I  send  you,  Mr.  President,  and  the  people  of  your 
great  Republic,  a  message  of  congratulation  and  deep  thanks  in  my  own  name  and  that  of  the 
people  of  this  Empire.  It  is  indeed  a  matter  of  solemn  thanksgiving  that  the  peoples  of  our 
two  countries,  akin  in  spirit  as  in  speech,  should  today  be  united  in  this  greatest  of  democracy's 
achievements.  I  thank  you  and  the  people  of  the  United  States  for  the  high  and  noble  part 
which  you  have  played  in  this  glorious  chapter  of  history  and  freedom." 

President  Wilson's  cablegram  to  King  George  follows: 

"Your  generous  and  gracious  message  is  most  warmly  appreciated,  and  you  may  rest  as- 
sured that  our  hearts  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  are  the  more  completely  filled  with  joy  and 
satisfaction  because  we  know  the  great  partnership  of  interests  and  of  sentiments  to  which  we 
belong.  We  are  happy  to  be  associated  in  this  time  of  triumph  with  the  government  and 
people  upon  whom  we  are  so  sure  we  can  count  for  co-operation  in  the  delicate  and  difficult 
tasks  Vhich  remain  to  be  performed  in  order  that  the  high  purposes  of  the  war  may  be  re- 
alized^and  established  in  the  reign  of  equitable  justice  and  lasting  peace.,' 

THE  AMERICAN  LEGION. 

(By  H.  J.  McClure,  Roscoe  Enloe  Post  No.  5  of  Jefferson  City,  American  Legion.) 

The  American  Legion  has  grown  from  a  meeting  of  twenty  officers  of  the  National 
Army  and  Reserve  Forces,  which  was  called  together  in  Paris,  France,  on  February  15, 1919, 
by  order  of  the  General  Headquarters  of  the  A.  E.  F.  to  consider  plans  and  suggestions 
for  the  betterment  of  the  conditions  and  development  of  the  contentment  of  the  armies  in 
France. 

Realizing  the  need  of  some  sort  of  organization  for  the  ex-service  men,  there  was  issued 
a  call  for  a  caucus  to  be  held  one  month  later  in  Paris  on  the  15th  of  March.  Attending 
this  caucus  there  were  nearly  one  thousand  men  representing  every  rank  from  private  to 
brigadier-general  and  every  division  of  the  armies  in  France.  A  son  of  Missouri,  serving 
with  the  35th  Division,  Lt.-Col.  Bennett  Clark,  was  chosen  chairman  of  the  caucus,  while 
Lt.-Col.  T.  W.  Miller  of  Pennsylvania  was  selected  vice-chairman.  This  meeting  resulted 
in  the  adoption  of  a  temporary  constitution  and  the  adoption  of  the  name  American  Legion. 

The  actions  of  the  Paris  convention  were  confirmed  and  endorsed  by  a  similar  con- 
vention held  in  St.  Louis  on  May  8,  9,  10,  1919,  this  being  the  first  convention  to  be 
held  in  the  United  States. 

At  the  meeting  in  Paris  there  was  appointed  a  committee  of  seventeen  to  represent  the 
troops  in  France;  so  the  convention  in  St.  Louis  appointed  a  similar  committee  of  seventeen 
to  represent  the  troops  in  the  United  States.  Tnese  two  committees  have  amalgamated 
and  now  are  the  operating  body  of  the  American  Legion  with  headquarters  at  New  York. 

The  American  Legion  is  an  organization  of  American  veterans  of  the  World  War.    It  is 
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nonpartisan  and  nonpolitical.  It  is  a  civilian  organization — not  military  or  militaristic. 
Nearly  all  of  its  members  were  civilians  before  the  war,  and  are  now  again  civilians.  It 
makes  no  distinctions  of  rank  and  no  distinctions  between  overseas  men  and  the  men  who  did 
not  get  overseas.  Any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  served  honorably  between  April  6,  1917, 
and  November  11,  1918,  is  eligible  to  membership,  as  are  women  who  were  regularly  enlisted 
or  commissioned  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps.  It  seeks  to  preserve  the  principles  of 
Justice,  Freedom  and  Democracy  and  foster  a  spirit  of  one  hundred  per  cent  Americanism. 

The  first  state  convention  of  the  Missouri  Branch  of  the  American  Legion  met  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  the  State  Capitol  at  Jefferson  City,  October  6  and  7,  1919. 

At  this  convention  there  were  represented  one  hundred  and  fifty  chartered  posts  with 
enrollment  of  about  15,000  men.  A  constitution  similar  to  the  one  drafted  by  the  Paris 
and  St.  Louis  conventions  was  adopted  for  the  State  Branch. 

After  matters  appertaining  to  the  details  of  organization  were  settled,  discussions  re- 
lative to  the  ex-service  man  were  brought  up,  as  was  the  establishment  of  the  permanent 
state  headquarters,  the  meeting  place  of  the  next  convention  and  the  election  of  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Kansas  City  was  decided  upon  as  the  permanent  state  headquarters.  Sedalia  was  se- 
lected for  the  next  annual  convention  but  no  definite  date  was  decided  upon.  Date  left  to 
the  executive  committee  of  sixteen — one  from  each  congressional  district. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  state  commander,  Sid  Houston, 
Kansas  City;  vice-commander,  Robert  M.  Clayton,  Hannibal:  state  adjutant,  Edward  J. 
Cahill,  Jefferson  City;  state  historian,  G.  C.  Huston,  Troy;  state  finance  officer,  James 
Kinkead,  Fornfelt;  state  chaplain,  James  E.  Reiger,  Kirksville;  state  master-at-arms,  Jack 
Williams,  Joplin. 


APPORTIONMENT  OP  CONGRESSIONAL  REPRESENTATION. 

The  ratio  under  the  Constitution  was  one  Representative  in  Congress  for  each  30.000 
of  population.  Thereafter,  the  ratio,  as  determined  by  the  decennial  censuses,  were  as  follows: 
1790  and  1800,  one  to  each  33.000;  1810,  one  in  each  35,000;  1820,  one  in  each  40.000;  1830, 
one  in  each  47,709;  1840,  one  in  each  70,680;  1850,  one  in  each  93,423;  1860,  one  in  each 
127,381;  1870,  one  in  each  131,425;  1880,  one  in  each  151,911;  1890,  one  in  each  173,901; 
1900,  one  in  each  194,182;  1910,  one  in  each  211,877. 

In  1910,  and  lasting  until  the  new  apportionment  under  the  1920  Census,  each  state's 
quota  of  Representatives  was  and  is  as  follows:  Alabama,  10;  Arizona,  1;  Arkansas,  7; 
California,  11;  Colorado,  4;  Connecticut,  5;  Delaware,  1;  Florida,  4;  Georgia,  12;  Idaho,  2;

Of  the  thirteen  Original  States  the  present  quotas  are  the  same  as  under  the  Constitution 
in  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland  ani  Virginia.  The  original  quotas  in  the  other  Original 
States  were  as  follows:  Georgia,  3;  Massachusetts,  8;  New  Hampshire,  3;  New  Jersey,  4; 
New  York,  6;  North  Carolina,  5;  Pennsylvania,  8;  Rhode  Island,  1;  and  South  Carolina,  5. 


PUBLIC  HOLIDAYS. 

(Legalized  by  Missouri  Statutes.) 

The  following  days,  namely,  the  first  day  of  January,  the  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  the  fourth  day  of  July,  the  first  Monday  in  September,  any  general 
primary  election  day,  any  general  state  election  day,  any  Thanksgiving  Day  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  or  by  the  Governor  of  this  state,  and  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  December,  are  hereby  declared  and  established  public  holidays;  and  when  any 
of  such  holidays  fall  upon  Sundays,  the  Monday  next  following  shall  be  considered  such 
holidays.    (Laws,  1909.) 

The  days  upon  which  the  general,  state  or  county  or  city  elections  shall  hereafter  be 
held  in  cities  of  100,000  inhabitants  and  over  shall  be  holidays,  and  shall,  for  all  purposes 
whatever  as  regards  presenting  for  payment  or  acceptance  and  of  the  protesting  and  giving 
notice  of  the  dishonor  of  bills  of  exchange,  bank  checks  and  promissory  notes,  and  as  re- 
gards days  of  grace  upon  commercial  paper,  be  treated  and  considered  as  is  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday.    (R.  S.  1899,  Sec.  7286.) 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  departments  in  every  county  or  municipal  office  in 
cities  which  now  have  or  may  hereafter  have  a  population  of  300,000  inhabitants  or  over, 
or  in  any  county  adjoining  such  city,  having  one  or  more  deputies,  assistants  or  clerks,  to 
close  the  doors  of  said  office  at  12  o'clock  noon  on  each  and  every  Saturday  in  the  year: 
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Provided,  that  the  person  in  charge  or  possession  of  said  office  may  require  such  deputies, 
assistants  or  clerks  to  work  whenever  the  necessities  of  the  service,  in  his  judgment,  require 
it:  and  provided  further,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  constables, 
fire  department  or  police  forces.    (R.  S.  1899,  Sec.  6247.    Amended,  Laws  1903.) 

The  twelfth  day  of  October  of  the  present  year  of  our  Lord  1909,  and  the  twelfth  day  of 
October  of  each  year  thereafter,  is  hereby  declared  a  public  holiday,  to  be  known  as 
"Columbus  Day,"  and  the  same  shall  be  recognized,  classed  and  treated  as  other  legal  holidays 
under  the  laws  of  this  state.  Provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  com- 
mercial paper,  the  making  or  execution  of  agreements  in  writing,  or  interfere  with  judicial 
proceedings.    (Laws,  1909.) 

In  cities  having  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  and  over. — The  days  upon  which 
the  general,  state  or  county  or  city  elections  shall  hereafter  be  held  in  such  cities  shall  be 
holidays  for  all  purposes  whatever  as  regards  presenting  for  payment  or  acceptance  and  of 
the  protesting  and  giving  notice  of  the  dishonor  of  bills  of  exchange,  bank  checks  and  prom- 
issory notes,  and  be  treated  and  considered  as  is  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonly  called 
Sunday.    (Laws  1911,  p.  249.) 

The  twelfth  day  of  February  of  the  year  1916,  and  the  twelfth  day  of  February  of  each 
year  thereafter,  is  hereby  declared  a  public  holiday,  to  be  known  as  "Lincoln  Day,"  and  the 
same  shall  be  recognized,  classed  and  treated  as  other  legal  holidays  under  the  laws  of  this 
state:  Provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  commercial  paper,  the  making 
or  execution  of  agreements  or  instruments  in  writing,  or  to  interfere  with  judicial  proceed- 
ings.   (Laws  1915,  p  301.) 

The  first  Monday  of  October  of  each  and  every  year  shall  be  known  and  designated  as 
Missouri  Day,  and  shall  be  and  is  hereby  set  apart  as  a  day  commemorative  of  Missouri 
history  to  be  observed  by  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  schools  with  the  appropriate  exercises. 

TUat  the  people  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  the  educational,  commercial,  politic,  civic, 
religious  and  fraternal  organizations  of  the  State  of  Missouri  be  requested  to  devote  some 
part  of  the  day  to  the  methodical  consideration  of  the  products  of  the  mine,  field  and  forest 
of  the  state  and  to  the  consideration  of  the  achievements  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Missouri 
in  commerce,  literature,  statesmanship,  science  and  art,  and  in  other  departments  of  activity 
in  which  the  state  has  rendered  service  to  mankind.    (Laws  1915,  p.  301.)

About  120  different  libraries,  representing  Missouri  colleges  and  schools  as  well  as 
public  libraries,  now  make  reports  to  the  State  Library  Commission.  Only  18  libraries 
were  founded  before  1876  and  only  one  of  the  eighteen  was  a  public  library  in  any  sense. 
The  oldest  library  in  the  state  is  that  of  the  St.  Louis  University,  founded  in  1831.  The 
St.  Louis  Mercantile  Library  was  the  first  library  for  the  people  (1846).  Lewis  Memorial 
Library  at  Glasgow  began  the  list  of  public  libraries  in  1867.

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State  traveling  libraries  are  sent  to  the  smaller  towns  and  rural  communities  of  the 
state  on  request.  During  1917-18,  1,004  traveling  libraries  were  loaned  to  Missouri  people. 
Each  library  consists  of  a  set  of  50  readable  books  of  fiction,  biography,  history,  travel, 
literature  and  science,  some  of  which  are  for  children  and  young  people.  They  are  well  packed 
in  a  strong  wooden  box,  secured  by  a  padlock,  and  forwarded  by  freight. 

The  traveling  libraries  are  loaned  free  of  cost  under  the  following  agreement: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  apply  to  the  Missouri  Library  Commission  for  a  loan  of  books. 
We  agree  to  pay  transportation  charges  on  the  books  when  received  and  to  prepay  charges 
when  we  return  the  books.  We  further  agree  to  keep  the  books  carefully,  loan  them  freely 
to  anyone  interested,  and  to  make  them  accessible  to  borrowers  at  regular  intervals  of  not 
less  than  three  hours  a  week." 

The  above  agreement  signed  by  five  permanent  residents  of  any  community  constitutes 
an  order  for  a  loan  of  books.  Each  set  may  be  kept  from  three  to  six  months,  and  then  ex- 
changed for  another  set.  For  information  and  agreement  card  address  the  Missouri  Library 
Commission,  Jefferson  City,  Missouri.
